Nobody amongſt true Chriſti- 
ans which take to heart the honour,plory and ſervice of 
God,will makea controverfie of this. Neither is this the 
ſubjec of the controverſic which is canvaſſed and ſifted 
on both fides with great carneſtneſſe, yea with toogreat 
eagernefle berween many Chriſtians,which are learned, 
godly, and conſenting in the profeſſion of the ſame do. 
Qrine and truth of the Goſpel of peace. 
Their varianceand diſagreement is about the nature, 
beginning, and particular obſervation of the day which 
. is{eparatedfrom all other dayes,that it may be eſpecial- 
ly applied to Gods ſervice; to wit, 1.

Some of them deeme, that thekeeping of one 
of the ſevendayes of the wecke is a. morall and naturall- 
duty, that God himſelfe ſanRified it for his ſervice by 
an expreſſe and perpetuall Commandemeat, that ſo it 
was from the beginning, fo itis ſtill, and ſhall never be 
otherwiſe till the end of the world. 2. That before firs 
came into the world,as ſoone as Adam was created, God 
preſcribed unto himand to Eve our firſt parents, and in 
them to all men which were intheir loynes, and were to 
come out of them, the hallowing of one day of the 
weeke,which was the ſeventh day. 3.Thac he reiterated: 
and renewed this Commandement in the fourth precept 
of-the morall Law, which he gave in Horeb tothe peo- 
pleof Iſrael, and hath bound all Chriſtians under the 
New Teſtament to hallow and keepeit religiouſly, be- 
cauſe itis of theſame nature with the reſt of the Com- 
mandements of the Decalogue, which are all morall.

What 
hath ka *t one day 'of ſeven, more than one of a greater or lefler 
number, wherefore we ſhould affirme, chat the obſervation of that 
day, rather than of another day, is a morallduty, appertaining, yea 
neceſlary to whole mankinde, that thereby 1tmay attaineunto the 
end for which man was created, therfore it hath an obli pow-- 
er over all nations in all ages, which may bee demonſtrated and. 
thewed perſpicuoully by naturall reaſons, as fome have too hardily 
pronounced, but without any evidence produced, ſaying their fim- 

le word, which to men that have eyes1n their heads, and ſcorne to 

Pyrhagorus Diſciples 15 no good payment. 

It was the Creationof the world in ſixe dayes, and Gods reſt 
on the ſeventh day,that was to Godthe occaſion of the appointing 
of the ſeventh cay, for his ſervice: Now who can ſhew in that 
wondcriull worke of the Creation-in-fixeidayes, andiin Gods reſt 
on the ſeventh day the leaft appearance of morality 2. As there ap- 
peareth no f:c11 thing unto us, ſo no other reaſon of this diſpenſci- 
on is wade manifeſt unto us, Gaving the good pleaſure of Go», 
who would have it {o. For who canconceive, and farre leſſe ex» 
preſſe and ſhew by words, any eſlentiall juſtice in the obſervation 
of this number of dayes that God pitched upon for the framing of 
his workes, and his reſting from them ? 

Some of them againft whom 1haveundertaten this brotherly 
diſputation, have acknowledged andfaid, that we obſerve not one 
day of {even under the New Teftament, as a part of Gods ſervice, 
but only as the tzme thereof, which ſhewethrthatit is.not a morall 
thing. For if it were, it ſhould bee eſſentially apart of Gods ſer- 
vice, as is univerſally whatſoever is morall. Ynder the Old Teſta- 
ment it made a part of Gods ſervice, not of the morall;,butef-the 
ceremoniall and typike ſervice, eſtabliſhed then inthe infancy of 
the Church,and whuch was not to cantinue but during that time, as 
we ſtalllee hereafter, FA

an immutable right, and carrieth with it a perpetuall obligation. 
For where and whence is there any evidence of this 2 doth 
this right belong toall things thatare of the poſitive Law 2 Their 
condition and nature giveth it unto them > Will any Divine, any 
Lawgiver, any Logician make of this a | pane, and hold for the 
affirmative? Away with Sophiſtry an ious dealing. It muſt 
bee the revealed will of God that matcheth poſitive with naturall 
Lawes, and marketh them with the filyer ſtampe of immurabilicy. 
Now if G 0D hath not communicated this dignity with any polt- 
tive Law ordained by him from the beginning of the world till 
this day, what appearance is there, that he hath given it, as it were 
by birth-right, to the Sabbath ? Haye theytoun this their 
aſſertion any cleere and evident teſtimony brought from the unre= 
procheabletruthof holy Scripture ?

Yea all his progeny 
and ſucceflors, in whom abideth ftill the Law of Nature, af. 
though darkened with finne, had knowne in ſome ſort by 
the reſidue of the light of Nature glittering in them, that chey 
were bound to keepe a Seventh Day. At leaft the notice of 
this Commandement, which is pretended to have beene given 
co their firſt Father from [the beginning, ſhould haye come to 
them by Tradition ſucceſſively from the Fathers to the Chil- 
dren till their dayes.

They have knowne, that one true and onely GoD. is to

That His Name ought to bee hallowed, and great heed is to bee 
had, that it bee not prophaned : That reſpe& and honour is to 
bee yeelded to Fathers, to Mothers, and to all Superiours ; Thar 
murther, adultery, lechery, theft, falſe witneſle, covetouſneſle of 


#hings belonging to another, are vices condemnable, and worthy 


to bee cenſured, We findea great deale of good precepts and ex- 
cellent documents in the Lawes and writings of Paynims pertai- 
ning to theſe points. And they all may be confirmed by naturall 
reaſon. Therefore the Apoſtle ſpeaking of Infidels in his Epi- 
ſtle to the Romanes, Romanes 2. verſe 14, 115. ſaith, That 
they doe by nature the things contained iu the Law, ſhew the worke 
of the Law written in their hearts,and are a Law unto themſelves. 
If they have ſinned againſt theſe points, asundoubtedl have 
moſt horribly many wayes, as the ſame Apoſtle ſheweth in the fir 
Chapter of the ſaid Epiſtle, they have by ſuch hainous and mon- 
ſtrous ſinnes fought againſt their owne knowledge, and detained 
in unrighteouſneſſe the truth which G o p had imprinted in their 
mandes, and whereof they were not ignorant, Rowmanes I. 18. 
W hereupon Gol thunders fearefull threats upon their unrighteous 
heads, which in all ages have beene accompanied with terrible

Moreover, in things concerning Gods outward and publike 

ſervice, they have knowne, that all men ought to ſerve G o Þ 
publikely, and that to offer ſacrifices unto him, is a ſervice where- 
with he 1s well pleaſed. This they knew, not onely by a naturall 
inſtin, and by the yoice of that inward DoRor, ſaying totheir 
hearts, that all ſinnes whereof mortall men are gualty, muſt 
be expiated, [and that atonement muſt be made beeweene man of- 
fender, and God offended, by offerings and facrifices ; Bur alſo 
queſtionleſle, by an acquired knowledge, come unto them ſuc. 
\ ceſſively, from theſe firſt Fathers, who by Gods. Ordinance 
and allowance had offered facrifices of atonement to his moſt holy 
Majeſty : This is the true originall and ſource of the lacrifices, 
which theſe blinde and miſ-led wights have alwaies offered to 
the God-head, which they 1n their ignorance thought worthy tobe 
worſhipped.

the rumour whereof ranne abroad, after the Law was given to 
the people of 1/-ael in the wilderneſſe, Hence it is,* rhat this

ceremonies is by their Authours attributed to the Jewes, as come 
from them, and particular to their Nation, Yea, many of them 
laid it intheirdiſh with Rowting and deriion, Whereunto ſome 
doe apply theſe words of Jeremiah, in his Lamentations, Chap.r, 
verſe 7, The adverſaries. of Ternſalem ſaw her, aud did mocke at 
her Sabbaths : And Seneca, a wiſe-Heathen, ſaid of the ewes, 


They object againſt this, that Philo, a learned Jew, who lived 
in the ; of pc Apoſtles, 1n the ſecond Booke of the life of 
Moſes, ſpeaking of other Nations, which were alicns from 
the Common-wealth of Z/+ae/, and-ftrangers from the Covenants 
of promiſe made with the ewes, {aith, with an affirmative inter- 
rogation ; Who doth not honowy the ſacred and holy day that retar- 
nethevery weeks ? But belides that, it may be hee ipoke hyperbo. 
lically, and led away with a Iewiſh aftebtion towards the ceremo. 
nies ofhis owne Nation, he deſignes, at the moſt, ſome reverend 
opinion which the obſervation of that day, folemnized with ſo 
great devotion amongſt the Jewes, had purchaſed amongſt for- 
raine Nations, which ſeeing that Jewiſh diſcipline and devotion, 
were in a manner, forced to admire it, And not that they al- 
ſokeptit commonly, as being, or holding that they were natu- 
rally obliged thereunto, It 1s manifeſt that wee muſt give this 
interpretation to theſe words of Philo, by other places, where 
in the fame, yea, in ſtronger termes, hee faith the like of the 
faſt obſerved folemnely by the Tewes on a certaine day of the 
yeere : #ho, faith hee, doth not worſhip with admiration, the 
feaſt which returneth yeerely in the ſacred month ? And in ge- 
nerall, ſpeaking of all the ſtatutes obſerved-by the T-wes, and 
of all the Lawes given by Hoſes,” hee ſaith, that men of all 
other Nations almoſt had them in ſome veneration, This Moſes 
had foretold in the Booke of Dexteronomy, Chap. 4. verſ.6, where 
ipeaking to the people of the Statutes and TIudgements which 
hee had taught them, even as the L o x Þ his God comman- 
ded him, hee faith, Keepe rherefore, and doe them, for this is 
Jour wiſedome and your underſtanding in the ſight of all Nati. 
ens, which ſpall heare all theſe Statutes, and ſhall Jay, Smrely this 
great Nation alone is awiſc and underſtanding people, Thus Philo

ſheweth cleerely enough ; that the Genriles knew nothing of the 
Sabbath day, no more then ef the other ordinances of Cfoſes, but 
by the relation of the ewes : Hee attributeth nothing to the Sab- 
bath, but hee affirmeth the ſame of all other ordinances of the Law, 
aud thereforeno man can build upon his words a more univerſall 
obligation for the Sabbath, then tor all the relt of the lewiſh cere- 
monies, For who will fay,that the faſt and other ceremonies which 
he ſpeakes of in the ſame diſcourle, obliged by a'naturall or poſitive 
Law other Nations, or that they were ordinarily prattiſed among 
them? Likewiſe, when he faith in his Booke, of the workeman- 
ſhip of the World, that the Sabbath day 5s a feaſt, not of one people 
only, but of all Nations, hee uttereth onely lus opinion concer- 
a dignity and merit of that day, and not what was in effect 
practiſed amongſt other Nations, : as hee ns 0 his owne 
words, adding, This day is worthy to be called a feaſt of all Nati- 
tions, although no Nationin the world, the ewes excepted, hath 
ever ſolemnized it with a common and ordinary obſervation. And 
indeed, this learned man, writing in his Booke upon the Decaloyue, 
that the fourth Commandement ordaineth the feventh day, and an 
holy and pious obſervation thereof, hee appropriates that ſaying 
tothe /ewes, adding, that every ſeventh day is holy to the Tewes, 
and faith onely of other Nations, that ſome of them obſerved a 
leventh day every moneth, beginning to reckon the daies by the 
new Moone. It perhaps ſome amongſt theſe people reyerenced 
and obſerved the leventh day of the weeke in ſome ſort, that came 
not fromanaturall inſtinit inforcing them thereunto, nor from'ar;y 
knowledge derived unto them by the Traditions and Inſtructions 
of their Fathers, but from imitations of the Jewes, from whoſe 
actice and faſhions in their religzous devotions, and amongſt 
the reſt in the obſervation and celebration of the Sabbath, queſtion- 
lefle many particularities were introduced amongſt the Gentiles, 
in the celebration of their feaſts and ſolemnities. As ſome a-

This is the meaning of /o/ephy, in his ſecond Booke againſt 


a, when hee ſaxh, that other Nations had zeale and 
emulation for the piety and religion of the Tewes, and forthivith

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to them all ; Of which paſlage, thoſe that alledged it, cannot take 
an argument for the moralitie and itie of the Sabbath day, 
morethen for the other ceremonies of the ewes admitted and s 
lowed of all, which the ſame le and Nations imnutated, and 
whereof 7oſephus ſpeaketh in the ſame place; For hee mentioneth 
with the ſeyenth day the falts, lights, protubition of certaine meats, 
which hee (aithalſo to have beene obſerved by them, not for any 
reaſon and naturall obligation that they ſaw 1a theſe things, or in 
the Sabbath, more than 1a thereſt, bur through a facility and incli- 
nation of mags ſpitit to imitate the outward ta(hions of deyotion 
which are practiſed by others, | 

Theſe paſlages of Philo, of Toſephns, and others, gathered out 
of other authors, ewes, Pagans, Chriſtians, which make mention 
of a common knowledge of the leventh day of Sabbath among the 
Gentiles, and alſoof ſome kinde of obſervation thereof amongſt 
ſome of them, are of no uſe ; For all theſe authors have writ- 
ten long, yea, ſome thouſand yeeres and more, after the eſtablith- 
ment ofthe Iewiſh government and religion. At which time the 
Ordinance that God had grven to the ewes, about the Sabbath, 
might have beene knowne of all Nations, and imitated of thoſe 
who thought fit ſo to doe, Were not the ten Tribes tranſpor- 
ted out of their native ſoile, and diſperſed among the Aedes, 
Perſes, and other Nations? Had notthe ewes beene captives in 
Babylon threeſcore and ten yeeres, and ſent home by Cyras, afore 
any man amongſt the Gerti/es, ſet his hand to a penne to write 
Hiſtories 2 Were not the Jewes ſpred over the whole Romax 
Empire before C a r 1 $ T came into the World 2 What 
wonder then, if their rites and ceremonies were knowne ev 
where, yea, and followed by thoſe of the Gentiles that became 
Proſelytes, ſuch as was the Ethiopiam Evnuch in his owne 
Countrey? Atts 8. verſ. 27, The Roman Centurion Cornelins 
in Ceſaria, eAtts 10. verſe 2, Another Centurion in Capey- 
naum, Luke 7.verſe 4, 5. and more, during the Em hnadthe 
Remans, and may be, before it alſo.

" Thdeed, if wee could finde that the Gentiles have com - 
monly, and regularly obſerved from time-to time a ſeventh 
day, — not the {ame ſeventh, to wit, the laſt of ſeven that 
God reſted in; and hallowed; a more probable inference might 
be made of that continuall praftice, that the obſervation of a 
ſeventh day, is of' the Law of nature, 'or at-leaft, that 'God

and for the contempt thereof, when now and then they tranſgreſ(- 
ſed in the oneor inthe other, fi z the firſt inſtitution of che 
Sabbath to have beene made for all men, and givento all fromthe 


begirming of the world, why was it not alfo a juſt cauſe to thide

The inſtance before urged, that God found not fault with the' 
Polygamie of the Gentiles, although it was againſt the inſtitution 
of God inthe beginning, and alſo againſt the Law of nature (as is 
id, but not granted,) 1s found tobe falſe ; For in the eighteenth 
of Leviticus, where God ſpeaketh to the Iewes, forbids 
all unlawfull and impure cohabitations, amongſt many others in 
the 18. Verſe, he forbids them to rake a Wife and her Siſter, or to 
ber Siſter, thatis, to take another Wife wth the firſt, zo vexe the 
firlt by conjunction with the other, in the krit wives /5fe time, For 
this 18 the 'fGignification of the Hebrew Phraſe, as wee may ſee by 
diverſe examples, Geneſis 26. verſe 31, Exodus 25. verſe 20. 
Exodus 26, verſe 3.27. , Moreover, G6 O D addeth inthe ſame 
Chapter of Leviticws ver. 24-27, 30. that in this filthy crinie, as 
in all others that are there named, the nations had defiled them 
ſelves, for which the land had vomited them out, S302.

Commandement, and if Go Þ had given it to Adam tobee 
ſanRified by him and his poſterity, at leaſt the Patriarkes ang 
holy Fathers, amongſt whom remained the exerciſe of crue Religi- 
on had knowne rhat day, and hallowed it by the ordinary duties of 
odlineſle, as they knew and obſerved in the whole courſe of their 
ife all other morall Commandements. Wee finde in theirlives. 


written by Moſes many proofes and examples of the Religious .*' 
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worſhip 
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worſhip which they yeelded to Ichowah alone, as to the only true, 
only perte&, only Almighty and all ſufficient God, walking in ſin- 
cerity and integrity before his face, Geneſis 5, ver. 22. Geneſis 6, 
ver. 9. Geneſ. 17.ver. 1, Of their hatred againſt Idols, which 
were tothem things ſo abominable, thatthey buryed them under 
the ground, as not only unworthy, bur alſoougly to be ſcene, and 
infectious to be touched, Gen. 35.9. 2.4. Ot theirreligious care 
to hallow the Name of G ov, by calling upon his holy Name, 
Geneſis 12,ver,$, by vowing vowes to lus Divine Majelty, Gez, 
28, ver, 8. by taking holily and religioully in their mouthes his 
glorious and Fearefull Name in the'necefſary oathes that they made 
before him, Gez, 21. ver,24. 31, Gen. 31.ver.35. Of theaw- 
tull obſervance and obedience wherewith they honoured Fathers, 
Mothers, Matters, and all juperiors, Gen. 9. ver, 23. Gen.27. ver, 
I 3,14. Gen,28,wver.5, Gen. 42.ver. 6. Gen. 47, ver, 12, 
Or the abomination and \{eteſtation that was 1n their inward parts 
againſt murther, Geneſis 49. ver. 5, 6, whoredome, adultery, in- 
celt, Gen. 34. ver. 31. Gen, 38. ver. 24, Gen.39.,ver. 10, Gen, 
49. ver, 4. Thett, Gen. 31. ver. 32- 37. Gen. 44. ver, 8.9, 
Leaſings and falſe witnefle, Geneſis 20. ver.12. Gen. 42, ver, 
1 1, and conſequently l#ſt, which 1s the fruitfull mother of all 
Ahote vices, Gen. 14, ver. 22,23. Gen, 39.ver,9.10, But wee 
find no where that they kept holy a Seventh day, for Gods outward 
ſervice, according to the fourth Commandement of the Law given 
afterwards in Mount Sina. This only<doe we find, that they practi- 
ſed that ſervice, builded Altars, offered ſacrifices to the Lord indit- 
ferently 1n all dayes, and at all houres, as they had occaſion, Nei- 
ther 1s it any where noted in holy Scripture, that they had any ſer 
day, farre lefle a Seventh day prefixed unto them for their exerciſes, 
whuch were never particularly tyed toxSeventh, day with prefe- 
rence to other dayes of the weeke. Yea conſidering that the con- 
ſecration of a certaine day for Gods ſervice, whatſoever it be,is not 
properly neceſlary, but when many may troope together, and make 
up a body of a Church to folemnize that ſervice publikely, with 

great afſemblies of people, it may be juſtly queſtioned, it when the 

Patriarkes were alone, when they were with their little families, 

might with them ſerve God every _ ealily and with great aſſidut- 

ty, being, as they were, diſpoſed to all exerciſes of godlineſle, and 


not 
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noe being incombred. with the many and great affuires which en. 
ſnare thoſe that give themſelves too much to worldly bufineſſes, 


whether at all they kept any ordinary day more prreicularly then 
other dayes, if rhey ſerved not God _ le wide Ein 


&ion ot dayes, unknowne atthat time, and more parcicularly, if - 


they ereted not Alrars, and offered ſacrifices on them, as God gave 
them ſome pr occaſions, they not having a conſtantrule 
given unto them for the time andplace of theſe devotions. 

When it1s ſaid in the fourth of Geneſis verſe 26; that in the 
time of Enos, men began to call uponthe Name of the Lord, al- 
chough this paſſage may ſuffer diverle interpretations, yer, it is like- 
ly, and it isthe moſt current interpretation, that it betokeneth, that 
Enot and the remnant of the faithtull aflociated with him, being 
growen-to a competent multitude, withdrew themſelves from the 
wicked and worldy brood of Cain, and began to inſtitute among 
themielyes a more tolemne ſervice then had beene in former times, 
and for the celebration of that ſervice ordained of free choice ſer 
times and places ; For which cauſe the Scripture faith, that they be. 
gar to call upon the Name of the Lord, to wit, publikely —_ a 
numerous aflemblie, which had not beene praftited before, 1f this 
be the true ſence of theſe words, yet it ſhall nor follow by any ne- 
ceflary argument or reaſon,that they eſtabliſhed for that publike ſer- 
vice a particular day returning ſucceſlively after a certaine number 
of dayes, ſeeing it is as probable, that this cafiing upon the Name of 
the Lord which they began in thoſe dayes, was indifferently every 
dayes exerciſe, 1n each of which they came together to call upon 
God, and to ſerve him inthe time and place that they had appoin- 
ted, their number not being ſo great, nor their neceſſary imploy- 
ments about the things of this lite ſo many, but that they might ſet 
a part ſome houres every day for this holy buſineſle, Nay granting 
that they appointed a certaine day out of a greater number, to re- 
maine firme and unmoveable, what reaſon can any man produce, 
why it ought to be the Seventh day of the weeke 2 Was it becauſe 
God reſted on that day ? But how could they gueſfe that this was a 
reaſon obliging them to the ſanCtification of that day, ſeeing it is 
not a reaſon carrying with it any naturall evidence of obligation, 
and is no realon at all, but by the free will and appointment of 


Gop? Will they fay, that from the creation of the world God

bleſſed and hallowed that day to men 2 Bur this is the point in 
queſtion, Or that Enos and his fellowes asked c lat the 
mouth of the Lord, to learne of him — ſhould meet 
to yeeld unto his Majeſty the publike ſervice which they had inſti- 
ruted, and that God ordained unto them the Seventh day of the 
weeke? This is a conceit taken atrandome, without any certaine 
ground, They know well enough already what kinde of ſervice 
they ought to yeeld to God, and in what Religious actions it con- 
liſted : For God from the beginning had acquainted his Church 
with it, and their Fathers ein them in the knowledge and 
pratiſe thereof, neither was it needfull that they thould aske adviſe 
of the Lord concerning this duty. Therefore it was not neceſlary, 
nay it was rather unſeemely, that they ſhould aske him what was 
the time of the ordinary and publike praGtiſe of that ſervice, as if 
they had not beene bound to judge, that having no great lets to in- | 
terrupt their devotion, they ought to appoint a fit time every day for 
io holy and neceſlarya duty : Or, at leaſt, if they alloted any day 
of relt, the more frequent they ſhould make it, ſo much the ber- 
ter ſhould they performe their duty, and be lo much the more ac- 
ceptable to. God, And in caſe God had named unto them ſuch a 
day, there is no probableneſſe that he ordained one of ſeven, as he 
did afterwards to the people of Iſrael, For they were but a ſmall 
number of people, = might eaſily keepe moe dayes 1n the weeke 
than one, without any hinderance to their worldly affaires, But 
the ]fraclites being growen to. a great and populous common- 
wealth, God aſſigned unto them the Seventh day of the weeke, as 
a particular point of that eccleſiaſticall government, whereof hee 
preſcribed unto them all the particularities. Therefore the conſe- 
quence from the one to the other is manifeſtly of no value, Bur 
upon that which is ſaid, that in Enos his time men began to call up= 
on the Name of the Lord, that is, to ordaine a publike ſervice, and 
unmoveable times for it, I doe inferre with great probability, that 
before that time there was none ſuch, and therefore no Seventh da 
was kept. Forit it had beene obſerved, how could it be ſaid, thar 
in Enos bu time men began to call upon the Name of the Lord ? 
This good courſe begun in the dayes of Enos continued undoub- 
tedly afterwards, as long as the malice of men could ſuffer it, For 
their wickedneſle was great, and the corruption bad crept from 
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among, the ſonnes of men among the Sonnes of God in ſuch man- 
ner, that-it drew upon the face of the carth an univerſall loud of 
waters, which deſtroyed all men then living, Noah and his fami- 
lies conſiſting of eight perlons only excepted. After the floud, 
there is little or no taention made of any exerciſe of the true Re- 
ligion, ſaving in the dayes of Abraham, 1/aac, and Facob, and in 
their families, Them God had choſen and picked our from the reſt 
of the world, with them God made his covenant, they were religt- 
ous and obſequious ſervants of Almighty God ; but their families 
being ſmall, Gods ſervice might with great facility be pradtiſed in 
them every day, and there was no necellity of ſetting a part an or- 
dinary day for the gathering together of their children and ſer- 
vants, which ordinarily were never fo farre ſeparated,but that they 
might come together once or twice a day to doe homage tothe 
Lord their God, Therefore there is no probableneſle that there was 
among them a particular keeping of ſuch a day. Ar leaſt we read 
not any ſuch thing, till che time that Abrahams polterity being 
much increaſed and -multiplyed in che land of e£gypr, G 0 D 
brought them out of that land, gathered them together in the wil- 
derneſle, and afterwards in the land of Canaan, made choiſe of 
them amongſt all the nations of the world to be his people, gave 
chem his ſtatutes, preſcribed unto them all the particularities of his 
publike ſervice, and ordained the obſervation of the Seventh day 
of the weeke for the ſolemne practiſe thereof, This ordinance 
became then neceſſary, becaule G O D S Church was become a 


great people. - 


Verily, it is not likely, that if the Patriarkes had kept unmove- 
ably a ſtinted day, and namely the Seventh day of the weeke, as a 
divine Ordinance, that the holy Hiſtory would have beene lilenc, 
and made no mention of it, Ic relateth unto us carefully things of far 
lefler moment, it hath ſet downe their lives, hath ſpecified the gene- 
rall points of the ſervice which they yeelded toGod, by prayer, by 
building of Altars, by offering of Sacrifices upon them. Bur 1t ma- 
keth no mention, neither generall, norparticular of any day hal- 
lowed by them for the exerciſe of theſe their devotions,; which un- 
doubtedly they would have appropriated to that day : Ando there 
was a fit occaſionto {peake of the day, in ſpeaking of the ſervice, if 
there had beene any ſuch day conſecrated by them, Wherefore the 
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And frft they ſuppoſe that they celebrated divers falts, whereof no 


particular times them ordinarily,- or extraordinarily inthe 
practiſe of Gs Frei depended on their wildome and will, 
which being carryed with moſt earneſt affedtion togodlineſle, and 
tothe performing of all duties belonging to Gods tervice, there is 
no queſtion to bee made, but that they imployed a good deale of 
time every day to the pradtiſe of all exerciſes of religion, and upon 
ſpeciall occations of new and extraordinary bleſſings , increaſed 
their deyotion, and gave unto it proportionally a longer meaſure of 
time, All the ſervice wherewith they honoured the Lord their 
God conſiſted undoubtedly in prayers and in facrifices, whereof 
mention is made in their lives regiſtred in the Scripture, but it 1s not 
likely that they honoured a Seventh day of becauſe it is no 
where written. 2 
Alfo the Ancient Fathers, for the moſt part, ſome Rabbins of 
the Iewes, many recent and orthodoxe Divines .'eny it directly ; 
Amongſt thoſe thar affirme it, the moſt learned and renowned dare 
not avouch ,it, but as a thing uncertaine and probable only. And 
amoneſt thoſe that moſt confidently ſtand unto it, Some are con- 
ſtrained to call inqueſtion, if the Patriarkes kept it, after the man- 
ner which was afterwards preſcribed tothe Tewes, to wit, with a 
tric obligation of an exact ceſſation from all workes, as from 
kindling of fire, &c, Exod.35 ver.z, All theſe thought it a thing 
unſutzble to the condition of the Patriarkes, that they ſhould have 
been loaden with ſo many ſcruples and difficukties, Nevertheleflc it 
is moſt probable, that if God had charged them with the keeping of 
the Sabbath day, he would alſo have tyed them to this imermiſſion 
of workes, im conſideration whereof it was called the Sabbath, it 
repreſented and called toremembrance G oD s reſting fromall his 
workes, and was a type of the tpirituall, eternall, and glorious reſt 
of the faithfull inthe kingdome of heaven, which was the princt- 
pall end of the inſtitution thereof. I might ſtuffe the with the 
teſttmomies of all the foreſaid Anthors, if Ihad not reſolved to dif- 
pate by arguments taken out of holy Scripture, and from reaſon, 
and not by authorities of men, 
Divers Replies are made againſt this argument, to impaire the 
gth, &debace the worth therof,when TI ay, it is not written that 
the Patriarchs obſerved the Sabbath, and therefore they kept it nor. 
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mention is made in the Booke of holy Scripture, which is indeed a 
mecre luppolition, if faſting be taken properly for daies of abſtinence 
from all kind of meat, through rH for religious ends, For 
where is that written ? If it be not written, as it is not, why may I 
. not miſtruſt, gaineſay,and _ it, and gray the authors of this reply, 
todefend their cauſe, not with forceleſſe and deniable tuppolirions, 
__ warn and undeniable reaſons __ Scripture,or from 
re, Now, ing theis ſuppoſition to be as true, as I fi 
pole it to be hilt ek not know that faſting is nota dF 
Gods ſervice,that God hath not beene earneſt abour it ; that by the 
Law of Hoſes, which exatted fo many kindes of ſerviceable de- 
votions, he commanded no ordinary and ſtinted faſt, ſaving a yeere- 
ly one, tor a typicall reaſon, on the feaft of aronement, Levzr. 16, 
verſe 29, 30. ZI. and Lovir. 22, verſ. 27.29? that hepreſcribed 
not any betore the Law, and hath not injoyned any to Chriſtiays 
under the Goſpell 2 Therefore God having left the indiftion and 
obſervation of fuch faſts free; as the Patriarchs ſhould thinke fit, al- 
though now and then they had humbled themſelves before God 
with extraordinary faſting, It is no marvell that no mention is 
made thereof in the Hiſtory of their religious exerciſes, becauſe it 
was not one of them, but, at the moſt, a certaine helpe unto them, 
or an accidentall dependancy on them. The fame mult be {aid of all 
other doings of the Patriarches, whuch either did not belong to 
Gods ſervice,or were not of great importance, For it was not need- 
full that the Scripture ſhould tell us all things done by them in their 
umployments about the affaires of this preſent life. This cannot be 
ſaid of the obſervation of the Sabbath day : For ſeeing it 15 pre- 
tended tobe morall, that God from the beginning of the world or- 
dained x to Adam, and toall his progeny,chat it hath alwates been 
neceflary for his ſervice, undoubtedly it had beene mentioned in the 
Hiſtory of the Patriarchs,if they had prattiled it.But ſeeing itts not 
ſo much as once named, this perpetuall Glence theweth,in all likeli- 
hood,thar they never practiſed it, that therefore all that is pretended 
to the contrary is untrue. This, as I have ſaid, the moſt part of the 
ancient, and many of our modern Divine confirme by their conſent, 
Secondly, ſome doe make another reply, ſaying, thatalbeit the 
Patriarches had not kept the Sabbath day, nothing can be thence 


concluded, ſxving an oblivion and negligence of that day, which

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ſhould nor call in queſtion the firſt inſtitution and obſervation 
therof,no more then Polygamie,which is the having at once of moe 
wives then one, practiſed 1n their time, not onely by Infidels,but by 
them allo, can jultifie, that the holy Law of marruge betweene two 
perſons onely, was not eftabjiſhed from the beginning. | 
Tothis Ianſwer, that there is no even match betweene theſe 
two. For the Scripture teacheth us cleerely in the Hiltory of the 
creation, that in the beginning God formed but one man, and one 
woman, which he took trom man,and eſtabliſhed marriage between 
them two onely, that they might be twaine in one fleth, and no 
more, and that e-Ldaws had a perfe&t and cleere knowledge of this 
truth, (Gexeſ. 2, verſ, 22, 23, 24, Likewile inother places of the 
Ancient Teſtament, HH alac.2.verſ.15; and of the New Teſta- 
ment, CMatth. 19, verſ. 4, 5» Mark. 10. ver/.7, 8.. Epheſ. 5. 
verſ.31, the unſeparable union of two perſons.in wedlocke is con- 
firmed by the inſtitution of marriage 1n the beginning. Moreover, 
this inſtitution is ded on juſtice and honelty, knowns of P.- 
gans, which had no light given them. by inſtruction from the 
Word of God. All the holy Fathers that were before the flood, ob- 
ſerved it faithfully, The firſt that violated it was Lamech,a man of 
the poſterity of wicked Caix, of whom 1t 1srecorded, as a thing 
extraordinary and new, that he tooke nnto him two wives, Geneſ. 4. 
verſ. 19, Wheretore, ifafter the flood ſome practiſed polygamie, 
no man can thence make aſound inference, that by Gods inſtitu- 
tion it was ſo-from-the beginning, ſeetng the contrary is evident 
andundeniable : And that abuſe of marriage by plurality of wives 
among the Patriarches, mult be imputed to ſome other reaſons, 
What it among the ?/rae/ires, many itumbled at the fame ſtone ? 
Who will inferre thence, that God had not forewarned them to 
take heed to their waies, forebidding them to- multiply their wives, 
by anexprefle Law, 'which may be leene, Levir,18. verſe 18, and 
Dent.17. verſ.17 ? But ſeeing wee can no-where finde, that be- 
fore the Law was given by Loſes, the Patriarches kept the ſeventh 
day of reſt, we have good reaſon to make a —_—_ that day was 
inſt from the beginning of the world : For the inſtitution 
thereof appeareth not cleerely 1n the Hiftorie of the creation, it is 
not in any part of the Bible referred to that firſt time, neither is it 
on any naturall or merall rightcouſnefſe, as ſhall be ſeene 
Lrgely hereafter. This, 
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This js a ſufficientanſwer to a third reply, which ſome would 
faine take from purity of reaſon, Saying, that as in thebeginning 
God made but one man, and one woman, and matched them toge- 
ther to be one body, and to beyet a lawtull and holy poſterity. al. 
2,verſ. 15, And as Adalachy gathereth thence:a perpecuall rule, 
even lo from Gods refting on the ſeyenth day wee ought to gather 
a rule of the fanctification of that day, For, as it is mani= 
feſt by that which hath been ſaid, there is a greatdiſparity betweene 
theſe two, colidering that in the firſt, which 1s the unton of two 
perſons in wedlocke, there is a foundation of naturall-honeſty and 
righteouſnefle,whereef the pratiſe and confirmation hath beene al- 
waiesfince tne beginning of the world, both-in the old and new 
Teſtament. But.in the fecond, which concerneth Gods reſt on the 
ſeventh day, and his hallowing of that day, rather than. of any o- 
ther, there is ao naturallrighteouſneſſe, and therefore no necelliry 
obliging all men from the. beginning to the end of the. World. As 
alſo no hallowing, no praCtiting of it is to be ſeene in the old Teſta- 
ment before the Law was given by fo/es,and tare lefle ts any con» 
firmarion of it toþe cs, inthe new Teſtament. *P 

The fourth and laſt reply is, that after the Law given by Me 
ſes, no mention 1s made in the Booke of Tudges,. nor un ſome other 
hiſtorzcall Bookes of che old Teſtament, ot the obſervation of the 
Sabbath, and .yet trom this no inference can be made; that the Sab- 
bath was not obſerved in thoſe daies; in like manner none ſhould 
inferre, that it was notkept in the daies of the Patriarches, becauſe, 
forſooth, there is no-record in their hiſtory, that they hallowed 1c, 
Thisreply is ſo cleane from the matter, that no reckoning is tobe 
made of it. Verily the firſt conluſion were too bad, becauſe the in- 
ſtitution of the Sabbath was made in a moſt expreſſe manner before 
the daies ſpecified in the foreſaid Bookes,to continue thorow all the 
ages of the Common-wealth of 7/-ae/, And no doubt is to be made, 
bur that it was kept in all thoſe daies, although there was no occa- 
fion offered to relate ſo much in the foreſaid Bookes. It. ſufficeth, 
that ic is often mentioned in other Bookes, which ſhew the continu- 
all practice thereof under the Law, and the 1/rae/ites are in them 
grievoully centfured, as guilty of 2 moſt hainous crime, when they 
obſerved it not.. But the ſecond concluſion is mott reafonable : For 
if che Sabbath had heene obſerved about two thouſand yeeres 44

the Patriarches, before the Law was given, aud if it was in all that 
time a part of Gods ſervice, is it not a thing uncoth, and farre from 
all likelihood, that nonotice is ca us,neither in the ſtory of thoſe 
times, nor in any other part of Scripture, that the Sabbath was then 
commanded, and religiouſly obſerved 2 Namely, ſeeing che Church 
was at that time in a particular eſtate, and was ruled by an oecono- 
my, farre different from the government under the Law, of which 
eltate and oeconomy, there was a jult cauſe why the whole ſervice 
ſhould be norified unto us ; and namely, this part thereof, which is 
pretended tobe to neceſlary. 

Now this is worthy to be marked, putting the cafe that affuredly 
neither the Genri/es,nor the Patriarches have obſerved a ſeventh day 
of Sabbath, before the Law was given by Afoſes to the Tewes, that 
the two reaſons before alledged, are of great force to juſtifie, that 
the keeping of that day, is neitherof the Law of nature, nor of di- 
vine inbencion by a politive Law given to Aday, and to his poſte- 
rity from the beginning of the World. Buralthough it couldbe 
ſhewed, chat either the Patriarches or the Gerti/es obſerved that da 
from the beginning, no more can be gathered of theſe premiſes with 
a reaſonable inference, faving that God had inſtituted and com- 
manded the ſeventh day before the Law was given by Xeſes.

F the obſervation of one day i every weeke, or of a ſeventh 
day were a thing morall, and if particularly God had ordained 
to Aday: the obſervation'of the laſt day of ſeven, which hee 


reſted on, and which afterwards hee preſcribed to the 1/aelites 


by the Law, undoubtedly hee had thereby intended to binde all A- 
dams polterity to the obſervation of one To of ſeven, yea, to the laſt 


day of ſeven, which he had preſcribed co their firſt Father, at leaſt till - 


he himſelfe had changed it 1nto another day of ſeven, as is pretended 
hedidby our Lord Ielus Chrift, And indeed the. common tenet of 
thoſe which hold the morality of the Sabbath day, is, that the keep- 
. ing, not onely ofa ſeventhday, but alſo of the laſt of ſeyen obliged 
all men till the comming of Chriſt. . 

But this was, is, and ever (hall be impoſſible, For eAdams po- 
ſerity, after it was multiphed, extended it {elfe abroad very 
h_ thorow all the guarters of the earth, the diverſe ſituation 
whereof, in regard of the courſe of the Sunne,diverlifieth the daies 
extremely,the Sunne riſing according to the diverſity of places with 
much difference, ſooner or later. Ir 1s night in ſomeparts, when it 
is day in others, Yea, there areſome Regions, where the Sunne 
goeth not under the Horizon tor the ſpace of a whole month, others 
where it {etteth not in the {pace of two, three, foure, five, 4ixe 
moneths together, which all make but one continuall day, And 
thereafter they have as many moneths of. night, the Sunne never 
comming nigh them in.all chat time, Confdering this great and 
well knowne variety ; 1 aske, how it was poſſible toall men thus 
diſperſed under 1o many and divers elevations, to keepe this (e- 
venth day wherein God reited from all his works? And how thoſc 
to whom" many moneths make but one day, and as many but one 
night, yea;to whom the whole yeere is but one day,and one night, 
_colld keepe diſtin&ly and regularly but one day of ſeven? Was 
it necefſary that theſe men, atter the revolution of fix of their dates, 
and of as many nights, which came to many, not onely moneths, 
bur alſo yeeres, ſhould obſerve the ſeyenth following, that x 9090 9 
moneths, 
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moneths; whole halfe yeeres, or a whole yeere for one Sabbath on- 
ly? Ortheſe only have they beene freed trom the obſervation of a 
ed day for Gods ſervice, andlefrtotheir owne libertie to take 
ſuch order about that matter as they ſhoald thinke good 2 Who 
ſeeth not in this a manifeſt abſurditie 2 Doth it'not remaine al- 
waics ? Is not the fituation of the earth, which is the ſame that.ie 
was from the beginning, as great an impediment under the new 
Teitament to the univer{all keeping, of. a ſeventh day in all places, 
and namely, of that particular ſeventh, wherein Chriſt roſe from 
deathunto life, which'is the firſt of the ſeven daies of the weeke, 
as 1t was under the old Teltament, to an univerſall obſervation of a 
particular ſeventh in thoſe times,to wit, of the laſt of the weeke ? 
Whatſoever is morall is univerſall, ovligeth equally all men, 
and maybe kept of all. Likewiſe all commandements which Gods 
jo_ isto gryetoall men, are ſuch that they may be kept of all. 
ow then is a thing called morall, the keeping whereof the order 
of nature hath made impoſſible to many men ; ſuch as is the regular 
keeping ofa ſet day ? And how is it faid, that the Commandement 
enjoyning the keeping of a particular ſeventh day, whether the laſt 
or the firlt of ſeven, was on Gods part an univerſall commande- 
ment, obliging all men, ſeeing it is farre more impoſſible toa great 


number of men to keepe it, becauſe they dwell in more remote- 


climats then we doe ? 

Therefore it is more conformable to reaſon to ſay, that the 
Commandement which ander the Old Teſtament ordained the 
keeping of a Seventh day, obliged thepeople of 1irael only, which 
was the onely people of G 0D, was ſhut up within the narrow 
bounds of little corner of the earth, and might with great facili 
keepe that day, eyen\as all the reſt of the politike and ecclefialticall 
regiment eſtabliſhed by 2ſoſes pertained to them onely : And'that 
under the new Teſtament, in whole times the Church hath beene 
ipread abroad thorow all the earth, God hath not given any partt- 
cular Ordinance concerning the keeping of any day whatloeyer, but 
hath left to the diſcretion of the Chard, to appoint the times of 


Gods ſervice according to the circumſtances of places, and of fir

He whole tenor of the Goſpell confirmeth our aſſertion, 

| It is moſt certaine, that if it were a morall duty to keepe a 

. Seventh day, all Chniſtians ſhould be obligedunto it under 

the New Teſtament, as the Iewes were under the Old Teſtament. 
Now if Chriſtians were bound unto it under the New Teſtament, 
we (hould finde ſome expreſle Ordinance concerning it in the wri- 
tings of the Evangeliſts and of the Apoſtles, For it all the morall 
points which the Law commandeth are ratified in many places of 
their bookes, and all the faithfull are often commanded to keepe 
them, as the worſhipping of one true God, the ſhunning and dete- 
ſation of Idols, and of all ſervices of mans invention, the ſanCti- 
fication of the Name of God, the honour dew to Fathers, to Mo- 
thers, and to all ſuperiors, the refraining from murder, from whore- 
dome, fromadultery, from theft, from falſe witneſle, from all lu- 
ſting after evill things, and ſuch like, Alſo in themare often com- 
manded and recommended the holy meetings for the hearing of the 
word of God, the adminiſtration of the Sacraments, the publike 
prayers, and generally the appointing, of times for that uſe, becauſe 
it 15 a morall thing that G © Þ bee ſerved publikely, whereunto 
fixed and ſtinted timesare neceſſary, Bur as for the rulingand ftin- 
ting of thoſe times, God hath lett it, as hehath done the appoin- 
ting 
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ting of places, to the Church. For hee would not preſcribe 
unto us any paced placenor time for his ſervice, as hee did 
under the Old Teſtameat, becauſe he giverh greater liberty to 
the Church under the New Teſtament, then he did under the 
Old Teſtament, to whoſe bondage pertained this reſtraint of 
a certaine day and place of Gods ſervice by expreſi: comman- 
dement, as alſo becauſe the greatneſle and dilatation of the 
Church of the New Teſtament, which is Catholike, could not 
ſuffer ſuch a particular determination, nay made it ſo impoſ- 
ſible, that of abſolute neceflity it dependeth on the difcretion 
and commodities of the Church, 

When Izsus CuR1s r made his laſt Supper with 
his Diſciples, and commanded it ſhould be celebrated to the 
worlds end, as hee determined the uſe and practiſe thereof, 
with certaine elements of Bread and Wine, he might, if hee 
had thought fit, allot unto it a certaine time, as was of 
old, the time of Paſſeover : But hee was pleaſed to fay onely 
this .in generall tearmes ; This doe yee, as oft as yee doe it in re- 
membrance of me. Likewiſe Saint Paxl, eA's often as you ſhall 
eate this bread, anddrixzke this cup, you ſball ſhewthe LORDS 
death till bee come, both limiting the elements as the neceſſary 
matter of this Sacrament. Bur neither of thempreſcribetha 
particular time for the folemnizing thereof, whichbeing an 
accidentall circumſtance, he left the direQ1on thereof to the 
Church, to the which Church, in things concerning times, 
places, and other circumſtances of like nature, God hath gi- 
ven no other commandement, fav ing this generall one, Let al 
things be done decently, and in good order. : 

Now there is no other a of Chriſt, or of his A 
ſtles concerning particular times for all other dutics of the

if our Lord [elus Chriſt had chought expedient to appointarſer time 


for the hearing of the Word, there had beene as good canſe to pre. 
ſcribe one allo for the Communion of his Body and of is Blood. I 
know that ſome paſſages of the new Teſtament are produced, 
which arepretended by thoſe of the —_— opinion, toinjoine 
expreſly a ſet day of the weeke for the exerciſes of Religion ; but I 
ſhall ſhew hereafter, God willing, that they are deceived in their 
pretence, | 

Ofchis I inferre, that ſeeing in the Goſpell there 1s no exprefle 
command teuching the keeping of a ſeventh day of reſt, it cannot 
be a morall poine, For ſince all other morall points are ſo often 
and ſo expreſly injoined therein, what likelihood is there,that God 
would have omitted this without making an evident injunRion 
thereof 2 Nay, ſeeing under the old Teſtament God was fo caretull 
to recommend the keeping of his Sabbaths, as may be ſeene every 
where in the Bookes of the Prophets ; 1s it credible, that if he hal 
intended under the new Teſtament to tie us to the obſervation of a 
ſeventh day of Sabbath, he would have ſhewne as great careto re- 
commend 1t unto us, as he did theirs tothe /ewes, ſeeing it 1s pre- 


tended, that on Gods behalfe we are as ſtraitly bound to the obſer-

Adde, that not onely there is nothing exprelly ſet downe in 
the Golpel,confirming the morality of a Sabbath day, but much 
otherwile, thar ic furniſherh ſtrong arguments to overthrow it, 

As among others, thoſe namely, which are to be found in S. Iſat- 
thew, Ghap, 12, verſ. 1, &c. in S. Marks, (hap.2. verſ. 23, &c. 
in S. Luke, Chap.6. verſ. 1, &c. where 1s related a thing that 
cameto paſſe on the Sabbath day, which S, Aſfatrbew and S. Marke 
call hmply the Sabbath, and S, Luke, o4CCaroy Sevis omen ror: The 
Sabbath ſecond firſt, or ſecond principall, which the interpretors 
take diverſly, Some underſtand it of two holy daies, the one Gllow- 
ing the other immediately, and more particularly of theſecond day 
after the firſt of the fealt of unleavened bread : For that feaſt was 
kept ſeven daies, which all were Sabbaths, although the firſt and the 
W: only were ſolemne Sabbaths of holy convocation. Others take 
it for the ſeventh and laſt day of the faid feaſt of unleavened bread, 


which was a very ſolemne day, and _ in holineſle tothe firſt - 
Ca 


day of the aid feaſt ; whence 1t was called Second Firſt, that is to 
ſay, another firſt, or the firit called backe againe, andrenued. A 
ESO Copoauies 
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the feaſt of weekgs, or of firſt fruits; and by S, Luke, the Sabbath 
Second Fenff, that is, tecond in order after the firſt, and as it were 
another firlt 1n dignity : For all the feaſt daies were Sabbaths. Ic 
maybe allo, that this Sabbath Second Firſt fell out on an ordinary 
Sabbath of the weeke, W herein there is a e of truth, 
ſeeing the Phariſees blamed Chriſts Diſciples for plucking the eares 
of corne,and rubbing them in their hands to eat on that day: which 
they could not have done with any colour, ſaving onan ordin 
and weekely day of Sabbath, wherein God had forebidden all 
kinde of worke, and namely, the making ready of meat, For in 
all other ſolemne Sabbaths of yeerely fealts, he had expreſly permit» 
ted this particular worke of making ready whatſoever was neceſſa- 
to.every one to cate, as may be ſcene, Exo9. 12. verſ.16. But al- 
though this Sabbath Second firft be underſtood of another day,then 
of an ordinary Sabbath, ic imports not much ; and{no exception 
can be taken againt it, to impaire the ſtrength of the arguments 
which are ——_ out of the foreſaid places : For whatſoever 
Chriſt ſai] indefence of that which his Diſciples did, and the Pha» 
riſces blamed, in this Sabbath ſecond firſt, 1s manifeſtly generall, 
andpertaineth to all Sabbaths kept 1u times paſt among the ewes, 


whether ordinary, or extraordinary. 


Thus then the three Eyangeliits doe record, that Teſus went on 
the Sabbath day thorow the corne fields, and his Diſciples plucked 
the eares of corne,and did eat rubbing them in their hands, Where- 
of being reproved by the Phariſees, as profaners of the Sabbath, 
whereon God forebad to doe any worke ; Ieſus Chriſt, to cleare 
them, and refute the Phari/zes, alledgeth the example of David, 
and of thoſe that were with him, Which, when they were an ngry 
did take and eate the Shew-bread, which was not lawfull to eate bat 
to the Prieſts alone, and were not blamed for this, becauſe the ne- 
ceſſity of hunger was a ſufficient excuſe unto them. W hence Ins 1n- 
tent was to inferre, that his Diſciples alſo in that which they did 
then, were to be excuſed of breaking of the Sabbath, by the ſame 
neceſſity of hunger which they werepinched with, and which gave 
them liberty to doe that which otherwiſe was not lawfull to-doe 
on the Sabbath day. Moreover, letfus Chriſt addeth, 1f yee had 


knowne what this meaneth,1 will have Mercy,and not Sacrifice; yee 0fz.6. vin, | 


would not have condewmed the gniltle if ce, Ot which argumentrthis

the Sacrifices, which in all the outward ſervice of the Law were the

molt holy, and would have the Sacrifices to give place to thoſe 
workes, by identity of reaſon his meaning was allo, that the keep 
ing of the Sabbath, or abſtaining from outward works on that day, 
ſhould give place to that mercy and love which man oweth to him- 
ſelte, or to his neighbours, and would not have allowed that a man 
ſhould conſent to die for want of meat, to be hunger-ftarved, or to 
bring harme to himſelſe by ſome other evill, rather then to breake 
the Sabbath by making meat ready, or doing '{ome other neceflary 
worke, which was otherwiſe forbidden on the Sabbath day, Hee 
confirmeth this, ſaying, The Sabbath was made for man, and not 
241 for the Sabbath; the meaning ot which words is, that although 
God had ordained by the Law of AZoſes, that his people thould ſur- 
ceaſe from all outward and ſervile workes on the Sabbath day, yet 
he required not that ceſſation, as a thing eflentiall to his ſervice, or 
ſo neceſſary, that it could not upon any occaſion be lawfull co man 
to doe ſuch workes on that day,but rather that authority and power 
was given him, according to Gods intention, in caſe hee were 
forced thereunto by ſome urgent neceſſity. As for example: the 
ſaving or ſuſtaining of his life : For the keeping of the Sabbath 
was not the ſcope and end which man was made tor, or a thing of 
{o great conſideration before God, as 1s the conſervation of the ne- 
ceſlary intefelts of man. For if that had beene, it ſhould not have 
been lawfull to man to breake 1t upon any caſe or neceſſity whatſo- 
ever : but. nil] he will he,he muſt be ſubjec to the molt ſtratte obſer- 
vation thereot, notwithſtanding any danger whatſoever hee may 
fall into thereby. Nay, man was rather the ſcope and end of the 
Sabbath, and of the obſervation thereof, and his intereſts were of 
greater importance then they. And therefore, when mans goods, 
life, or reputation are in jeopardy, the Sabbath muſt give place unto 
them, as being a thing wherein conſfiſteth not properly and eſſenti- 
ally the glory and ſervice of God, and which 1s to be kept onely as 
a helpe to his ſervice, when ftronger and more profitable conſidera- 
tions, for the glory and ſervice of Cod, bind not to the contrary, as 
they doe, when lite, honour, or ſuch other things of great conſe- 
quence to man come in queſtion : For then it 15 more expedient 
for the glory and ſervice of God, that a mans life, honour, goods, &c. 
be 
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be ſaved by ſome worke otherwiſe forebidden on the Sabbath day, 
then that with a manifeſt hazard of his life, honour, or goods, he 
ſhould tie himſelfe to a preciſe keeping of the Sabbath, and to a 
ſcrupulous ceſſation, which in ſuch a caſe ſhould become ſuperſtiti- 
ous. Ir is queſtionleſſe that the matter was to be taken fo under 
the old Tettament, and this is the maine point that Chrilt inten. 
ded tomaintaine and verifie againſt the Phariſees, which urged a to 
preciſe and ſtrict obſervation of the Sabbath, that it turned to the 
prejudice and damage of man, made man {lave of the Sabbath, ſub- 
ted not the Sabbath toman, and Go Þ fo inthralled man with 
the keeping of that day, that it was a thing unlawfull unto him, to 
prepare, and take in his pinching hunger a mouthfull of meate tor 
_— ſuſtenance, although hee thould ſtarve and periſh for want of 
Vpon this reaſoning of Teſus Chriſt, it followeth clearely,that 
the keeping of a ſeventh day of Sabbath, appointed in the fourth 
Commandement is not morall : For frſ#, Chriſt ſorts it with the 
oblervations commanded in the Law, touching the Shew-bread, the 
facrifices,and other ceremoniall ſeryices of the Temple : 2ſatth.1 2. 
ver/. 6, as being of the ſame nature, that 1s,belonging limply to the 
Tudaicall policie,order and government. And all the itrength ofhis 
argument is grounded upon this point, that the Sabbath is of the 
ſame nature with theſe ceremonies, and therefore as:they might be 
diſpenſed with keeping of them, if ſtronger reaſons obliged them 
to the contrary, ſo they might ſometimes be releaſed from the for= 
bearing of all workes on ths Sabbath day, if my had juſt and ne- 
ceflary reaſon to doe ſome workes that day. Ellie the Phariſees 
might have moſt eaſily replyed, that although David in his hunger 
tooke the liberty to eat the Shew-bread, which was not lawfull to 
eate, but to the Prieſts, and albeit it was lawfull to any man to 
preferre the workes of mercy, in his owne, or in his neighbours ne- 
ceſſity; to ſacrifice, yet it followed not, that hunger could give him 
any licence to breake the Sabbath, - becauſe theſe obſervations con- 
eerning the Shew-bread, and the Sacrifices, were but ceremonies, 
which might be ſometimes omitred and diſpenſed with, where- 
— "rug and the keeping of it, was a thing morall and un- 
dilpenſable. 
Secondly, Ieſus Chriſt faith,that the _—_ Was made for mw, 
2 - 
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and not man for the Sabbath, Marke 2, verſe 37, Now 1tcannor 
be ſaid of any thing truely morall, and ordained of God by a 
morall Commandement, that it is made for man, and not man 
for it, that it is the end of man, and not man the end of it, 
«hat it ſhould yeeld to the intereſts of man, and not man to 
the intereſts of it. For example, dare any man be fo bold as 
to fay, that the Commandements to have no other G o Þ bne 
the true G o Þ, to ſhunne Idolatry, to abſtaine from blaſphe- 
ming and profaning in any manner the name of G © Þ, to ho- 
nour Father and Mother, not to be a Murtherer, a Whore« 
— a Thiefe, a falſe Witneſle, not to covet another mans 
gods, not to love G o© Þ and the neighbour, are made, for 
man, and not mar for them, and that man may diſpenſe with 
them for his owe particular intereſts 2 Verily it is not lawfull to 
a man to breake theſe Commandements, as it is lawfull to him to 
breake the Sabbath for his owne conſervation, in any thing that 
hath reference unto him, Nay, hee ſhould tread under foot all his 
owne intereſts, rather then tranſgreſſe in any of thoſe points. 
Which ſheweth evidently, that the Commandement concerning 
the Sabbath, is not of the ſame nature that theſe orhers are of, Thar 
theſe are morall, are of the Law of nature, have in themſelves an 
eſſentiall juſtice and equity, and for that cauſe are undiſpenſable ; 
ſobinding conſcience at all times, that it cannot be lawfall at an 

time to doe any thing againſt them : That this of the Sabbat 


was onely a Commandement of order, of ceremoniall policie, 


of a poſitive Law, and for that cauſe liable to difpenſationand 
abrogation, as in effe& it was diſpenſed with in the forena- 
med occaſions, and Cur 1 s t by his comming into the world 
hath aboliſhed under the'new Teſtament, the particular Comman- 
ment given concerning It, 

The obſervation which is made by ſome, that Chriſt faith, thac 
224 WAS not made for the Sabbath, or forthe day of reſt, bucſaith 
not, that man was not made to ſanQtifie the Sabbath, is but a vaine 
- ſabrilty, For by the Sabbath, Chriſtunderftanderh both the ret of 
the day, and the day of reſt, For in the Scripture,the word Sabbath 
fignifieth the one and the other, And ſeeing the obſervation 
and fanCtification of the day conſiſted, at lealt in part, in a reſt 
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of the fourth Commandement,and of Exodus, Chap.31.v,14,15, 
and of Jeremiah, Chap.17. verſe 32.24. yea, {ecing this lanGtifica- 
tion onely was proper unto it, and particularly tied unto it,and ſee- 
ing it taketh from it the name, of wherewith it is honored, 
decide tormay hari, northrongha eng 
ceſſarily tied unto it, but may diſpenſe with it, not a | 
and at bis owne pleaſure, bo in the extreme neceſlity of his fall 
and reaſonable intereſts, is as much as to fay, that man is not made, 
in that reſpe$t; for the ſanctification of the Sabbath, but that the 
faid ſanctification 'is ſubject to him. Now, this. is the: point in 
queſtion,to wit, Whether to keepe a ſeventh day tor a day of reſt, or 
of ceflation, aceording to the injunction given inſopreciſe termes 
in the fourth Commandement, be a morall duty, I. cannot ſee 
what other ſanRtification of the Sabbath day can be. underſtood by 
thoſe which ſay, that man was made for it, in theſenſe that Chritt 
taketh this kinde of ſpeech, is a morall duty. For if they underſtand 
a ſan&tificatien by workes truely and properly morall, ſuch as are 
workes of godlineſſe, mercy, and charity, whereby God is princi- 
pally and direttly glorified, and we: and our ne! s are cdified, 
and maintained tor his glory, and ſay, that man. 15 made for this 
ſanRification, ought to obſerve it caretully, and to. make, if neede 
be, thereit ofthe Sabbath day, to ſtoope, and give place unto it, this 
is moſt true ; but our quettion is.not about this kinde of ſanRi- 
fying the Sabbath day; neither 1s /1t and peculiar to the ſe- 
venth day, but is equally required 1n all the daies of the weeke, 
And by this is confirmed our ſaying, that the ſandtification proper 
to the Sabbath, as it is ſuch, and which is the maine point that we 
treat of pro and contra, cannot be morall, ſeeing it yeelds, and ſub- 
mits it ſelfe to the morall duties of every day, and for their ſake 
may and ought tobe violated, f 
Thirdly, for the cleerer and better confirmation of the foreſaid 
cruth, is very uſefull that which Chriſt addes after theſe words, The 
Sabbath is made for man,ſaying; For the Son of manis Lord even of 
the Sabbath day For whether by-the ſox of man,we underſtand para 
ticularly the Son of God,as he is Chriſt, and Mediator, as he is often 
in that reſpect ſo named;whether generally every man according to 
the common ſignification which it hath in holy Scripture, the one 
and the ghr ſenſe ovenbrowenh the mona of te Sabah. 1 
& 3 _ 
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Tefi Chrift ſpeaketh of himſelfe, as heis Chrift and Mediator,un- 
5 kg Son. of man, as in-wy opinion he doth, his mea. 
ning is, that as ſach and m that quality;he had power over the Sb. 
LE Lord —__ withche keeping of 1t, whom and when 

I he would : as he. fand inthe fame ſence. and torthe ſame purpole, 1» 
2 place isone greater then. theT emple.. Yea hee infinuates, that 
he was: come' to make this abrogation of the Sabbath, as of the 
Temple, and of all the ceremonies practiſed therin ; For what other 

end had hee tqalleadge his ſoveraignty and maiſtery over the Sab- 
bath,bur to ſay; that he had'power todiſpoſe of it, at his own plea. 
ſure, andto cauſe men worke init, as he ſhould thinke fit 2 To de- 
clare valy the lawfull uſe and praGtice of the Sabkath, argued not 
that ſoveraignty and authority that Chriſt challenged to Himlclte. 

— - Fourthly, to-ſhew effedtually his dominion in thatbehalfe, he 
chuſed often the Sabbath day, to doe, or to unjoyne to orhers on that 

| day workes which might have beene done in any other day of the 
' weeke, and were not ſimply workes of mercifulnefle, or ot urgent 
neceſſity, permitted by the Law, nay were ſervile and unneceflary 
workes, which the Law forbad ::; As is manifeſt, by his healing the 
ſicke ordinarily on the Sabbath day, and that with handy worke, 
whereas he might bave done thoſe cures with a word of his mouth : 
As: when hee reſtored to light the man that was borne blinde, ma- 
_ clay of his ſpittle, andanointing the eyes of that blind man 

eh the clay, John 9. ver.6.,14. As alſo when he commanded 
-ſome ficke, whom hee had healed, - to beare burdens on the Sabbath 
day, which Go» had forbidden, lerems, x 7. ver, 21. Thus hee 
commanded on tie Sabbath day the man whom he bad cured ofthe 
palle, to 1:5/e, rake mp his bed, and-walke, Toh. 5.ver, $,.9, 10. 
vehich: was nor: lawfull to him to doe, no more than to anyother 
{uch man, who by ordinary meanes had recovered his health, if it 
had not beene for Chrifts command, notwithltanding that muracu- 
lous'deliverance after a fo lang andincuraþle diſcaſe : For he nee- 
ded not, nticher for the glory of God, nor for his owae good, to. 
take-up his lictle. bed on the. Sabbath. day, ſeeing. that without 
any _— worke his recovery. was doubtlefſe cleere and manifeſt

$ _ Now if the Sabbathiday, andthe keeping thereof had beene 
| marall, Chyiſh had moyes poken; never dane (0, Fox be had nor, as 
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hee was the fonne of ty and Lord-{hip over the 
datemobtnnk chhot che Troy ab todiſpence with 
men for the doing or not doing, the keeping or not keeping of them, 
Becauſe in them ſhineth the juſtice of the moſt righteous and holy 
God, his glory to command chem, theexcellency of man to yeeld 
obedienceuntothem, as liaying a naturall righteouſnefle and equi- 
inherent a them, carrying with them an univerſall obligation, 
and being of perpetuall continuance grounded eflentially in them- 
ſelves, and on ther owne nature : Such are theſe.commandements, 
Thou ttalt love God with all thine heart, and thy nei as thy 
_— Alſo we ſce nor, that Chriſt ws any tune hath or cauſe 
to be done, by any man, an whatſoever them, 
hath rather - RY them, hath himſelfe rang Gn 
molt rehgioully, and hath injoyned alfo to others the keeping of 
them. But :as Mediator be had over allthings which were 
ſumply ceremoniall, poſitive, adjapborous, that is, neither good 
nor evillin theraſelyes, wherein the true ſervice of God conlifted 
not, which were no thing but helpes to that lervice for a time, and 
were eſtabliſhed of God {wmply for certaine reaſons relative to ſome 
better things. For as Je/#s Chriſt himſelfe was not lyable unto 
thoſe things, bur ſo farre as it was his reaſon to apply himſelte unto 
them, leaſt he ſhould give offence toany man. And as the reaſon of 
their inſheution not take hold on him, ſo likewiſe was it in 
his power to exempt from them whom hee would, For alchough 
they were to be uſually in ſtrength and praiſe till the houre of his 
death, that was no hinderance to that authority which he had in his 
life tune, and during his converſation in thele loweſt parts of the 
earth, to give particular commandements whereby hee diſpenſed 
whom he pleaſed with their obſervation. Such things were the cir- 
cumciſion, the ſacrifices, other legall ordinances Ki among the reſt 
the Sabbath, whereof, upon this occaſion,he declared himſelfe to be 
Lord. 
If Chrift, when he faid,7 he Sonne of man is Lord of the Sab- 
bath, will have us to underſtand by the Sonne of man,eyery man,as 
many interpreters doe take it {0, meaning that every true beleever 
hath authority and freedome to exempt himſelfe from the keeping 
of the Sabbath for his owne need and to yeeldco ſuch neceſlities 


which are more urgent, and of greater importance then was the

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Sabbath, of which tort was the narrow trait, whereunts hunger 
had driven Chriſts Diſciples, that isno lefle forcible to fight againſt 
- _ of the Sabbarh,as appeareth by that whuch hath beene 

Sch then being the nature of the Sabbath, it is evident that ic 
1s not morall, that of its1elfe it obligeth not the conſcience to the 
keeping of it, that if it bindeth conſcience, it commeth from 
G o d s command bya poſitive Law, ſuch as he gave to the Iewes, 
and that only when more inforcing reaſons doe not diſpenſe with 
the obſeryation of it, as there be ſome ſuch, Now the poſitive 
Lawes given to the ewes being wholly abrogated, no man can ſay, 
thatthe Law of the Sabbath bindeth the conſcience of Chriſtians, 
If it be not ſhewed, that Chriſt will have.this Law of the Sabbath 
to continue under the New Teſtament, and hath commanded the 
keeping of a Severith day, as he mighthave done. In which caſe, 
that Law ſhould bee obligatory, nor fgr any morality it hath in it, 
but becauſe. Chriſt had ordained it for the order of the Church, ' 
Thus I pretend cannot be ſhewed, but rather that the tinting of the 
time of G od s publike ſervice hath beene left co the free will of 
the Church, and that even now at this.time when a Seventh day is 
ſet downe, we ought to keepe it, in obedience to the Church, as 
following herein the order which ſhe hath thought good to.unſti- 
tute, and not through opinion of any neceſſity proceeding from 
Gops immediate command, farre leſſe of Relgien inherent in

further juſtifie this by the Apoſtle in his Epiſtle to the Gala- 
trans Chapter 4. atk IO, Shaw hee blameth them for 0b- 
ſerving dayes, and noneths, and times, and yeeres, tor they 
deemed that in the obſerving of them there was a point of Religj- 
on and of Gods ſervice, which they were neceſſarily obliged unto 


on Gods behalfe, and that for conſcience ſake, either becauſe the 


_ it ſelte deſerved as much, or through reſpect to Gods Com- 
mandement. It is this ſurmile which the Apottle blameth, For if 
the Galatians had kept ſome dayes, but as a thing indifferent, and 
an eccleſiaſticall order, for the publike pradtiſe of divine ſervice by 
the exerciſe of the miniſtrie, the celebration of the Sacraments, and 
other holy duties more and more lanRtified with prayers, thankeſ- 
2iving, Plalmes, es, and fpirituall ſongs, knowing and being 
perſwaded by the Lord Teſus, that there was no divine obligation, 
no Religion tyed to thoſe F*yes,in themſelves, it is as ſure as can be, 
that they had not bin worthy to be cenſured, for all that is done, and 
may be done in the Church,under the New Teſtament, Hereupon 
I ay, that we fall manifeſtly into the Apoſtles cenſure, if we keepe 
a Seventh day of Sabbath, belceving it to be a morall thing which 
God hath-exprelly commanded, and therefore neceflary, and as ſuch 
binding the conſcience, For this is evidently to obſerve dayes after 
the fa{hion which the Apoſtle condemneth, 

Ik is anſwered to this, that the Apoſtle {peaketh in that Chapter 
of judaicall dayes, moneths, times, and yeeres only, as they are or- 
dained tobe kept by the ceremoniall Law of ſes as for example, 
to obſerve, 5» things belonging to the Sabbath, the Seventh day ot 
the weeke. Which law being aboliſhed, he blameth the Galatiaxs, 
that they indeayoured to ſet up again the obſervation of dayes after 
= ___ of the Iewes, but reproveth them not for keeping a Swb- 

al. . 

This anſwer giveth no content at all. Tacknowledye freely, 
that doubtleſſe the dayes kept by the Galatians were the lame 
which the lewes obſerved, For to eſteeme that they werc dayes 
conſecrated to Idols, which they had beene enured unto, when they 


lived 
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lived in Paganiſme, and had obſeryedumtothar time, even afrey 
their converion, is farre from all likelihood, and contrary to the 
Text, which ſpeaketh of dayes belonging theſe weake and beg: 
garly rudiments which God had ordained'in the infancy of the 
Church, which were judaicall dayes, and none other, «and trom 
which Jeſus Chrift was come into the world yo redeeme men. And 
the Apottle blameth the Galatians univerſally, for obſerving ſuch 
dayes, without exception of any other day, which he ought to have 
excepted, if there had beeneany other obligatory : Nay he blameth 
them not for keeping them atter the faſhion of the 1ewes, by the 
practice of the ceremonial ſervice which the Iewes yeelded to God 
on thoſe dayes whereof he maketh no mention, neither 1s there any 
likelihood that the Galatians did any ſuch thing ; but for keeping 
them for Reliptons ſake : And his reprehenfion is ſuch a one, thar 
the right thing heaimed at init, 1s to condemne the obſeryation of 
any: day whatſoever #nder the New Teſtament for Religion and 
conſcience ſake in reference to any obligation from the day it (elfe, 
The foundation of his reproofe, as appeareth manifeſtly by the 
whole drift of his diſcourſe, is this, thatto be Religious about diyes 
and to be tyed unto them by Gods command, was a point of bon- 
Cage belonging to the rudiments of the Law, and that the Goſpell, 
which is the Law of liberty, cannot ſuffer this bondage. There- 
fore hee ſpeaketh in generall tearmes, Tee obſerve dayes , and 
moneths, and times, and yeeres, and addeth not judaicall, or after 
the Iewilh fathion : becaule alſo to keepe other dayes then thoſe of 
the Tewes, and that for conſcienceſake, and for the ſame opinion 
of Religion which the Iewes had of their dayes, althongh other. 
wiſe then they, h:d beene as bad, and contrary to theGolpell, it 
is not ſo, when dayes are kept ſimply tor ecclefiafticall orcer, al- 
though they were Iudaicall dayes. And indeed the Sabbath day 
of the lewes, to wit, the laſt dayof the weeke was keprby the 
Apoſtles and by diverſe Chriſtians in the Primitive Church many 
yceres conttantly. As likewiſe the feaſts of the Jewith Paſſeover 
and Pentecoſt were obſerved by the firſt Chriſtians, without any 
fault or offence on their part, becauſe this obſervation was not 
practiſed by them in the ſame reſpe&ts that they were by the lewes, 
that is, through opinion of Religious neceſſity and divine obli- 
gation.

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Verily, if wee be obliged in our conſcience, and bya divine 
—_—_— under the new Teſtament, to-the «| a6 of 
a ſeventhday ofreſt, igioully as the ewes were, as is preten- 
ded, although it be not the tame” ſeventh day ; who will not con- 
ceive, that 1t had noe well become the Apoſtle to condemane the 
obſervation of [udaicall daies, namely, ot the particular day of the 
Iewilh Sabbath, as being a yoake, and a ceremony of the Law, con- 
ſidering, that in the meane while, hee tied the Chriftiars to the 
odinary and preciſe obſervation of a ſtinted day, even of a ſeventh 
day of Sabbath, which was all ove : ſeeing the day onely had been 
changed, andthe yoake and the ceremony had been ſtill kept. For 
the yoake and bondage of the Law confiſted in the obſervation of 
certaine tinted daies, and namely of a ſeventh day of Sabbath by 
Gods Ordinance and obligation of conſcience, and not in keeping 
the laſt ſeventh day, rather than another, ſeeing otherwiſe it is not 
a heavie yoake, nor a greater bondage to keepe the laſt, then to keepe 
the firſt of the fevendaiesof the weeke. |

This anſwer is n@ſufficient, For the Apoſtle fpeaketh gene- 
rally of an holy day, and of Sabbaths, ſaying that we thould not be 
judged or condemned in dittin&tion and ſeparation, or part and re- 
ſpect of an Holy day,and putting the word ſignifying an Holy day, 
in the fingular number, # wipe: iwgris, which word denoteth any 
holy day whatſoever, Now if we be bound for conſcience ſake tothe 
obſervation of a ſeventh day of Sabbath, if we be tyed by Religion to 
on adiſtintion of dayes, if we ma en» for the onutlion 
of that pretended , are weenot condemned jy we & iwerys, in 
diſtintion of an Hol! day ? : 
 Againe, ſeeing he ſpeaketh of Sabbath in cheplutull number, 
with what reaſon can it be affirmed, that his intention was to ſpeak

Nay, it may bee affiemed with good reaſon; that che Apoſtle,

bath of the ſeventh day, and under the name going before of an 
Holy day, hath comprehended all other Sabbaths which God had 
commanded in the Law, even as God himſelte in Leviticus Cha 

ter 23. ver, 37. by the word Feaſts underitandeth all other f0- 
lemne dayes which he had commanded, and wer. 38. by the word 
Sabbaths the ſeventh day in every weeke, according to the ordina- 
ry ſignification thereof, not only in the Greeke, but alſoin the He. 
tr.w tongue, to which purpole there is a moſt manifeſt place, Exod, 
31.ver.13. Where Godlaith, Verily my Sabbaths yee ſhall keep, 
for it is a ſigne betweene me and you __ yohr generations, 
that yee may know, that I am the Lord that doth ſanttifie you, 
And for more ampledeclaration, in the Verles following, 14. 15, 
16, 17. he expounds thoſe Sabbaths of the weekely Sabbath only. 
Although this were not ſo, whoſoever ſpeaketh of Sabbaths in the 
number of multitude, and maketh no exception, underſtandethy 
whatſoever is contained in the ſignification of that word, and hath 
the ſame denomination, Verily, when the _ faith, thatno' 
man ſhould condemne us in diſtintion of an Holy day, or of Sab- 
baths, if he had not underſtoo 1 all Sabbaths, bur had beleeved that 
God hath exprelly ordained under the New Teſtament, as hee did 
under the old,a day tobe for his ſervice a day of feſtivity and of Sab- 
bath, he was bound to except it particularly and by name, and ſoto 
keepe the Church from falling into an error, namely ſeeing we are

When the Apoſtle ſaith, that Chrift hath aboliſhed the Law 

of commandements, Eph. 2. verſ. 15, , and hath made-a change o 
the Law, Heb.7: verſ, 12, We ſee eaſily, that he underſtandeth the 
ceremoniall, and not the morall Law, becauſe in the ſame places he 
explicates his meaning, calling it, The Law of Commandements 
contained in ordinances, the middle wall of partition betweene the 
Tewes and Gentiles, Ephef. 2, verſ. 14,15, the Law of acarnall 
Commaudement, and of the Leviticall Prieſthood, weake, _—_ 
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fitable,and which made nothing perfe&t, Heb,7,verſ.11.16,18,19, 
Becaule allo in many other places wee are taught, that the Law 
aboliſhed by Chriſt, is the Ceremoniall only, and doe ſecall moral] 
Commandements confirmed and ratified by him. But when the 
Apoltle dilcourſeth of the aboliſhment of holy daies, and of Sab- 
baths, without any limitation or modification, there 1s no cauſe 
why the ſeventh day [hould be excepted, leeing he excepted it nor, 
neither is it excepted in any place of the Goſpell, which ſpeaketl 
no where unto us of moral Gi of Sabbath, as alſo it is abſurd to 
eſtablithany ſuch day. | 

It ſutficeth not to alledge, that the fourth Commandement of 
the Law injoineth the ſeventh day of Sabbath, and to inferre from 
thence, that of neceſſity the Apoſtles minde was to except that Sab- 
bath, as being morall. For I ſay rather, that the fourth Comman- 
dement inas farreas it injoineth the obſervation of a ſeventh day of

the whole new Teſtament any injunCtion.to obſerve a Sabbath day: 
Bur of this point we ſhall ſpeake more fully hereafter. 
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1 The Chriſtians in S, Panls time, had no time 4 pointed to them 
for Gods ſervice, ſeeing ſome of them eſteemed one day above 
another, others eſteemed every day alike.

- ] THE fame is plainly ſhewed by rixcſe words of the Epiſtle 
4 to the Romans ( hap, 14, verſ. 5,6. One man efteemeth 
one day above another : another eſteemeth every day alike. 
Let every man be fully perſwaded in his owne minde. He that re- 
gardeth a day, regardeth it unto the Lord : And he that regardeth 
not the day, to the Lord he doth not regard it. In this place the 
Apoſtle ſpeaketh of religious Chriſtians, ſhewing that they were 
at variance about two divers heads, For ſome of them beleeved 
that a Chriſtian man ſhauld not ſticke, nor make a ſcruple of 
conſcience to eate indifferently all meats. Others for conſcience 
fake would eate nothing but herbs, Some of them alſo eſteemed 
every day alike, others elteemed one day above another. Of thoſe 
Rom.14;v1 £WO parties he calleth the one ſtrong, the other weak,and exhorteth 
them that were ſtrong, to beare theinfirmities of the weake, namely, 
ſeeing theſe things were of ſmall moment, and that the weake did 
ſuch things out of conſcience, and throngh a religions refpebt © 
God ; that indeed their conſcience was not well informed and 
directed, but at length might be, and aftance was tobe had, that 
they ſhould be holden up, becauſe G Oo Þ was able to make 
them ſtand verſe 4. 7 
As concerning eating of all things, or eating of herbs onely,

the Apoſtle calleth direQly weeks thole which did eate nothing but 
hearbes ; And ſtrong thole which beleeved that they might cate, 
and indeeddid eate all things indifterently. Bur on the © int 
concerning the CO whuch was among them about dayes, 
whether every day ſhould be eſteemed alike, or one day ſhould bee 
elteemed above another, he declareth not expreſly who were ſtrong, 
who weake, Some of thoſe which urge the obſervation of the Sab- 
bath day, as apoint of Religion and of conſcience commanded by 
Chriſt, thunning the argument which this|place affords oqpint their 
opinion, doe ſay, that thoſe which eſteemed every day alike, were 
weake, and the others were ffroxg, and that this is & Apoſtle his 
intention, Burt it is eaſie to perceive, that the contrary opinion is 
erue, that, ſay I, thoſe which elteemed every day alike, were ſtrong, 
and thoſe weake which eſteemed one day above | l 
Firſt the analogy of the other point which the Apoſtle allead- 
geth concerning meates, ſhewetlvit manifeſtly. For as thoſe vehich 
did not iticke tor conſcience ſake to eate all kinde of meates, be- 
cauſe they eſteemed them all to bee indifferent, were ſtrong, and 
thoſe which were ſcrupulous for conſcience lake to eate any thing 
but hearbes, were weake, even fo accordingly to that, wee mult ac- 


' acknowledge, thoſe which made no difference of dayes for conſci- 


ence lake, but eſteemed all dayes equally, to have beene ſtrong, 
and mn which' eſteemed one day above another to haye beene 
WweARE. ' . 

Secondly, I cannot ſee. how any man ſhould imagine, thathe 
Apoſtle in his judgement efteemedthoſe tobe weake which eſtee- 
med every day alike, ſecing,to eſteeme every day cqually, without 
diſtinction-of any day for confcience fake, putting the cafe there 
were a fault in that apinion, .cannot be called weakemeſſcand infir- 
mity, in the ſence wherein this word weakeneſſe is taken by the 
Apoltle in this place, and in other places of the Goſpell. For weak- 
nes and infirmity is laid tobein a man, when there 1s a defeCt.in his 
beliefe ——— things which are lawfull to him, thar is to lay 
when. hee beleeveth not that to bee lawfull, which is lawfull unto 
him, and therefore refraineth for conſcience ſake from that which 
he is notbound to forbeare. So he who beleeveth, that it is not law- 
tullunto him to eate all kinde of meates, atchough God hath given - 
kim the. free uſe of them all, js weakrent ene.

Nay, he affirmeth, that thoſe which regarded not-the day,to the 
Lord-regarded it not verſe 6, the meaning of whuch words is, 
that in ſo doing they had regard to the glory and obedience dueto 
God, knowing that * bad made them free from the diſtinction of 
dayes, and received-them, being well pleaſed with that which they 
did. Now ſuppoſing the morality of the Sabbath, and the comman- 


-dement of Chriſt and of his Apoſttes, which made the obſervation 


thereof a. neceſſary point of Religion, which theſe men couldnor 
be 1gnorant of, I cannot conceive, how not regarding the day for 
Rehgion and conſcience fake, tothe Lord they regarded it not, ſee- 
tng they had rather ſinned againſt the Lord by not regarding it, For 
they had manifeſtly vilipended him, by their misbeliefe, whereby 
they eſteemed not the obſervation of a day of reſt, which they 
knew to bemorall, and moſt ſtraitely commanded of God, to bee a 
neceflary point of Religion. - It is therefore more conformable to 
reaſon, that thoſe which made diſtinRtion of dayes and eſteemed 
one above onother, were weak: Andin thisdoeallthe interpreters 
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zgree,. Nevertheleſſe the Apoſtle faith wich good reaſon of theſe 
weake ones, that what chey.did, they didit to the Lord, becauſe 
they did it through devotion, and tendernefle of conſcience, ha- 
ving ſome Religious ground, which was acolourable excuſe to their 
infirmitie, and made it tolerable, not only to men, but to Ged allo, 
Now it being fo, that the Apoſtle did write tothe Romans who 
were Gentiles converted to the Chriſtian faith, wee may eſteeme 
with great appearance, that this day, which ſome of them, through 
infirmitie, had ſo much regard unto, was Sunday, which was kept 
in the Church, notþyany divine Ordinance, not alſo through ne- 
ceſſity of Religion, but by an ecclefiafticall caftome, 1n re- 
membrance,that on that day Chriſt roſe from deathunto life, & was 
eſteemed of them a day of neceſſary obſervation, in and for it ſelfe, 
which athers beerer inſtructed efteemed not. This, being fo, cfta- 
blitberh ly the opinion that I defend, and eviRts the other. 
But although the Apoſtle had intended to ſpeake of dayes comman- 
+ ded in the Old Teitamentby the Law of Wofer, to the rekigious 
obſervation whereof many,not as yet well inſtructed iti the know- 
ledge of Evangelical liberty, thought themſelves tobe bound for 
conſcience ſake, the ent remaineth as ſtrong as can be. 

For howſoeyer the Apoſtle his meaning be taken, he ſpeaketh 
generally, and imputethto infirmity of knowledge and of conſci- 
ence under the Goſpell, the eſteeming of one day above another, 
and to ſtrength and firmeneſſe the efteeming of all dayes alike, 
which he neither could nor ſhould have pronounced fo in generall 
tearmes,if at the ſame time there had beene a ſet day of reſt binding 
the conſcience of Chriſtians to obſerve 1t, for-its owne ſake, as be- 
:ng morall, andfor Gods lake who had commandedit, Forby this 
meanes thoſe had not well done, fo farre were they from bei 
ſtrong in knowledge and conſcience, for elteemipy every day equal- 
ly, which they ſhould not have done. Burt the others had done well 
and religioutly, to eſteeme one day above another, ſo far were they 
fipm being weak : which yet notwithſtanding 15 manifeſtly againit 
the ſcope of the Apoſtle, who declareth them tobe weak, not tmply 
as we have touched heretofore, for — a certaine day, but for 

keeping it witha conſtiencious regard, and opinion of a religious

T is manifeſt enough by the foreſaid paſſages, that the obſerva- 

| tion of a Seventh day of Sabbath is not a morall duty, and ob- 
ligeth not by adiyine Commandement, mens conſciences un- 

der the New Teſtament, Nay it is apparant that the Sabbath. day 
was inſtituted to. the Iewes only, and appertained tothe ceremo- 
nies of the Law, I confirme this againe by theſe words of Go d 
im Exodus Chapter 31, wverſe13. and in Zzekje! Chapter 20, 
ver. 12,20, Uerily my Sabbaths yee ſhall keepe, for it is a ſigne 
betweene me. and you throughout Jour generations, that yee may 
know, that [amthe LORD that doth ſanftifie you, Where 1s 
to be marked the Sabbath is called 4 f;gxe ordained of Go Þ, not 
to all men, but to the liraelites onely, to ſignifie unto them their 
X conſecration 
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conſecration to his ſervice, and their ſanCtification, which conſiſted 
in acontinuall abſtinence from all vices and finnes, which verily 
trouble and diſquiet the ſoule, and allo 1n a bodily reſt' ſometimes 
. from the turmoiles and cares of this life, that they might beſtow 
ſome fit and conyenient time without hinderance upon the con- 
templation of God, and meditation of his graces, and fo give place 
to the operation of the holy Ghoſt, whereby they might bring torth 
workes of godlineſle, and of true holineſſe. To the end that the 
Sabbath day might expreſle this viſibly, and alſo be unto them a 
helpe and meane to fo neceſſary a duty, they were commanded to 
forbeare exaCtly all ſervile workes, and all bodily Iabour belonging 
to the worldly imploiments of this preſent life, Which figured, and 
taught them ſalient, that God obliged them farre more to ceaſe 


from the workcs of ſinne, which are properly ſervile, according as . 


it is written, Whoſoever committeth ſinne, ts ſervant of ſinue 70h. 8. 
ver.34.,Rom.6. v.16, And toabllaine from the Juſts and acts of the 
fleſh and of the oldman, and to compole and quiet themſelves con- 
veniently with a fpirituallreſt,that they mught receive the heavenly 
inſpirations ofhis grace ; And as it is faid in,E/azah, (Taps 8,v.13. 
- not follow their owne waies, nor finde their owne pleaſure, nor ſpeaks 
their owne words : For, as T have ſaid, God purpoled to figure by 
that bodily and externall abſtinence from ear. hly workes, the in- 
ward and ſpirituall abſtinence from ſinne, 

Nay, to inſtruct and affure them by the Sabbath, as by a ligne, 
that it is hee, even the Lord, that ſanRikerh his owne children, 
that giveth them grace toreſt in ſome meaſure from their finnes and 
troubles in theſe lower parts of the earth, and ſhall fully performe 
their ſanCtification in heaven, where after the workes and turmoiles 
of the anger of this life, there ſhall be, as it were, a ſeventh day 
of Sabbath, a time ofperfett and eternall reſt for them ; For-wee 
may eſteeme, not without ſome likenefle of truth, that the genera- 
tions of the world ought to be ſixe, compoſed each of them of a 
thouſand yeeres, and figured by the ſixe daies of worke, in py 
whereofit is, perhaps, ſaid, that ove day i with the Lord 4s a thou- 
ſand yeeres ; and a thouſand yeeres as one day, Pſal,g. verſe4. and 
2 Petey 3. ver. 8. 

The Sabbath day was interrupted by other worke-daies, and 
returned onely eyery ſeventh day by a continuall reciprocation and 
Ten. Eno 7 Ge 
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viciſſitade, wh it repreſented but imperfeQly the perpetuity of 
the true reſt, are na. hardly repretent in perte&tion the <ary 
whereof they are figures : Butat the end of the world this rect- 
procation of daies thall ceaſe, and there ſhall be, as it were, one 
rpetuall day, which, as Zechariah ſaith, Chap. 14. verſ.6, 7, 
Shall be all one day, wherein there ſhall not be day and night, lighe 
and darkneſſe, but a mp light without darknefſe, After this 
manner the ſpirituall reſt hath 1ts inrerruptions and diſcuntinu« 
ance inthis world, the continuation of it 1s, as it were, by fits,and 
new beginnings : Bur in the world to come, it hall have aconti- 
nuance without intermiſſion, with an intire and ſolid perte&tion, 
withoue any trouble of finne,or of labour. God granteth this reſt 
to his owne children tor his Sonne the Meſſing his ſake, the onely 
conſideration of whoſe death, tne force and efficacy whereof ftret - 
ched out it ſelfe as well forward to thoſe that went before, as af- 
terward to thote that have, or thall come after the accompliſhment 
thereof, was unto him in theſe times. of the bld Teſtament, as 
fince, a moſt forcible motive to conferre upop his ele&t fany 
Ctification, with other comfortable and {aving benefits here on | 
earth beneath, and there in heaven above. So the Sabbarh'd1 2Cted 
the ewes to Chriſt who wasto come, and was a figure thereof, re- 
preſenting unto them a benefit of the Covenant, which Chriſt was 
to purchaſe and ratifie with his owne blood, and therefore it ought 
to have its accompliſlment and end in htm, as have lad all other 
ancient figures, whereby he was repreſented; ih 

And indeed, in the paſſages before cited, it is called # fgne be- 
tweene G © Þ and the 7/7ae/ites, which 1s the ſJamename that 
is given tothe Circumciſion, the Paſſcover,and orher legall kgures ; 
and moreover, 1t 1s {a1d, that 1t ſhall be a ſigne betweene God and 
the 1/ratlites, for a perpernall covenant, and for ever, but in the 
ſame fenſe that all other ordinances of theLaw, and divers tempo- 
rall promiſes madeto the 1/7aclires, are called perpetual, thar is, ix 
their gererations, which is expreſly marked in the forenamed place 
of Exodus, Chap. 31, verſ.16, 14. where God faith, Wherefore 
. the thildren of 7 /rael ſhall keepe my Sabbath,toobferve the Sabbath 
throx ghout their generations for a pe rpernall covenant, Itis a fo TL 
betwene mee and the children of Iſrael for ever, meaning, that it 
ſhould remaine till the comming of 2feſtar, during the occonomy

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ofthe Law, and whileſt the people of Tiracl ſhould be the onely 


people of God, but no more in the time of Meſias, whole time and 
generation belongeth not to thoſe generations which God allotted 
rg the 1/raclites, when he ſaid, that fuch and ſuch things ſhould 
be done, and 1hould continue in their generations, words which 
are ordinarily ſpoken of things that were to perliit only in the time 
of the old Teſtament, As when God ordained the Sacrament of 
Circumcilion, he ſaid to Abraham, that it ſhould beto him, and ts 


' his ſeed after him in their generations, for an everlaſting covenant, 


Gen,17.ver/ſ.7.9.10. When h@&commanded the 1/raeliFes to fill an 
Omer of Manna, and to keepe it,he faid, it ſhould be for their gene 
rations, Exod.16,verſ,32. 33. that is,tillthe comming of Meſias, 
and not after, So he ſaid to Jacob, 7 will give this Land to thy ſeed 
after thee, for an everlaſting poſſeſſion, Geneſ,48.verſ.4. Soto the 
1iraclites of the Paſleover, Tor ſhall keepe it a feaſt rothe LORD 
throughout your generations, by an ordinance for ever, Exod,12.9, 
14-So the ordering of ole in the Lamps from evening to morning, 
in the Tabernacle of Congregation, before the teſtimony, by 4aror 
and his ſons, is called « fatwte for ever unto their generations,& xa, 
27. verſ.21, Soto Phineas,andto his ſeed after him, God promiſed 
the covenant. of an everlaſting Prieſthood, Numbr,25 , verſ. 13. 
What I have faid and made good of the: Sabbath day, that ir 
was of old a figue of the ſpixituall and heavenly reit,the beginnings 
whereot God giveth to his children in this life, and ſhall give them 
the full plenitude in Heaven,may be.confirmed by the words of the 
Apoſtle 1n the Epiltle to the Hebrewes,Chap.4.where intending to 
ſhew to the Hebrews,that there is an heavenly reſt, prepared & pro- 
miſed by God to thera that are his, which they ſhould labour to gn- 
cer into by fajth,and take heed to themfelyes;left any of them hcula 
come ſhort of it through unbeliefe, he alledgeth two types 6 figures 
thereof. The one is the bodyly and terreſtriall reſt which Cod had 
promiſed of old to the 1ſraelzres, in the Land of (anaan,called for 
that cauſe,T he Land of reft, Dewt.25 .Joſh.1.ver,13.and Goas reſt, 
P/al.g5 . verſ.11. which thoſe ofthe 1/raelites that were incredu- 
lous and rebelliqus inthe wildernefle eritered not into, but thoſe 
onely that beleeyed Gods promiſe : By this God repreſented, that 
no Infidells (hall enter into the heavenly and eternall reſt, but the 
fithfull onely. Now hee verifieth _ the reſt of the Land of C«* 
Ws” _—_— MS am 
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n4an promiſed and conferred upon them that beleeved, and denied 


' to thoſe that were rebellious, was a figure of that other beter relt 


which the faithfull receive, and all Infidells are thut out of, by this, 
that after /o long a time, to wit, toure hundred yeeres after the //- 
raclites were by Toſhnah brought into the Land of Canaan, God 
ſpeaking by the mouth of David, yet againe warneth the 7/Faelites 
then living, that at what time they ſhall heare his voice, they harden 
not their heares, as their forefathers did in the wilderneſle, leſt they 
ſhould come ſhort of entring into the heavenly reſt promiſed to 
them ;*as heir anceſtors for their ifibelicfe were bereaved of the ef- 
fe&t of the promile to enter into the earthly reſt of Canaan. This 
advertiſement is perpetuall, and belongeth alſo to Chriſtians : nay, 
we may ſay, that 1t hath properly relation tothe time of the Goſpel, 
which1s that certaine time determined and limited of God, where- 
of mention is made in the ſeventh verſe, and is. ſocalled ordinari- 
ly in the new Teſtament, Gal.4. verſ.2. 4. Eph.1.verſ. 10. Tit.r, 
-verſ.3. Therefore we which are under the Goſpell to day, and 
have the Goſpell of Chriſt preached unto us, and heare the voice 
of his Goſpell, muſt beware, leſt, becauſe of our unbelicte and 
rebellion, wee enter not into the celeſtiall reſt, no more then at 
that time the rebellious 7/aelites entred into the reſt of earthly 
Canaan, For from hence the Apoſtle maketh tlus collection, thar 
conſidering the 1/rae/#tes wereentred jnto the Land of Canaazy, 
and pofleſled it peaceably withour feare, when God by his ſervant 
D avid ſpoke againe the fore{aid words of exitring into his relt ; 
ſure Gods meaning was to fignifie a farre better promile of a more 
excellent reſt, then was rhe reſt of the Land of Canaan, even a 
{pirituall and an heavenly reſt, whereof that other, and the promiſe 
thereof, was but a figure and ſhadow, For if the promiſe to enter 
into Gods reſt made firſt aid foremoſtto the 1/raelires had attained 
ts full and whole accompliſhment, after that /o/Snah had introdu- 
ced; and given them relt in the Land of Canaan, God after that 
introduction, had notiexhorted them, to'take heede that they har-

had not beene in it already. Whereby hee therewith made them a 
promiſe of entring into-his reſt, if they beleeved and were obedient.

The other Type which he-propounderth to t e purpoſe, is 
taken from God:reſ on the { Genk day, after thecreation of all 
things, which reſt could not be underſtood by the promiſe which 
God made ſo many ages after the creation, of entring into his reſt, 
becauſe it was paſt and finiſhed:then, when he ended and finiſhed 
all his workes, as may beclearely feene by the Hiſtory written in 
Genefis, Chap.z,wverſ. 2, But the meaning of the Apoltle is, that it 
was a figure of this other ſpirituall and heayenly reſt, ordained and 
prepared from the foundation of the world, For, if the reſt promiſed 
and granted to the 7/+ae/ires in the land of Canaan is mentioned as 
a tYpe, this reſt of God onthe ſeventh day isalledged in the ſame 
fem 


, ſeeing they are both coupled together, The Apoltle con- 

, that Gods reſting onthe {eventh day was a type, by the 
words written, Geneſis 2; ver/. 2.- where it 1s faid, that Godreſted 
the ſeventh tay —_ all bis workes, Heb. 4 verſ. 3,4. which had 
not beene thus fo exprefly written, conſidering that, . to ſpeake pro» 
. perly, God, who was not wearied, reſted not, and his reſting was 
only a ceaſing from the production of his creatures, and from giving 
being to:any more kindes then thoſe which hee had made. 1n. ſuxe 
daies : Seeuig alſo one day is-not of it ſelfe better than another day, 
if God inthis ſeventh day,and his _ in it, had not intended:to 
ſerdownea type, and to figure ſome myiterie,,to wit,that as hehad 
his workes of the creation by divers degrees in fixe daies, and reſted 


on the ſeventh day, doing no-more,- but onely: keeping and prefer- 


ving his workes in thebeing he.had given them, , even.lo he prody- 
ceth and ſets forward by a continuall advancement the worke of his 
in his ele&, during the fixe daies of this world, after which, 

ving ended this bleſſed worke of hismercy, he hall reſt from-it, 
and ſhall intertaine and continue in this happy ſate of perfection 
for ever and ever, and ſhall make them to ret alſo with him on the 
ſeventh day ofthe world to come, which ſhall never have an end. 
- Vndoubtedly, to fignifie this perpetuity, no mention is made in the 
hiftory.of the creation of any terme. or end of the ſeventh-day, that

workes and toiles of this life,according to his good pleaſure where- 
he had ordained from the beginning that it ſhould be ſo. And 
{o Gods reſt on the leventh day, after the creation was ended, and 
the reſt which he ordained alfo ro the 7/rac/ites on that ſame day 
after their ſix daies worke, were in efteGt two types of one and the 
famething, to wit, ofthe accompliſhment of the {alvation, arid of 
che bleſſednefle and glory of the taithfull in heaven ; bart in divers 
reſpebts, according as this accompliſhment may have relation, either 
ro God, or to the faithfull.

and necellty of rbeching fignified thereby, 
Of thus 1 inferre, firff chiatthe day ot reſt, ſeeing it was ordai- 
ned to bea type and; tigure.of the heavenly.aud evernall reſt whic' 
Jeſus Chrift was topurchaſe to thoic that are-vs, cont. ienng alo 
the Scriprure for no other cauſe makcrh mention of Gyucls 5e- 
King on that day, and baliowany of xurforcbscypicall azd mg) 
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ſerious ule,that ſay I,chat day was not ordained to Azam from the 
beginning, to bee kept'by him in the ſtate of innocency, becauſe 
there is great cauſe to beleeve , that although Adams had perſevered 
in thatftate and condition, he ſhould not have entred into the hea- 
venly reſt, but had ef) ed ſimply a terreſtriall and eternall bleſſed. 
neſſe here below m hs Paradiſe of Heden, where God had put him; 
becauſe the heavenly happineſle is alwayes propoſed inthe Scripture 
as-a ſupernaturall gift, of the grace of God through Chrift Feſa,and 
not at all as a naturall grace. And it 1s in that reſpet that the Apo- 
Meinche Epiſtle tothe Romances Chapter 5; ver. 15.16, 17. faith, 
that-we receiyve-much morein eſis Chris, then we have loſt in 
eAdam, and that there is aſuperaboundance of graceby Iz sus 
Cnaxisr towards us, going farrebeyond all the lofle wee have 
, made .in Adam, which could not be faid, if we had-loſt any thing

The firft man made of the 
earth, was earthy, ordained to abide on earth : But the ſecond man 
z% the Lord from heaven, ordained to have his refidence in heay 
and to intreduce thither all that are his, So in all likelihood Adams 
was not to be tranſported 1ntothe kingdome of heaven, although he 
had continued conſtantly in his firſt integrity and uprightneſſe : 
Nay in caſe hee had beene received into that glohous felicity, that 
could not, nor ſhould not have befallen himby Jeſs Chri/t,as ſuch 
an one, that 1s, as Saviour and Mediator.

and continueth {till a morall thing, ſeeing it was ordained to 
Adam before ſfinne came unto the world, and to:the 1/rac/anes be- 
fore the Law, ſince the giving whereof God added the cerema- 
ny to the day, to the intent it might be a part, not onely af the 
morall, but alſo ofthe ceremoniall Law ; that Chriſt bath taken 
away the ceremony, but a ſeventh day of Sabbath bath alwaies the 
ſame vigor and force, it had frorm the beginning, .

place, but only.a detrital figne, that is, given to be unto them a do- 
cument and inftraftion of Gods benefits cowards them, and of their

followeth not, that jt ought tobe abrogated at the coming of Chriſt,

'- - Biiethis reply is of no better metrall then the former, and the 
diſtinftion that it rs founded upon is vaine and frivolous. It istrue, 
that whatſoever under the old Teftament might inſome ſort be cal. 
ted a fpne, was notalwaies atype and figure : For the word Signe 
is now andthen taken in amoft generall ſenſe, for any marke and 
token whatſoever, which maketh a thing to be knowne, for every 
effet ſhewing - Le from whence it proceedeth,or for every ad- 
junR denoting the ſubje&t wherein it 18 inherent ; As inthe ex- 
amples aforeſaid, the ations and courſes that men take themſelves 
unto, may be ſignes of their inward diſpoſition, of their religion,or 
of tome other thing that concerneth them. And as Chriſt {aid to 
tis Diſciples, that by this fhonld all men know that they were hs 
Hay ry hey hatlove one to another, Toh;1 3.9.35 .Even{o may 
it be faid, thata pure and holy life, 2'religious and upright conver 
ſation under the old "Teſtament, made the true 1/Fae/ites to be 
knowne, and were a ſigne whereby they were denoted, as by the 
ſame badges the true Chriſt5ans are now knowne. There is an in- 
finite number of ſuch ſignes, ' whick were never,- neither could be 
types and figures, But theſe are not the ſignes that wee treat of, 
nor alſo other fignes ordained ſely to be wemorialls of things 
paſt, whereofrhere were, perhaps, ſame which bad no other uſe, 
esof better things. The fignes w 
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are abour, are- ceremomes and outward: obſervations ordained of 
God to men, 'to fignifie unto them on his behalfe the ſaving graces 
which he will communicate, and. /e/#s Chriſt hath purchaſed un- 
to them by his death : And I affirme, that there was no ſuch ſigne 
under the old Teſtament, which was not a type and ſhadow of 
Jeſs Chriſt to come. pets 
The Sabbath ought to be ſorted among theſe, I acknowledge 
it was a dotrinall ligne, teaching the 1/+ae/:res, that God maker of 


all things, and therefore ofall men, nevertheleſſe amongft all had | 


conſecrated- and hallowed them particularly to himſelfe, with 
whuch ligne, the thing, to wit, their ſanCtitication was preſent. As 
they alſo by it made publike profeſſion of their religion and pious- 
affection towards God. Burt that barred it nor from being a typi- 


call and figurative figne, in as much as it was a ceremony ordained 


of God to the 1/-4e/:tes,that it might ſignifie unto them a moſt pro- 


fitable benefit, which, although it was in that ſame time graciouſly 
beſtowed upon them, had notwithſtanding relation to the Meſſias 
to come, for whoſe ſake they received it, as we doe alſoat this time, 

hs ny ow it cannot be inferred, that we therefore ought to have 
thgfame ligne at this time in the Chriſtian Church : Nay, on the 
corftrary, we ſhould not have it atall, For although the Covenant 
0. Grace, in regard of the ſaving benefits comprehended in it, bein 
ſubſtance the ame ſince the comming of Chriſt, that it was before 
his comming, yet it is ey in regard oftheir ſignes, For it behooved 
the old ſignes to ceale for ever, and to give over their place to the 
new. The Sabbath,and all other Signes and Sacraments of the Law 
were of the ſame degree. 


They were all jointly doctrinall and figurative, They taught 


the faichfull what was their dutie towards Go Þ, and what were 


G 0 ofs graces towards them, and figured unto them the Meſſias 
to come, as the meritorious cauſe, and as that wonderfull one,who, 
in the fulneſle of times, was to purchaſe choſe graces, which tn re- 
ference to that acquilition, andto a more full communication of 
them under the ney Teſtament, and their accompliihment in hea- 
ven, are called T hz good things to come, Col. 2, verſ, 17, Heb0. 
verſ.1, Alchough all true believers received them 1n part, even 
then, in as much as Chrilts future death was no leſſe preſent to 
God, then if he had ſuffered it already, and obtained the fog 
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worth, powerand efficacy, Their Sacraments the Circumatſion, 
- Paſſeover, Sacrifices, Aiperſions, &c. were they not fignes of 
irituall benefits, which God granted to his taithfull ſeryancs at 
e very inftant of their celebration, as of the forgivenefle and blor- 
ting out of cheir ſins, of their regeneration, and of other heavenly 
and ſaving graces ? Were they not out of hand made attually par- 
takers of thele graces, as loone as they received the fignes whereby 
they were ſignitied, and they inſtructed and affured by them, as by 
moſt certaine documents and pledges of their preſent andreall exhi- 
bition? Did not GoÞ declare himſclfe to. be, and was he not 
really the G 0 D of eAbraham at that ſame inftant, when he or. 
dained unto. him the Circumciſion in his fleſh to ſeale that gracious. 
promiſe in his heart ? And did not that promiſe containe the whole 
tubſtance of the Covenant of grace ? | | 
But although they received the graces ſignified, the fignes were 
never the lefle typicall and figurative ; for as muchas the CHeſſias 
to come, was the marke that they were levelled unto,and by whoſe 
death thoſe graces were to be deſerved and purchaſed, Allo they 
have all cea{ed at the comming of Chriſt ; and although we receive 
under tne new Teſtament the fame graces, we have no more theſe 
ancient ſignes: For Chriſt hath given us other ſignes, which with 
greater cleareneſle and perſpicuity repreſent and affure us, that Cod 
veth them unto us, but as being already purchaſed. Which there. 
re tofſpeake properly, are not lignes and types, becauſe they have 
no relation to the CAefſias to come, nor toa future acquiſition to 
be made by him, as were all other fignes, wherewith under the old 
Teſtament God had clothed the Covenant of, Grace, and which 
alſo for this cauſe, Chriſt hath abrogated.

is not onely lawfull, but alſo fitting that ſome times be appounted. 
As indeed from all times both faſts and divers feaſts have beene ob- 
ſerved inthe Chriſtian Church, But to keeps all thoſe chings for 
Religion and Conſcience ſake, as a neceſlary point of Gods ſer- 
vice, Or to believe that we are bound to doe fo, by the Com- 
mandements which God gave under the old Tetftament, when 
he eſtabliſhed chem for ſhadowes and figures, were a thing al- 
cogether unlawfull, | 
The Sabbath day is wholly of this kind. Ir is certaine that 
( hriftians may obſerve that day indifferently, as any other day, 
and in it give themſelves unto all exerciſes of our Chriſtian Relig- 
on. And indeed the Chriſtian Church kept it in her firſt ages many 
yeeres together, as well asthe Sunday, which we ſhall ſhew more 
y hereafter. Bur co keepe it as a type and figure, as it was of 
old, or believe that we are bound to keepe it rather than any other 
day by the Commandement which God gave at that time, or to 
make of it, for any other reſpect, a point of conſcience, it 15a . 
thing in no caſe tollerable under the Goſpel, in the time wher- 
of Gods Commandements given under the old Teſtament concer- 
n_—_—_ any typicall thing, alcbough capable otherwiſe to be apply- 
ed to ſom other uſe then to be a type, are not obligatory,” and bind 
not the conſcience, And as putting apart the typicall confideration, 
divers good uſes may be found, for which a courſe may be taken to 
keepe the firlt day of every Moneth, the ſolemne feaſts of the Paſle- 
over, of Pentecoſt, of Iubiles at the end of fifty yeeres, and others, 
yet all theſe daies are aboliſhed, and if any man would lay a neccl- 
fity of ſuch obſervations upon Chriſtians, in the auchority. of the 
ancient Commandements of the Law, which the Goſpell hath noc 
ratified, and eftabliſh'in them a point of Religion, he thould with- 
itand the Geſpel : Even fo, albeit reaſons may. be found, laying 
aſide the type and figure, to- make lawful the obſervation of the 
Sabbath day, by applying it to Eyangelicall uſes, nevertheleſle ic 


ſhouldbe a fin againſt the Goſpell to make the obſervation thereaf 


necel- 
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neceſlary, n_m_ of the Commandements which God gave of 
old,but the Goſpel hath no more ratified then theſe others,or other«= 
wile to ettabliſhin it any part of Gods ſervice, ſeeing it wasatypis 
call thing which hath been aboliſhed withall thereit, This is the 
maine point which I ſtand unto here : 'Not that it 1sunlawfull co 


keepe the Sabbath day juſt as any other day ; But that there is not on 


Gods part any obligatiog to that day,more than toanother day,and 
that it cannot be of 1t ſelte a ſervice of our Chriſtian Religion, be- 
cauſe it wasa type of the old Teſtament, and all the types of that 
time have ceaſed, ' in regard of their obligation, notwithſtanding 
any Jawfall uſe of them, which otherwiſe may be thought on 
under the new Teſtament. 

And wherefore, I pray, ifall other types be aboliſhed, ought the 
Sabbath onely to continue, ſeeing it was a type of the ſame nature 
with the reſt, Sguring to the //raetires their ſanctification by the 
Meſſias tocome ? Vpon what grounds is it ſaid, that it was not 
g_—_ and Ggurative as all the reſt ? Is it, becauſe nothing can be 


cene in it figurative of Jeſ#s. Chriſt, as in all other ſignes? As - 


in the feaſt of Pafſeover, the Lambe which was killed figured 
manifeſtly the perſon of eſs Chriſt put to death for our redem 
tion : The ſacrifices of beaſts were tigures of the Sacrifice of Chritts 
body : The fprinklings and wathings were types of his blood, of the 
ſhedding of it —_ croſſe, of the ſprinkling thereof upon our 
conſciences by the holy Ghoſt, and of ho ſpirituall waſhing which 
we receive thereby. 

To this I anſwer, that the figurative and typicall ſignes of the 
old Teſtament, were not all of one ſort, Ir is true, that all had re- 
lation to Chriſt, but ſome of them repreſented meerly and directly 
Chriſts perſon, the ations of his perſon, and conſequently the be« 
nefies depending thereon : Others repreſented nothing directly but 
his ſpirituall benefits, yet as proceeding from him, and from his 
a&tions, which conſequently they figured alſo, Of the firſt kind 
was the Paſchall Lambe, and the facrifices —_—_— j- 1995 nn 

roperly were figures of Chriſts perſon an is ſacrifice, andcon- 
Dans y of our redemption, ofthe explation of our ſins made 
by bim, which is the benefit proceeding from his facrifice, £1, 

Ofthe ſecond ſort was the Sabbath day, which properly and di- 
reQly repreſented the anRtification < the people,and ther _ 
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from workes of finne, but figured alſo therewith eſis Chriit : 
Becauſe by him, that benefit was tobe purchaſed to the faithfull,and 

they were to receive itby his meanes. For it is by the offering of 
the bodyof Is sus Cu 1s T once for allthat we are {andtihed, 

Heb. 10. ver. 10. Of the ſame fort was the Circumciſion, where- 

in nothing can be found that figured ly Ckzxisrs perion, 

arr] the aGtions thereof, Bur becaule it ſealed the righteouſnefle of 
faith, Remanes 4, verſe 11. figured the ſpirituall ' circumcifion of 
the heart, Rom, 2, ver, 28, 29, Col.2. ver, 11. and wasafſigne of 
the covenant of grace, Gexeſ6s 17. ver. 7, 9,10, 11. whichbene- 
fits Chriſt was to deſerve byhis death, in that reſpect it was a bgure 
of Chriſt, and a ſhadow, whereof the body was in hum, who alſo 
hath aboliſhed it. The like were ſo many Sabbaths ordained on the 
firit and laſt day of the teaftyol the Paſleover, and of Tabernacles, 
on the feaſt of Pentecoſt, on the tenth day of the ſeventh monerh, 
1n every ſeventh yeere, in the fiftieth yeere of Tubile, which all con- 
tefle to have beene abolithed by 7c/ws ChriF, as things typicall. 


- Yer there was no thing in them that made them more particular 


to the /ewes, more ceremoniall and typike, nay not fo much as the 
ordinary Sabbath, whereof God had 1aid, that which he hath nor 
faid of theſe, that it was a figne betweene him and his people, &c. 
Neither figured they 7eſis Chriſt otherwiſe then thus ordinary Sab- 
bath did, For — not types of his perſon, nor of his ati. 
ons, but only of the ſpirituall benefits which are alwayes received 
of the faithfull, and which the true Iewes received then in him 
and _ him. Now if all the fignes of this ſecond kinde, 
whuch had of old a great ſway in the Synagogue, were accounted 
tobe ve, and as uch are abrogated, wherefore ſhould not the 
Sabbath be likewiſe aboliſhed ? | 
Yea how many things were there under the Old Teſtamene, 
whereof no man can tell what relation they had to Chrift, either 
in his perſon, inhisaGtions, or in his benefits, and which perhaps 
in effect repreſented no ſuch thing, had no typicall ſignification,bur 
were only ordinances belonging to order and eeclefiatticall govern= 
ment, {ervill exerciſes, childiſhrudiments, elements of the world, 
wherewith it was Gods pleaſure toburthen his people in thote 
times, whuch were the times of the infancy and bondage of the 
Church, and therefore were ceremonies, as well as thoſe ue had 
ome 
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ſome typicall-and figurative ſignification, . (For under the name of 
Ceremonies may and ought to be compriſed not only the types and 
fgures,whuch properly and manifeſtly were ſuch,but univerially all 
the obſervations of the eccleſiaticall policy and government of the 
Tewes, all the ordinances of the Lawof commandements, which 
werea partition wall betweene them and all other nations, as the 
Apoſtle faith, Epheſ. 2. verſe 14, 15.) Or were memorials of 
things paſt, which did belong tothe lewes only, and for that cauſe 
have beene abrogated by eſ#'Chrift, So that, although the Sab- 
bath had not had any typicall ſignification, nor relation to cſs 
Chriſt, as it bad, it wasen to make it tobe done away, that it 
did belong to the eccleſiaſtica R—_— of the Tewes, and was 
alſo given them for memoriall of a benefit particular tothem, to 
wit of their deliverance out - __ land of & go of that 
miſerable bondage wherein not any one e; neither 
toreſt from their labours, nor to ſerve the Led their God, For in 
the fifth Chapter of Dexteronomic, God repeating by the mouth 
of Moſes the Commandements of his Law, addeth to the fourth 
Commindement this reaſon of the inſtitution of the Sabbath, ver, 
I5. And remember that thou waſt a ſervant in the land of e/£- 
gypt, and that the Lord thy God browght thee ont thenre, throu 
a miphty hand, and by a ſtretched out arme ; Therefqre the Lord 
thy Godcommended thee to keepe the Sabbath day,hewingby theſe 
words, that the deliverance which he had given them from that la- 
borious bondage of the land of e/£gypr, ſhould not onely oblige 
them to keepe the Sabbath ſo much the more carefully and religiout- 
ly, but was a cauſe why he ordained it, to wit, that it mighebeunto 
bom a memortall,or a token for remembrance of that glorious and 
wonderfull deliyerance, 
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Concluſionef the firſt part of this Treatiſe. 


1. The Sabbath was not ordained, nor knowne, till after the deli- 
verance of the Iſraelites out of the land of e/£gypt.

mandement of God to keepe it, neither had any notice thereof ; fi- 
nally that therefore it is notmorall. For if it were morall, and 
therefore alwayes and in all times neceſlary, if God had comman- 
dedit to e-fdam, if the Patriarkes had kept it, they had —_ 
their children to keepe it, and that being ſo, the lraclites had aſlu- 
redly keptit in Agypt. If there they had kept it, there had been no 
cauſe to ordaine it for a memoriall of their deliverance out of A- 
BYPt, and to ſay, that after their deliverance, and un conſideration 
thereof, they were comman ded to keepethe Sabbath day, which is 
the thing that God pronounceth moſt expreſlely in the place lately 
cited, Det. F verſe 15. and Exch, 20, verſe 11, 12. where up. 
on that hee had ſaid wer, 10, that hee canſed the Iſraelites to goe 
forth out of the land of egypt, he addeth, and I gave them my 
ftatutes, moreover alſo I gave them my Sabbaths, &c, 

Secondly, ſeeing the Sabbath day was.ordained to be a memori- 
all of a benefit particular to the Iſraelites, to wit, of their delive- 
rance out of the land of Agypt, and of their ſeparation from all 
other nations, it followeththat che Sabbath day obligeth not ow

ſians under the New Teſtament, as if it were morall, and asif. 


God had dained it by an exprefſe commandement to continue till 
the worlds end. For this end of the Sabbath, tobe a memoriall 
of their deliverance and ſeparation from all other people dwelling 
upon the face of the earth, with the other end afore mention2d, to 
bea figurative ſigne of Teſs ( hrift to come,and of the ſaving bene- 
fits, which were to be purchaſed by him, made up the whole uſe of 
the Sabbath : Of whici end neither the one nor the other doth be- 
long to the New Tettament. 

The faithfull Chriſtians are a people more ſpirituall then the 
Tewes were, becauſe they areunder the Goſpell, which is an eſtate 
more fpirituall and heavenly then was the condition of Gods peo- 
ple ates the Law, for which caule it is called the kingdome of bw 
ven: And therefore all dayes under the Goſpell thould be to all the 
faithfull chat live in that bleſſed and heavenly eſtate as many Sab- 
bath dayes, more particularly then tothe Iewes, to reſt from cheir 
linnes, and to give themlelyes to prayers calling upon the Name of 
the Lord, to reading and meditation of his holy Word,and to other 
religious exerciſes of godlineſſe, according to the words in 1/aiab 
Chapter 66. v, 23. if they be applyed uncothe eſtate of the Church 
under the Goſpell, as they may 4 and indeed are ſo expounded by 
many interpreters, when it is there 1aid, that then there ſhall be no 
more New Moones, nor Sabbaths diſtinguiſhed by intervalls and 
ſpaces of times, but one Sabbath ſhall ſucceed immediately to ano- 
ther Sabbath, and that all the dayes of the weeke and of the whole 
yeere ſhall bee as Sabbaths unto them. This 1s the conclufionot 
all that hath beene aid in this firſt part, which ſhall be more tully 
confirmed by the refutation of the arguments that are brought to 
maintaine the morality of the Sabbath, Which refutation ſhall bee 
the ſubje&t of the ſecond part of this Treatiſe,

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of the Law of nature, andis in no wiſe ceremoniall, ſeeing it was 
eſtabliſhed before ſin came into the world, at which time there was 
no ſhadowes and figures of Chriſt, becaule in that ſtate of innocency 
our firſt Parents had not Rtood-=in neede of him, nor of any 
direQion tb him by ceremonies. If then in thateſtate, whetein no 
corruption of ſin had hindred them to ſerve God continually, and 
the bodily imployments had been no great diſturbance untothema in 
the practice of-rhat duty, God: judged neceſlary to injoine unto 
them a ſeventh day,to the intent that giving over all other care, they 
ſhould in it addiCt themſelves only to the aCtions of his ſervice, and 
all religious exerciſes, how much more in the ſtate of fin, where- 
in men have ſo hindrances from Gods ſervice, both by 
fin, and by the laborious occupations of their worldly callings, is 1t 
neceſſary, that a ſet day of reſt be ordained unco't od ceaſe 
in it from the rurmoile of their ſecularattaires, and to give 
themlelyes only to holy and religious exerciſes —_— to Gods 
ſervice. This neceſſity is as great under the new Teitament, as it 
was under the old ; and therefore God hath not omitted to or- 
daine underboth a Sabbath day, yea, a ſeventh day of reſt, which

There be divers AY to anſwer this objection : Firſt, no- 
thing obligethnsto believe, that the words written in the third 
verſe of the ſecond Chapter of Genes ſhould be thus tranflated :

was not in the daies of eLbraham the name of the place betokened 
by it in the foreſaid words : For it was not called Berkel, till in it 
Tacob ſaw a ladder reaching toheaven,and the Lord ſtanding above 
it. Then 7aco6 called it Berkel, that is, The houſe of God, whereas 
before that time 1t was called Lxz, as may be ſeene in Geneſss, 
(hap.28.ver/,x 4.19. But Moſes writing the hiſtory of Abrabam, 
called it Bethel, by an hiſtoricall anticipation, becauſe in his time, 
Bethel was the ordinary name of that place: We read in the 
fourth Chapter of Joſbnah,verſ. 19. that the people came wp ont of 
Tordin, and pitched in Gilgal,which was not ſo called, till /oſ@nah 
in that place circumciſed the people, Chep. 5 ver/;9. Likewiſe 1n 
the ſecond Chapter of I«dges, and firit verſe, the Author ſaith, that 
the Angel of the Lord came up from Gilgal to Bokim, becauſe the 
lace whluch he calleth Bokime was fo c when he wrote that 
hiſtory, although it was not yet ſo called when the Angel came 
thither, but received that name afterward, from the teares which 
the people ſhed and powred out before God, after the Angel had 
rebuked them ; For the Text laith,that whes the Angel of the Lord 
fpake theſe words to all the children of Iſrael, the people lift up their 
woice and wept : Therefore they called the name of that place 
BOKIM, verſ. 4,5. ERS LY 
- Secondly, we find the ſame anticipation in the deſcription of 
things and attions : As in the 16, Chaptey of Exodvs, =

Herecitetb allo at once,” that as the LORD com 
manuided him, ſo «Aaron laid it up before the Teſtimony to be kepe, 
ver/, 44. which things, as it is evident, were noc done at the firſt, 
when God gave them that bread to eat,becaule then there was asyet 
neither Tabernacle, nor _ nor Tables of the Law. But becauſe 
when Moſes wrote,, all thele things were done, and had their full 
rformance, he taking occaſion of the hiſtoricall narration, which 

1e was.writing of the firſt Manna which God ſent to his people, 
relateth alſo the Ordinance that God gave toputa pot full of it in 
the Tabernacle, before the Arke, and the execution of the laid

 Soin thefirſt Booke of Sawmwzl, anditi the 17. chapter, after 
the narration made of Davids combat againſt Golsah, ot his yicto- 
7 of that Giant, andotf the defeat of the Philiftins, it is addedin 
e Text, verſe 54.

'Fo keepe this courſe in diſcourling and writing is no wiſe un- 
fcting normi ing. If any writing under the New Teſta - 
ment the Hiſtory of the firſt Creation of the world, and relating 
che forming of light on the firſt day, ſhould adde by occaſion. And 
it is alfoon the firlt day, that the true light of the world hath ſhined 
by his. reſarceCtion Chance ak, and for that cauſe wee obſerve 
that day ; Or if re-hearzing, that God broughe forth bread out of 
the earth to ſtrengrhen mans heart, and Wine to make'it glad, he 
ſhould adde joynely upon this occaſion : And it is in this bread and 
in this Wine which nouriſh the body, that Jeſa« Chriſt bath inſti- 
euted the Sacrament of the nouriſhment of the ſoule by him, who 
ſhould finde any ching blues. qverthyindurk diſcourſes, Wher. 
fore then CAoſes might he riot molt fitly, by occaſion of that hee 
had written of the Seventh day, and of Godsreſt in it, inthe Hi. 
ſtory of the Creation, touch alſo in the fame diſcourſe the edict 
ack about the ſanRificarion of that day, ſeeing that edidt had a 
great fway when he wrote the Hiſtory of the Creation, and Gods 
reſt onthe Seventh day was the cauſe and reaſon thereof, although 
It was notſo ancient as the firſt Seventh day ? 

Againft this anſiver the inſtance hath no force which they urge 
from the conjunftion and, wherebythe third verleisj with 
theſecond, that is, the bleſſing and hallowing of the \ 
with the finiſhing of the workes of God, and of his reſt on thae 
day, as being done at'the ſame time, and expreſſed in words of the 
ſame tence and moode, Nor what they ſay further, that in theſe 
ewo verſes, as moſt clecrely appeareth,the whole diſcourſe is of the 
ſame Seventh day, and as 1n the ſecond verſe is underſtood the firſt 
Seventh day, wherein God, after he had finithed his workes, reſted, 
likewiſe inthe third verſe it is underſtood fo, whenir is laid, thar 
he bleſſed qnd ſanttified the Srvemb day, which is alſo exprefled 
demonſtrative Article 71 : to ſhew that it was the ſame $u« 
day : that otherwiſe the reaſon which is added, and taken

\For I anſwer to this, that the conjunction 4d may well 
enough joyne things diſtant in time, and farre removed one from 
another, that alſo they may be expreſſed by words of the ſame tence 
and moode, ſpecially if they have any connexion and dependancy 
oneupon malls in this place, The bleſſing and hallowing of the 
Seventh day, although done long after Gods reſt on the Seventh 
day, dependeth upon that reſt, as upon the cauſe and reaſon which 
was an occalion to God to make it, [n the Texts before mentioned 
of Exodus 16, Chapter the 32. and 33. verſes, and of the 17, 
Chapter of the firit booke of Samwel, in the 54. verſe, which exe 
preſſe manifeſtly things done many yeares after thele which are re- 
hearſed before, bur depending on them, are joyned to the verſes im- 
mediately going before, by the conjunction a»d, which is diverſe 
time reiterated, and the words whereby thele diverſe things are ex- 
prefled, are ſet downe in the {ame tence and moode. It imports 
not, that in theſe examples the ay ſubſequent joyned ſtraight 
with the precedent, was not a great deale ſo farre remote in time 
from it, becauſe both hapned within: the {paceof the age of one - 
man, as ſhould bein the Text of Geneſss betore cited the ſanctih» 
cation of the Seventh day from Gods reit on the Seventh day,if this 
being paſt on the firſt Seventh day after the Creation, that came not 
to paſſe till the dayes of Loſes, which ſhould be an intervall of 
more than two thouſand yeetes, For when two things ſeparated 
and diftant 1n time, are tobee coupled together 1n a r"..65 1 if ſo 
bee the one hang upon the other, thoſe that are remote by many 
thouſand of yeares, may be joyned together, as well as thoſe of 
twenty or forty yeeres diſtance. Neither doe I ſee wherefore it 1s 
not as allowable and convenient torehearle at once a thing come to

W herefore the bleſſing of the Seventh day made in the dayes

ned 1n the fourth Commandement, E xodug.Chapter 20, verſe L L 
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where G o'Þ ſpeaking to the Iſraelites _ In fixe dayes the 
LoR D made heaven and carth, and reſted the Seventh day : 
wherefore the L, o x. bleſſed the Sabbath day, and hallowed it. [n 
which place cannotbe underſtood a bleſſing and hallowing done at 
the ſame time, that God reſted firit on the Seventh day, but that on- 
ly whichwas made in behalte of the Ifraelites,as 1scleere by the re- 
petition of the Law in the fifth Chapter of Dexteronomie, where 


chat which was abſolutely ſaid in Exoars, T herfore the Lord bleſ- 


ſed the Seventh day, is re{trained to the 1/raclites, v.ly,T herefore 
the Lord commanded thee to keepe the Sabbath day, And in Exodus 
16.9. 29. The Lord hath given you the Sabbath. Andin the 31. 
Chap. ver. 16,17. The Children of 1(rael ſoall keepe the Sabbath, 
to obſerve the Sabbath throughout their generation, for a perpetu- 
all covenant : Ft is a ſigne betweene mee and the children of Iſrael 
for ever. Far in fixe dayes the Lord made heaven and earth, 
and on the Seventh day he reſted ; where it cannot be denyed, bur 
that with the end of the Creation, and Gods reſt on the Seventh 
day, is immediately joyned the inſtitution of the Sabbath to the If. 


 raelites, art leaſt in quality of a figne. If then in that place Loſes 


might ſpeake after this manner, and1ay, God created 1n fixe dayes 
heaven and earth, and reſted the-Seyenth day, and therefore he hath 
ordained to the liraclites the Sabbath day for a figne ; wherefore in 
the ſecond of Geneſis ; might he not ſay after the ſame manner,Gol 
made heaven and earth, 1n fixe dayes, and finiſhed them on the Se. 
venth day, and reſted from all his workes, and this his Reſt on che 
Seventh = hath moved him to bleſle and ſanGtifie that day, to wir, 
to the Iſraelites, tobe a figne unto them according/to that hath been 
{aid inthe places before mentioned, whuch are an evidentand cleere 
explication thereof... 
Neither is it any wiſe neceſlary, as is pretended, that in the 
ſecond Chapter of Geneſis, in the ſecond and third verles, one and 
the ſame ſingular ſeventh day (hould be underſtood, and that God 
hath. precifely {anRified the ſame ſeventh day wherein he reſted, 
and relted on the ſame day that he ſan&ified, and theretore becaule 
in the ſecondyverſe the firlt ſeventh day after the Creation 1s under- 
{tood, 1t muſt be taken ſo in the third verſe, For it ſufficeth toun- 
deritand in the third verſe the ſame ſeventh day in likenefle and re- 
volution,and generally a ſeventh day correſpondent contumally =

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erder to that which Go Þ reſted on, after his workes of the fixe 
dayes. And this reaſon, that Godreſted on the firſt ſeventh day, 
might have been to God a molt reaſonable cauſe to ordaine long at- 
ter the ſanCtification of a ſeventh day, anſwerable in all points to 
that firſt ſeventh day. The ſequell of £oſes his diſcourle is as fic- 
ting in this regard, as inthe other; As if Ifaid, our Lord Feſws 
Chriſt roſe againe, and reſted from the worke of our redemption 
on the firit day of the weeke, wherefore the Church hath dedicated 
the firſt day of the weeke that hee roſe in, to be holy arid ſolemne, 
the ſequele 1s good, although it be not the ſame fit ſingular day 
that Chriſt roſe on, and the Church hath conſecrated, but the ſame 
onely in likenefſe and revolution, yea although there paſſed a long 
time after the Reſurreftion of our Lord and Saviowy before the 
firſt day of the weeke could be well ſecled as a day of holy and re- 
Ligious exerciſes. We ſay on Friday before Eaſter, this day Chriſt 
hath ſuffered : on the Aſcenſion day, this day Chrif is aſcended 
_ _ £ = yn gens go this Me Ghott come 
owne, althoug et came to paſle on a certaine 

day which is paſt long agoe. But we nameſoall the dayes — na 
ing which correſpond to that firſt day, according to the fimilitude 
which is betweene them. And we call the day of the Paſſion, of 
the Aſcenſion, of the deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt, thoſe which are 
not ſuch rly, but onely have by revolution correſpondancie 
with the firſt dayes, wherein ſuch things were done. Evenſo,when 
it is ſaid mthethird verſe of the ſecond Chapter of Geneſis, And 
therefore the Lord hath bleſſed the Seventh day, and hath hallowed 
it, becauſe init he hath reſted from all his workes, thatis tobe un- 
derſtood, not of the ſame firlt day wherein hee retted, but of -a 
Seventh day anſwering unto it in the order and continual fucceſ- 
on of dayes. 17.21 4 

The Article 57 put in the third verſe, before the word that fig- 
nifieth ſeven yy2w77 proveth not, that it is a peculiar ſeventh, even 
that ſeventh day that God reſted in verſe 2. For although the Ar- 
ricle 1 be often uſed to betoken emphatically a thing ſingular and

For it is ſuch a ſeventh day that God hath an&tified, 
and not a ſingular ſeventh, And that ſeventh day may bee called a 
particular ſeventh, and conſidered as particulaniſed by the Articte 
F, as it isineffeft, inas much as it is not indifferently all ſeventh 
day, or any of the {even dayes of the weeke that God hath ſanti- 
fied, bur it 15 the laſt of them, Welſecke only to know, when God 
to bleſſe and to hallow it to men, to be kept by them, And I 
maintaine that this hallowing began not incontinent after the 
Creation was finiſhed, but more than twothouland yeeres after, 
Neither is the contrary proved by this paſſage of Geneſers, © 
; No greater weight hath another inſtance which is much urged, 
that as in the courſe of the Creation, when it is ſaid, that God after 
he had created every living thing, bleſſed them, Gen.x, v.21,22,27, 
28, is to be underſtood a preſent benediction, and not put off toa 
long time: Even ſo, when in the ſecand of Genefs, with the 
perfetion of the Creation on the ſeventh day, is joyned the 
bleſling and hallowing of that day, 'a preſent ſanctification is to be: 
underitood, | | 
For the reafon is not alike in the one, and in the other, Firſt, 
the-bleſling of all living creatures, and the bleſling of the ſeventh 
day are not to be taken in the ſame ſence. Thats a bleſſing of attu= 
all and reall communication of goods and graces : This is a bleſ. 
ſing of deſtination to befolemmized by men, Second/y,all living 
creatures, as 10one as G o Þ had created them, ſtood in neceffary 
need of this communicatien of his graces, without which they 
could not have ſubſiſted in their being : And therefore we ought to 
underſtand, that at that time God bleſſed them after thatmanaer, 
but there was no neceſſity, that man ſhould ſolemnize the ſeventh 
day as ſoone as it was yr 6 more than any other day of the weeke, 
and therefore it was notneceflary that G o-v ſhould then conle- 
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crate it tothat uſe. Thirdly, it is clearely ſer downe in the Text, 
that God blefſed all living creatures as ſoone as he created them ; 
For Kt is added, And God bleſſed them, and God ſaid unto them, be 
fruirfull, and mwltiply, &c. But it is not ſaid, that God bleſſed 
the day of reſt, and at that ſame time commanded Adam and his 
poſterity to keepe 1t ; wheretore a like bleſſing and hollowing can- 
not be proyed from thence to have beene made from the begin- 
ning of the ſeventh day. oy 

- This faitanſwer to the precedent objection, is moreover confir- 
med by the conformity of the words which 3oſes maketh uſe of in 
this verſe of the ſecond of Geneſis, with thoſe whereby the hallow= 
ing of the Sabbath was injoyned in the Law, for they are the 
ſame ; which is an helpe to (hew, that Hoſes writing lince God 
pronounced the Law, ſpoke of the haKowing of the ſeventh day, in 


regard only to the Ordinance thatGod in his time had made there- 


of, ſeeing he imployeth the ſame words, and the ſame diſcourſe, 
Againe, the fame anſwer ts confirmed by this, that it is not 
probable, that God from the beginning ſanctified the ſeventh day 
to ordaine it to eLdap: for a day of reſt, becauſe Adam in the eſtate 
of innocency ſhould not have had any uſe of ſuch a day. For he was 
without ſin, which might have hindred him to ferve God continu- 
ally, and therefore needed not a ſigne, which by the ſmmulitude ofa 
bodily reſt and ceſſation, might teach him to ceaſe and reit from 


.. fin, as if he had beene already obnoxious unto it, and ſobe for that 


urpoſe a good help unto him, And though he was leof fi 
Els offalling into it i: yp the holy 
Angells were and are ſtill capable of ſm, and might of themſelyes 
fall into (in, 1fGod confirmed them not in grace,and yet a day of 
Sabbath was not behootefull unto them, becauſe they are in a pexpe- 
tuall courſe ot ſerving God : Even fo to man, in that eſtate of 1n- 
nocency, a particular day of reft was neither very neceſſary, nor 
very ſuthcient to him from falling into ſin, For toprevent 
that miſ-hap he ſtood in need of daily helps far more powerfull, 
making him tocleave co.Ged with purpoſe of heart, to call upon 


- him, tochinke ſerioufly on hum, and.confider deeply hus favours and

graces, which he might and was bound to doe, ſeeing he had no 
diſtrabtion from Gods ſervice by any temporall and earthly buſi- 
neſe, For alchough be true, thar God purhim inche gardenof 

1 | IEEE Lo eden, 
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Hedes, and commanded him to drefle it, Geneſ: 2. ver/. 15. yer 
ſceing that place was unco him a place of pleaſure, delights, and n- 
nocency, the drefling of it could not hinder him to ſerve God every 
day, with all necefiary continuance and aſliduity, It had rather 
been unto him a recreation and delightful diverſion, to keep him 
from idleneſſe, then a neceflary occupation, ſeeing the earth had of 
it ſelfe brought forth all truits unto him ; no parntull ar rn 
becaule it had not bin acco ied with toiletome travell and wea= 
rinefle, and had not required of him an oyerlight and imploymenc 
fo long, that a particular day would have bin neceflary unto him, 
eo reſt 0n it from his works, and to apply himlelte without diſtra- 
Gtion to Gods ſervice ; whereas the occupations of {infull men are 
ſuch, that they are forced of neceſſity to win their bread in the 
ſweatef their face. Moreover, in that eltate of innocency, Adam and 
Evebeingalone, had no outward exerciſes of Religion, fuch as are 
thoſe that are practiſed in a Churchaſſembled, and which, to attend 

on them, require of neceſſity a tinted time, and a ceflation from all 
bodily works, But rather all the ſervice that God required of Adam, 

and which he might have applyed himlclte unto, was a particular 

meditation and conſideration of his works, and the calling upon his 

holy name: Which ſervice he was able to diſcharge every day 

abundantly, yea, even then, when he was bulied about the digiling 

of the garden, which was capable rather to ſlirre up and enter- 

taine his ſpirit in the mediation of Gods workes, then to hin- 

der it. 

Ofno weight is the inſtance that ſome make, ſaying, that al- 
though Adam in the eſtate of innocency had no diſtrattion from 
Gods ſervice,nor trouble and wearinefle by his ordinary labaur, yer 
1t was behoofefull unto bim to keepe a ſeventh day of reſt, ſee;ng 
God himſelfe, although he was in rio regard wearied and diftratked 
by making all his works in ſuce daies, nevertheleſſe refted on the 
ſeventh day. Verily, if God after the making of his workes in ſixe 
daies, had reſted on the feventh day ſely, to the intent, that by 
an intermiſſion of his painfull labors,and appointment and {olemne 
re gn” og day to ſome particular holinefle for him- 

elte and his owne uſe, as having need thereof, becauſe he could 
not 1n the {ixe precedent daies be earneſt enough abour it, he might 
unit comating eierker ark her GENRE, 
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and ſo continue that reciprocation, the foreſaid inſtance by far grea- 
ter reaſon ſhould be much worth. But that ſaying,that Godreſted on 
the ſeventh day, ſignifiech nothing ſaving this, that God ceaſed to 
make more workes, and viewed | Ha when they were made, bee 
caule in the former fixe dayes he had finiſhed theta all, and this cel< 
fation was only a reſultance and neceſſary conſequence of the in- 
tire perfeCtion of all his worke, wherefore alſo it continued, noe 
only on that ſeventh day, but ever ſithence ; Becauſe God bath 
never fince made any new creatures. Whence it is cleerely appa- 
rent that the inſtance isakogether yaine, becauſsthere 1s not the 
ſame reaſon of Gods reſt on the ſeventh day, and of the reſt,the ne- 
ceſſity whereof they would faine put upon man inthe eſtate of in- 
nocency. All that this example of God could oblige e Adam unto, 
was only to indeayour, after he had done his worke, to contem- 


plate Gods workes, and admire 1n them his which, I fay, he

might have done ſufficiently every day. this le 
eh us not at this time rr A the New Teſtament, xs ſhallbe pro 
ved hereafter, how farre lefle obliged it eAdaw ? 

No more force hath that which is alſo objebted, that.it God or- 
dained to Adwmy, when he was in his integrity, outward fignes and 
Sacraments, as the tree of life, and the tree of knowledge of good 
and evill, he might as conveniently ordaine unto him aday of reſt, 
For che tree of life, and the tree of knowledge, of good and evil], 
to ſpeake properly, were no more Sacraments to eAdazy, then the 
other trees of the Garden, yea then all other workes of God, in 
all which he might have conſidered ſignes and markes of the grace 
and power of G OD ; But the one was untochim a meanes of the 

conſervation of his bodily life TI of the fruit ther- 
of, and the other an occaſien to try his obedience, by the prohubi- 
tion made unto him toeate thereof. Beſides this the conſequence is 
naught : For to eſtabliſh ſignes and Sacraments ſignifying to A» 
dm the perpetuall grace of God, and his immortality, if he perſe- 
vered in obedience, and on the contrary threatning him with the 
eifgrace of God, and withdeath, if he became a tranſpreſſor, was

the Red'Sea, upon the occaſion of that diſcourſe ſhould adde, that 
then God {antified the Baptiſme of the New Teſtament, he ſhould 
ſpeake fitly to the purpoſe, becauſe theſe _—_ were figures, which 
in Gods intention bad relation to the figure 0 iſme x Cor.10, 
ver.2.and 1 Per, 3,ver,2i. Although God ſanGtified not Bap- 
tiſme to bepraGtiſed at thar time in the Church,bur long after: like- 
wile Moſes might very well ſay, that God, as ſoone as be refted on 
the ſeventh day, ſanRihed that day, becauſe he reſted on it purpoſe- 
ly, to ordaine it tobee to men aholyday, although hee ordained ic 
not at that time, but long after in the dayes of the common wealth 
of 7/ae!. And indeed the Hebrew word which is tranſlated, by 
the word Sanifie, ſignificth, to canſecrate, ordaine; prepare; pub- 
li, proclaime, and is often taken relatively to that which is to

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Now if a ſeventh day could notbe ordained to Adam in quali- 
of a morall thing, but > as apointand rule of order, granting 
that 1& was preſcribed unto him, 1t 1s inconſequent that it was to 
continue afterwards by a pexpetuall ordinance given to all men.For 
there is no neceſſity, that all men after ſinne came into the world, 
ought to be alwaies ruled in Gods ſervice, by the ſame outward or- 
der that e Adam was ruled by before he ſinned, ſeeing things per- 
taining meerly and ſimply to order, are fubject to alteration. 

Ic is mott true, that if inthe ſtate of innocency God had or- 
dained to «Adama particular day amongſt others to ſerve him, it 
ſhould be as much, nay farre more fit and neceſlary, that wee under 
the ſtate of finne thould alwaies have alike ordinance for us: But 
I ſay withall,ſeeing it isluppoled that Adams had one of ſeven daies 
preicribed unto him in that eſtate, although he applyed lumſelfe 


every day to Gods ſervice withour diſtraftion, that we in the eſtate 


we are in,and wherein we give our ſelves ſo ſeldome and ſo ſparing- 
ly to Gods ordinary ſervice, by reaſon of our worldly imployments, 
ſhould have beene tyed to more then one in leven. Yettor all that, 
Seeing God hath neyer preſcribed to ſinfull men but one ſevently 
day, and that, as I pretend, for the time of the bondage of the Law 
only;Seeing alſo under the new Teſtament, although we be alwaics 
ſinners, hewould not ſtint unto us any day, but in that point hath 
left his Church free ; I inferre from thence, that it is not likely, that 
hee ordained and limitted to eAdarms a ſeventh day ; nay, notany 
other day of Sabbath, Forby ſuch a limitation he had tyed and in- 
thralled him in that eſtate of innocency, as much and more then his 
oft-ſpring in the eſtate of finne 3 which ſeemeth to imply, that hee 
was as much. and more led daily away from Gods ſervice, then are 
poore ſinners which goe farre heya all reaſon,

God then 
being about to'give ſolemnely his Law a few daies after in moune 
S#na, as it ig apparent by the conference of the ſaxxteenth Chapter of 
Exod, verſ, 1, withthe ninteenth, ver/., 1.117, of which Law 
the injun&tion of the Sabbath was tobe a good thare, it pleaſed him

Where ſhall wee find before this time the word and the ordinance 
thereof? Muſt we reaſcend to the firlt daies of Adam,and have our 
recourſe to the ſanGtification of the ſeventh day mentioned in (7e»

lim, without making the leaſt mention, that he had inpyned them 
to keepe the Sabbath day, as alſo he imputerth not unto them the in- 
obſervation thereof, although in the fame Chapter ver. 12. he ſpea. 
keth of that day,but as given unto them after he had delivered them 
out of the land of Egypt, neither doth he caft in their teeth the 
careleſle regard that they had of 1t, ſaving ſince the time that they 
were in the wilderneſle, ver. 13. 

Secondly, fuypofing that ſome of the Iſraelites had pur the or- 
dinance of the Sabbath out of minde, this fault could not be com- 
mon toall, not torſooth, 79 Moſes, «Aaron, Caleb, Toſknah, and 
to other perſons eminent in godlinefle, and authority, If theſe had 
it in memory, how did they not pur rhe people in minde of it, to 
make them'keepe it as ſoone as they were in the wildernefle in a full 
liberty to ſerve G o » without hinderance 2 But ſofar were they 
from remembring it, that 1t is noted ver. 22, that af the rulers of 
the congregation, who (hould have had beſt knowledge of the di- 
vine and ancient ordinances, when they ſaw the people gather and 
prepare on the ſixth day Mana for that day, and for the ſeyenth 
tollowing, according to the expreſſe command which Aoſes had 


> given them, were aſtoniſhed at it, as at a firange and extraor- 


dinary thing, whereby they were moved tocome to Moſes, and 
acquaint -bim with it, who upon thatoccalion informed them of 
Gods ordinarict concerning the day of Sabbatli, not asof an anci- 
ent, but as of a new . thing, which was unknowne beforeunto 
dem; and Whith he had atFreth eaitied hirpfelfe ver/e 77; So inthe

Aſoreover alſo I gave them m 
Sabbaths to bee a ſigne betweene me and them, that they mi FA 
know "that Iam the Lord that ſanttifie them, Whichiheweth 
evidently, that the Sabbath was nevergiven bur for the /ewes, who 
alſo have acknowledged by thoſe places, and taught in their bookes, 
thatthe Gentiles were not bound to keepe the Sabbath. 

They reply, that the Sabbath is thus appropriated to the 1/-ae- 
Lites inthe places which we have cited, becaule beſides the generall 
reaſon, which was the cauſe of the inſtitution and ordinance ther- 


of to all, and forall, fince the beginning of the world, to wit, to . - 


| bee amemoriall of the Creation, and of the reſt of God, Godre- 
newedit againe tothe Iewes tor other reaſons particular to them, as 
to be a token for remembrance of their deliverance and ret whuch 
God had given them from the bondage of e/£gypr, and of the mi. 
racle done in the Manna. | 
This reply which they bring cannot bee of any weight, ſeeing 
it cannot be found that any one man hath kept the Sabbath day, 
nor that -G o Þ hath at any time commanded it to the Iſraelites 
for any realon whatſoever, nor that thepeople of 1ſrael h1d kepr 
and obſerved it at any time before their abode in the wildernefle : 
Nay it is laid, that God gave it to them in the wilderneſſe, .and the 
Sabbath is. often' appropriated to them'abſolutely, even i its ſub- 
ftance, without meation of any circumſtances, or particular reaſons, 
as we proved 1n the places before cited our of the ninth Chapter of 
Nehemiah, and the {1xteenth Chapter of Exodus ver/e 29. in the 
laſt of which places God ——_—_ Ge Som 
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riall of the miracle of the Manna,but ſaith, that he had ordainedto 
the Tewes the Sabbath tobe kept by them, aud for that caule rained 
not Manna on that day upon them, 

Moreover ſeeing there is not any of the reaſons that moved 
Go Dto inſtitute the Sabbath, found tobe adapted to any other but 
to them, it is unreaſonable to extend the Sabbath it ſelte to others 
then to them, For although to be a memoriall of the creation, as 
alſo tobe a ligne of ſanctification, are realons capable of themſelves 
to be commonto others, as well as to them, yet God applyeth them 
never to others, but to them only, To them only he ſaid, Teri/y 
my Sabbaths yee ſpall keepe ; for it 18a fogne betweene me and you 
throughout your generations, that on may know that I amthe 
Lord that doth ſanttific you, Exod. 31. ver. 13. And verſe 17. 
It is a figne betweene me and the children of Iſrael for ever : foy 
in fixe dayes the Lord made heaven and earth, and on the ſeventh 
day he refted, and was refreſhed , which ſheweth cleerely,'that Ged 
took not occation of his reſt on the {eventh day trom all his workes, 
to inſtitute that day for a day of reſt, but for the 1ſraclites fake only, 
to wit, that it nught bee. a ſigne of their conſecration to God to 
be his people, of their ſanCtification,and of their ſpirituall and eter- 
nall reſt, which were benefits peculiar unto them, and not common 
to other nations. For it is againſt reaſon to ſay that God would 
ordaine a ſigne of theſe benefits to other nations, which he had ex- 
cluded from the covenant of grace, and conſequently from ſancti- 
fication, and from eternall life, 

It 1s nomore reaſonable to ſay,” that 1t was a (igne to the Pa- 
eriarches and faithfull which were before the Law, ſeeing that is 
not mentioned in the Scripture, where it 1s ſaid expreſly, that it was 
a ſigne belonging to thegenerations of the 1/-aelites, that is, tothe 
ages of the continuance of the Law, under which the 1/7aelites did 
hve, and not to them that had lived before, or were to live after, 
And as when Godſaid to Abraham,that he eſtabliſhed his covenant, 
to wit, Circumciſion, with him and his ſeed after him, # their ge= 


. nerations, Genef. i 7. vaſeF: $,9, 10, wee inferre from thence 


very well, that before the daies of eAbraham Circumciſion was 
not uſed. In hike manner, from the inſtitution of the Sabbath to be 
kept by the 1/raelites in their generations, we conclude ſoundly, 
that before that time it was not obſerved, Nay with as good _ 
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ſon may it be thought, thatcircmcſion wasuledbefore the dayes 
of eAbraham, and that Gop did onely revive it after-ſome 
particular faſhion, although no mention be made thereof before 
Abraham, as many doe ſurmiſe the Sabbath day to have beene kept 
from the beginning, and that God did only renew it to the ewes, 
although that be nor written. ; 

I acknowledge, that in ſome places of Scripture ſome things 
may be found appropriated to the liraelites particularly, which ap- 
pertained and- did (till pertaine to others as well as to them, and 
thatbyreaſon of fome particular forme whereby G © d gave them 
more excellently unto them then unto others, and of certaine 
circumſtances wherewith hee accompanied them, to make them 
more commendable unto them, and move them to keepe them more 
carefully, and that ordinances obligatory to all men were given 
them, clothed with certaine ceremonies belonging to them onely : 
But theſe are things which carry with them their owne evidence,or 
which the Scripture teacheth otherwhere to have beene common to 
others. Burt as for the ſeventh day of Sabbath, it appeareth noe, 
neither by the nature thereof, nor by any declaration of Scripture, 
that it id belong to others then to the Iewes. And therefore from 
this that we finde it never appropriated to any people but ro them, 
we conclude molt rationally, that 1t was never ordained to any peo- 
ple, ſaving unto them,

| O prove that the Patriarkesand other faithfull which were 
betore the Law kept the ſeventh day of Sabbath, ſome take 
an argument from the diſtinction of weekes, which is 
pretended to have beene uſuall in their time. To this purpoſe they 
alleadge the eight Chapter of Geneſis, ver. 8,9,10, I1, 12, where 
it is ſaid, that Noah having ſent forth a Dove to know-if the wa- 
ters. were abated from of the face of the earth, and the Pigeon re- 
turning unto himinto the Arke,he ſtayed yet other ſeven dayes,and 
ſent her forth the ſecond tinge, and again ocher-ſeven dayes,and ſent 
her forch the third time ; Whence they would faine inferre, that 
Noab obſerved weekes, and in them the ſeventh day, They al- 
leadge likewiſe out of the 29. Chapter of Geneſis, ver, 27, that 
1acob complaining of Zabar, who had beguiled him, giving him 
Leah inſtead of Rachel, for whom he had ſerved ſeven yeeres, La- 
ban anſwered, fulfil. her weekg, and we will give thee this alſo for 
the ſervice that thou ſralt ſerve with me yet other ſeven yeeres. 
Moreover, they adde this inconvenience, that if. the Patriarkes be- 
fore the Law obſerved not the diſtintion of weekes, and in them 
the ſeventh day, they obſerved and ſolemnized not alſo the remem- 
brance of the Creation, which God performed in fixe dayes,.and of 
tus reſt on the ſeventhday, * 2 
To that 1 auſwer, ff, that alchough the Fathers before the 
Lav had ſkept a regular diſtinRtion of. weekes, it ſhould nor fol- 
low, that they obſerved the ſeventh day particularly,and made of it a 
day of reſt;and ofexerciſes of Religion, - For they might haye kept 


wat diſtinion ſimply as a diſtinRtion of rime, .ag they didof 


moneths 
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'moneths and of yeeres, without cyingunto itany rule for the pers 


erciſes of Religion, no more than to thele other, 
- Bur, Secondly, I ay, that it appeareth nor, that before tlie Law 
obſerved the foreſaid diſtinction, We find in the Hiitory of 
their lives, that they have.obſerved diſtinCtion of dayes,ofmoneths, 
of yeeres, of which times'expreſle mention is there made, as alſo 
the* diſtinction of theſe times 1s grounded upon the two great hea- 
venly lights, to wit, the Sunne and the Moone, which God created 
purpoſely to bee for ſognes, and for ſeaſons, aud for dayes, and. 


yeeres, as isto be ſeene 1n Geneſss, firlt Chapter, verſe 14. whereof. 


the Patriarkes were well informed, having a great knowledge of the. 
Willof Gop, and of naturall things. Whereas the diſtin&tion. 
of weekes.is not grounded upon any naturall reaſon, nor alſo upon. 
any ordinance of G o Þ which may be proved to have beene made 
from the beginning : Neither is there any where mention made of 
any obſervation of weekes before the Law ; The paſſages allead-. 
ed to demonſtrate it, being too teeble for that purpoſe. 

To the firſt of the eight of Geneſis Ifay, that theargument . 
which is grounded upon it, conliſts only in a ſimple and uncertaine. 
conjeure. Indeed Noah twice or thrice, one leyenth day after 
another, did let out the Pigeon, or as the Text laith, after he had. 
ftazed ſeven dayes, but the Hiſtory tellethus not what reaſon hee 
had to obſerve after that manner anintervallof ſevendayes ; And 
ic were too great railneſſe to determine it. Howlſoever, no man 
can gather from thence. an ordinary and ſtinted diftinction of 
weekes, ſuchas hath beene fince the Law was given. For to come 
to that, they muſt ſuppoſe without any evidence produced, or teſti-: 
mony brought, that the firſt time that Noh lent out the Dove was. 
the ſeventh day afrer he had ler out the Raven, and that the ſecond 
time he ſeat forth the Pigeon preciſely on the ſeventh day follow- 
ing after the firſt leventh day, and fo likewiſethe third time. . For 
if he let ber our after ſeven dayes fully expired, as the words may be 
taken, it ſhall be on the eight day, which ſhould make a diſtinction, 
of a ſpace not of ſeven, but ot eight dayes, Secondly, in caſe it 
was on each ſeventh day that he ſent out the Dove, it mult be ſup= 
poled, that it was preciſcly on the laſt, or on the firſt day of the 
weeke, and that hee obſerved exactly the one or the other for that 


pupole, For if he ſent.ber.foxth on ſome. other day, then the firll 
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or .he laſt, and ſent ber forth againe on the ſeventh day following, 
that would only make a weeke perverted and uregular, and not the 
ſeventh day eſtabliſhed and ordainedby the Law, whereof the Sab- 
_ bathday wasthe laſt day, which can be farze lefle proved by the paſ- 
Gage betore cited, to have beene obſerved by Noah, For to make that 
200d, it muſt be certaine that he ſent forth his Pigeon on the proper 
day of Sabbath, and that of purpoſe to performe in ſodoing a work 
of ſanCtification belonging to that day : Which not only is not 
certaine, but is alſo againit all likehhood, For ſeeing the obſerva- 
tion of the ſeventh day, ordained by the Law, obligeth man to reſt 
from all ſervile workes, and to cauſe all other living creatures that 
are in his poſſeſſion to reſt likewiſe, if Noah had knowne and ob< 
ſerved the Sabbath day, Tuch as the Law ordained afterwards, hee 
had kept himſelfe quiet, and had not applyed fo holy a day to ler 
forth the Pigeon, that 1t might flye abroad here and there, and to 
obſerve what tokens ſhe ſhould bring unto him of the decreaſing of 
the waters, which was rather a rickninn, then a ſanGtification of 
the Sabbath, according to the tenor of the Law. And therefore, 
although Noh had let out the Dove on the ſeventh day ofthe 
weeke, that ſhould notbe attributed to any particular deligne tyed 
to that day, rather than to another,but taken as done on that day in- 
differently, as it might have beene done on any other day, without 
ſeeking any other reaſon thereof, 
Tothe other paſſage taken out of the 29. Chapter of Geneſss, 
I anſwer, that the weeke there mentioned 1s not neceſſarily to bee 
underſtood of a weeke of dayes ordinary and regular : But it may 
be taken for a weeke of yeeres, or for a number of ſeven and 
the pronoune 7 H 1 $ twice repeated, for Rachel, the lence of 
Labans words to [acob being this, As thou haſt ſerved ſeven ) 
and haſt received Zeah for reward to beerhy Wife, fulkll alſo a 
weeke, that is, ſerve other ſeven yeeres, for 7 HH 7, that is, for 
CR mts ſhall be given thee to _ th _ : and ſos this 
ace ned by many interpreters, Bur if thepronoune Ny 
in thefoiphe nndedivod of Leah, and the wr of a weeke 
of dayes, and if Labans words to Jacob be taken, as if he had deſi 
red him to fulfill a weeke of dayes ordained forthe celebration of 
the ſolemnity of his mariage with Leah, promiſing that after theſe 
feven dayes hee ſhould allo give him Rechvt, a5 others take it, " 
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alſo availes not, For from thence is provedonly, that the cuſtome 
was to beſtow ſeven daies on the lolemnities and paſtimes of wed- 
_— that there was then a weeke regular and ordinary, where« 
of the laſt day was the ſame that Godreſted on fromll his workes, 
and was alſo to that people an holy day of reſt, it is a concluſion 
br one be gathered out of that hiſtory, and will never be 
proved, - 
Seeing therefore there is no ſutficient proofe of a ſtinted diftin- 
Ction of dates before the Law, this may be ro me a contrary argu- 
ment to prove, that the Sabbath day was not then kept. For ſeeing 
out of the obſeryation thereof tolloweth of neceſſity the diſtintion 
of weekes, if it had been obſerved from the beginning of the world, 
frequent mention had bin then made of weeks, and the men of thoſe 
daies had counted by weeks as well as by dates moneths,and yeeres, 
which is not to be tound : Nay it is molt likely, that the diſtinction 
of weekes beganne firſt among the /ewes, as ſoone as the Law was 
given, and from the ewes came tothe Gentiles, as a diſtinction of 
time very commodious and convenient, thoughthey corrupted it, 
conſecrating the ſeven dates of the weeke to the ſeven planets, 
which they made Jdols of, and impoſing unto them their names, 
whereas the Zewes named them according totheir order, with rela- 
tion to the Sabbath, the firit, ſecond, third, &c, of the Sabbath, 

Yet, although the faithfull before the Law did not keepe a di- 
ſtintion of daies, the inconvenience propounded in the m__—_— 
of this Chapter followeth not, to wit, that if ſo be they did not ce- 
lebrate the remembrance of the creation which God finiſhed 1n ſixe 
daies, and from which he began to ret on the ſeventh day, or thac 
they had otherwiſe torgotten that great worke of God, For conf- - 
dering the creation biokely chey could not be ignorant that God 
had created the world, ſeeing the thing ——_ of it ſelfe, and all 
creatures cry with aloud voice, that they have one Author that hath 
made them, ſeeing allo the diſtinction of daies and months that was 
knowne unto them, by the ordinary courſe of the heavenly lights, 
led them of neceſſity to a beginning, no lefle then the diſtinCtion ot 
weekes, which bad 1n it no particular thing capable toteach them {o 
much. As for the Gentiles which were ignorant of the creation of 
the World, and weenedit tobe eternall, that was in them a grofle - 
andblockiſh error againſt the light and documents of Nature, Yerit

was not univerſall.; For there have beene ſome in all times, who 
have beleeved and taught, that the world hath had a beginning, and 
was made, though they have erred in their opinions concerning the 
framing thereot. 17170 
Addeto this, that in the holy generation of theſe firſt faithfull, 
the Fathers had alwaies a ſpeciall care to teach it to their children 
by a continuall tradition, which, with the manifeſtation of the crea- 
nion in generall, might alſo make knowne unto them the particular 
order obſerved of God in that wonderfull worke,to wit,that in-ſixe 
daies he made heaven and earth,and reſted the ſeventh day, For it is 
likelythat eFdars learned it of God, that hee kept the knowledge 


. thereof, and imparted it «eo his chuldren, who called it to memory, 


and at all occations glorified for 1t the Lord their God, So they 
might know, withour any regular obſervation of weekes, on what 


day Godbegan, and on what day hee ended the creation of the 


world, For the foreſaid tradition being ſuppoſedby the diſtintion 
of moneths and yeeres, whuch was alwaies obſerved, it was eafie to 
make that ſupputation, alchough ſome, even of the chiefe mena- 
mong the Jewes, as Philo in the firſt Booke of the lite of Moſes, 
ſicke nor to ſay, that the natall day of the world, wherein it 
was finiſhed, beganne not tobe knowne, but by the /raelites, when 
God at firſt rained Manna upon them in the wildernefle, and that 
it was wholly unknowne to the Fathers, in which affirmation I ſee 
noinconvenience, | 
But howſoever,it was no manner of way neceſlary, that they 
ſhould celebrate ordinarily the memory of the creation, and of the 
reſt of God on a folemne and ſtinted day ; yea, on the laſt of the 
{even daies wherein G o Þ reſted; and marke the: revolution 
thereof trom day to day ; Neither doth it appeare, that they did any 
ſuch thing, Nay, itisf:rre more apparent, that God gave the fixit 
knowledge,and commanded the ercinary and common obſervation 
of this day, when raining Manna upon the 1/raelites lixe daies con- 
ſequently, he gave then none on the ſeventh day, ſaying, it was the 
Sabbath day, which he would have them-to keepe in time to come, 
and which 4 enjoined expreſly unto them in the Decalogue, de- 
claring that on that day hee reited fromthe workes of the Crea- 
tion, 247k

T HEY, object allo from che fourthChapter of the Epiſtle 
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the Plalmiſt adapted it alſoto the Zewes of his time,cxhorting them 
not to harden their hearts, when they ſhall hearethe voice of God, 
astheir Fathers have done, leſt they alſo ſhould come ſhort of ea- 
tring into his ret, Thar, 1 fay, the Apoſtle cxting that threar, as ap= 
plyed by the Plalmiſt to his time, oblerveth, chat God at that time 
ſpoke on this wiſe ; 7 have ſmorne in m wrath, if they ſhall enter 
into my reft, although his workes were Cniſbed from the foundation 
of the world, For he ſpake in 4 certaine place (to wit, in the ſecond 
Chapter of Geneſis) of the ſeventh day on this wiſe : And God 
reſted the ſeventh day from all his workes. And that from :thence 
the Apoltle maketh this inference, that God in this threat, wherein 
hee ſpake in Davids time of a relt to come, whereof the 7/- - 
raclites ſhould come (hore, could not underſtand the reſt- of the 
ſeventh day, mentioned in the ſecond of Geneſis, becaule thar 
xeſthad a great ſway from the foundation of the world : As hee 
thewerh alſo in the verſes following, that it could not be taken for 
the reſt of the Land of Canaan, becaule Toſpnah a long time betore 
had brought the 1/-aelites into that reſt, and therefore of neceſli 
God ſpake of another reſt then of theſe two, to wit, ofa {pirituall 
and heavenly reſt, which thole that beleeve are admitted into, and

| endeavour to make out of this diſcourſe this illation, that 
the obſervation of the Sabbath day was ordained to all men from- 
the beginning of the world, .even from that ſeventh day wherein 
God reſted from all his workes. For they pur in this che force 
of the argumentation of the Apoitle, to wit, That the reſt of the 
feventh day was not to be underſtood in the threat denounced in 
D avids time againſt the 1/raelites,that they ſhould never enter in- 
to Gods reſt, becauſe men were already entred into it from the be- 
ginning ofthe world, as it is written z And God refted the ſeventh 
day from all his workes, andis locited by the Apoſtle, and by them 
urged as impoſſible to be underſtood onely of Gods reſting trom all

jeQt to an ealie replys becauſe he had omitted? the reſt which out of 
all doubt God inſtituted, at leaſt in the fourh Commandement, 

xcerning which reſt, ſeeing hee excluded it not, the Hebrewes 
might have replyed unto him, that God underitood, and denoted it 
inthat threat, wherewith hee threatned the 1ſraelites by David, 
that they ſhould not enterinto his reſt, and ſo hee had not obtained 
his end, which was to ſhew, that God fpeaketh ther of the he:= 
venly reſt, and not of any other. 

To all this reaſoning, which, to-ſome that-make uſe of it, ſee- 
meth to be of great weight, to others but light and le, Iams 
ſwer ſhortly, char albeit ic hath ſome thew, it not ſtren 
enough to prove that which is in queſtion, to. wit, that the obſer- 
vation of the Sabbath day was ordained to man from the beginning 
ofthe world. For the Apoſtle in the place above cited, ver,z.& 4. 
ſpeaketh not expreſly of any reſt ordained to man, not that men had 
at that time cntred into any reſt ; nay, he maketh no mention, that 
' God hadblefſed and ſfanftified the Sabbarhday,. but ſaith that God 
did reſt the ſeventh day,as ſoone as his works were finiſhed. There- 
fore it is not his ſcope to teach, that the relt of the ſeventh day was 
kept by men from the foundation of the world, and that for thac 
catſe God could oc underſtandit, when in the daies of David he

Which GoD gavethem to underſtand, when he cauſed Iſo- 
ſes to obſerve in the deſcription of the Huſtory of the Creation;that 
#n the ſeventh ey hee reſted from all his workes, conformably 
whereunto he commanded the Tewes to keepe the ſeventhyday, and 
toreſton it, as he had reſted, that it might be unto them a type and 
figure of the heavenly reſt, And in this reſpe&t we may grant, that 
the Apoſtle __ alſoof thereſt of the leventh day ordained to 
men, andexcludeth ir out.of the fence of the threat, but indire&1 
and by conſequence only, for as muchas affirming;that even the n 
of God Htmſelfe on the ſeventh day after he had tintthed his works, 
was not underitood in the foreſaid threat when Gov denonaced 
by David, we may inferre from thence, thatlikewiſe che reſt or» 
dained to men was notunderſtood in it. . Not becauſe this was as 
ancientas that, for in fuch an afſeverationthere isno conlequents'; 


- but becauſe that was the foundation of the inſtitution ot this xo 


the Ifraclices, and this had a great tway hen Gop gavethat 
— with ſucha threat, as wellas that, —_—— 
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Te confirme that I ſay ſerveth the tenth verſe, where it is aid, 
that he that is entred into Gods Reſt, hath alſo reſted from bis owne 
workes, as God did alſo from his, the meaning of which words is, 
chat they which are entred into the heavenly Relt ceaſe from all 
their labours and buſineſſes of this life, even as God on the ſeventh 
day reſted from all his workes, whereby the Apoltle fignifieth, that 
God in his ownreſt eſtabliſhed a figure of the heavenly Reſt, which 
he would conterre uponmen, whereof he gave them notice after- 
ward; whence it followeth,: that in the third and fourth verſes 
(which. the tenth verſe hath relation unto) where it is obſerved, 
that God from the foundation of the world, afterhis workes were 
finiſhed, reſted the ſeventh day,and notified ſo much by Afo/es in the 
ſecond Chap. of Geneſis, the Apoltle deligned directly no other reſt, 
but Gods owne: and meant not reit ordained the begin- 
ning to Adam, For if he had meant ſuch a reſt, he had ſaid inthe 10, 
verle, he that entreth into Gods heavenly relt, ceaſeth from all the 
workes of this life,even as e Adam by Gods commandement reſted 
on the ſeventh day, and had not ſaid limply, as God reſted from all 
his workes, 

The inſtances alleadged are weak. For what neceſſity is there,that 
becauſe-by the two other reſts of God mentioned by the Apoſtle, 
He.4.v.1,8,9.to wit,the reſt of the land of Canaan, and the heaven» 
ly reſt, a reſt given tomen is underſtood, evenſo by the reſt of the ſe- - 
venth day-inthe 2.6 3.verſcsa like reſt is tobe formally underſtood, 
andin the ſame reſpect;As if one and the lame word were not often 
found in the Scripture,in the ſame tenor of a diſcourſe, taken in ditfe- 
rent reſpe&ts,and much more different then is here Gods reſt, which 
in two places ſignifieth direGly and expreilya Rett of God, in as 
much as given to men,and in the third a Reſt of God, in as much as 
he himſelfe reſted : But indireGtly and by conlequence,-in as much 
as he ordained afterwards to men to reſt according to his example. 

W hich is an equivocation (if they will have it tobe focalled)of 
{mall weight, and inferior to many others which in other paſlayes 
may be found un one and the fame word, which moreover bringeth 
no inconveniency with it. For what neceſſity was there that this 
tearme The Reſt of God, (hould be alwayes in this diſcourſe of the 
Apoltle caken inthe ſame ſence, ſeeing his only intention was to 
demonſtrate, that all other Reſt of God, which the Scripeure cal- 
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leth fo, ſaving the beavenlyreft, in whatſoever ſence it be taken, 
could not be underſtood in tbe threat denounced by David. For 
Iwill here ſer downea ſence whuch may bee conveniently fitted to 
the words of the Apoſtle, God in his threat wherewith he threat- 
ned the .li{raclites by David, that if they were rebellious, they 
ſhould not enter into his-reft, underſtood either his owne Ret 
which he reſted on the ſeventh day, after his workes were finiſhed, 
from the Creation: of the world ; and which was the foundation 
and occaſion moving him to ordaine long after the reſt of the Se- 
venth dayco menzOr the reſt of the land of Canaan, or the heavenly 
Reft, ſeeing there is no mention in the Scripture of any Reſt of 
God, butof thole three, Now of neceſlity he underſtood the hea» 
venly Reſt. For hee could notunderſtand the reſt of the land of 
Canaan, begauſe the Iſraelites were already entred intothatland, 
and enjoyed 1t : Nor alſo his owne Reſt which he reſted on the ſe- 
venth day, becauſe it was palt and gone from the foundation of che 
world, bc(ides that it was not of ſuch a natare that men could enter 
into it; Whence followed alſo that likewiſe God did not under- 
ſtand the Reſt of the ſeventh day ordained tomen, becauſe indeed 
it was not ordained unto them, but conformably to the example of 
Gods Reſt, which was the caule and reaſon of the inſtitution rhere- 
of : And therefore if this reſt was excluded from Gods intention 
in his threat, that was excluded allo, although the Apoltle expret- 
ſeth not this unto us, and farre lefle at what time God gave to men 
the ordinance of the ſeventh day, contenting himſelte with the ex- 
preſſion of Gods own Reſt, afcer he had finithed his workes, on the 
firlt ſeventh day, which Ret being excluded, exchuded alſo the other 
ordained to men, in whatſoever time it was ordained untothem, 
whether in the proper time of Gods reſt, or long after : Neither of 
- Which can be learned of the Apoſtles words in this diſcourſe, but 
may be elſewhere. 

According to this, itiscleere, that by the Apoſtles reafonin 
the way was ſhutup to the foreſaid reply, which, as is AER 
may be made of the maymedneſle of his argumentation, wherein 
1s left out the reſt commanded to men in the fourch Commande- 
ment, if by the reſt of God wee muſt underſtand Gods owne reſt, 
and riot the reſt which he ordained tomen. For I deny not, but 
ths cis was alonderſlod by the Apo. Bar, as have lad,

Heprincipall reaſon alleadged to prove the morality of the 
. _ Sabbath, 1s taken from the fourth Commandement, Re- 
member the Sabbath day, to keepe it holy, &c, And firlt, 
they urge in generall the nature of the Commandement, which is 
one of the ten of the morall. Law, which God Himſelte pronoun- 
ced with his owne mouth, ingraved with his owne hand upoa two 
Tables of ſtone, for a figne and token of perperuall continuance, 
and cauſcd the ſaid Tables tobe put and kept in the Arke, andther- 
fore the faurth Commandement mult of neceſſity be morall and 
perpetuall, as the reſt are, otherwiſe nineCommandements onely 
thall be morall. But theſe nine being morall, it cannot be ſaid rea- 
ſonably that this is not forall, And if any man ſhould dare toſay 
it, profane men may beſo licentioully bold, as to make the ſame ex- 
ception againſt the reſt, in all chings wherein they cope with their 
particular vices, ſaying alſo, that they are not morall, That chey 
of the. Roman Church, who, to ſhrinke from the objection which 
we make againlt their idolatry by the formall words of the ſecond 
Commandement of the Law, preſume to an{wer that this Com- 
miandement is notmorall, and did belong to the Iewes only, ſhall 
finde a ſufficient colour to this anſwer, if it were true, that in the 
morall Law there is to be found a Commandement which 1s not 
ond 7 ene dn 
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morall, and that the fourth Commandement is ſuch a one. And 
therefore as they bave taken our of the Decalogue the ſecond Com- 
mandement, although. without all reaſon, ſeeing it is morall and 
perperuall, others may take out of it the fourth Commandemenr, 
and comprehend it no more with the reit, and that with as good rea- 
ſon, leeing it 1s not morall, and concerneth us not. 

To this I anſwer, firft,tbat in vaine doe they ſeeke to ſhew, that

did binde the Iewes, to keepe it in all thivgs that it comprehendeth; 
for they might prove with as good reaſon, that 1n theſe time under 
the Goſpell we arebound to have a Tabernacle or Temple like unto 
that which the lewes had of old, and to obſerve the ſame ſervice 
which they obſerved in it, becauſe God in the ſame mountaine with 
much Majeſty ſhewed the patterne thereof to;CHo/er,and comman- 
ded him to make it after that patterne. Whereas much otherwiſe, 
we are not bound to keepe the Law in that reſpect, that God pro- 
nounced it in the Mountaine of Sina,and wrote it upon two Tables 
which were givento oſes. For in thoſe reſpects, it obliged the 
Tewes only co whom alone alſo it was adrefled in thepretace put 
beforeit, Heare 1/rael,&c, No:more are theſe conliderations of ya.. 
lue to make it continue for ever. The inſcription therof in Tables 
of ſtone might have had another end and uſage, then that which 
is pretended by thoſe which ſay that it deneteth the perpetuity of 
all chat 1s contained therein ; for it repreſented the hardnefſe of the. 
heart of man, which is more retraGtary and thwart to the fpirituall 
inſcription of the Law of God, then the hardeſt itone is to the ma- 
teriall inſcription, which bardnefſe the Law is not of it ſelfe able to 
vanquith and overcome, becauſe it is a dead letter written in ſtone.

is made intheſe verſes, but onely betweene thoſe that are denoted 
in them as propoſers ot theſe things, and the divers manner of pro- 
ing them by the one and by the other... The. Covenant, the 
Statutes, and Tragements fignifie the fame thing in ſubſtance. Buc 
inthe 13.verſe God is ſaid to have propounded them with his owne 
mouth, and written them with his owne finger upon two Tables 
of ſtone, compriſing them all in the abridgement of ten Words or 
Commandements. And in the 14. verſe, oſes is faid to have 
taught them more amply and diffuledly, which 1s. confirmed by'that 
hath beene already aid, as. allo by theſe words of the 14. verſe, 
The Lord commanded me alſo that ſame time to teach you Statutes 
aud Indgements. For it is certaine, that God commanded oſes 
ta teach, not onely ceremoniall,; bur alſo morall Statutes: And 
446ſes laith no other thing but this, that God contented not him- 
felfe with that ſhort and tummary declaration which hee had given 
them, of the one and of the other, bnt injoyned hum to teach them 
morefully and largely. The conference of the 14, verſe with the z, 
2.5.6. 8. of the ſame Chapter furniſheth a molt evident proofe 
thereof ; For the Statutes and Iudgements which God commanded 
Moſes to teach, verle 1 9. arethe ſame which n the atorefaid verſes 
going before Afoſes ſaith, he taught, and commandedthe 1/raclites 
to keepe, that they might live, exhorting them to take heed thae 
they neither adde unto them,nor taks ought from them becaule they 
were righteous Statutes and Indgements, and their wiſedome and 
wederſtanding in the fight of all Nations : whiuch agreeth as well, 
yea, farre more with the Morall Commandements, as with the Ce- 
remoniall. And:oſes by expreſle commiſſion from God, taught 
them the one and the other, with this injunCtion, 20 keepe rhevh, as

zerh expreſly a ecrtaine leventh day, to wit, the lalt, For God af- 
terhe had faid; Sixe daves ſhalt rhow , and doe all thy worke, 
addeth, but the ſeventh day is the ath of the Lord thy Ged, 
which expreſſion alone and by it ſelfe,although there were no other 
thing ſaid, ſheweth, that he meanech the fevench m order, follow- 
ing the other fixe. When a manuttereth his minde 1a thus fort ; the 
third, the fourth, the fifth, &c, his intention is, to denote that 
which 1s. ſuch in order relatively to others going before, neither is 
there any man that will take it otherwiſe, Bur beſides this, God 
unfoldeth forthwich which ſeventh he meaneth, cownr, theparti- 
cular ſeventh wherern he reſted, after he had made all Ins workes in 
the ſixe daies' which went before, which was the laſt of ſeven. 
Moreover, tt is evident, that inthe fourth Commandement, the 
ſeventh day, and the day of reſt are the ſame, as alſo whereloever 
mention is made of them. And the day of Reſt is there taken'for the 
dayfrhat God reſted 1n, as is manidel by theſe words following : 
end he reſted the ſeventh day, wherefore he bleſſed the Sabbath 
day, and bollowed it ; the whichday wherein he reſted is the ſe- 
venth, or the laſt day after the fixe of the creation, as is evi- 
dent by theſe wordsalſo ; He made bis workes is fixe daies, and 
refted on the ſeventh day.

God 
hach bleſſed and ſanftified the ſeventh day, that 1s, as is preterided,” 
a leventh day undetermined, becaule in it he reſted, &c, This Pro= 
noune_ J*, . ean 'it fitly. and-conveniently denote a Uncer- 
taineandunlimited? Where's to be found a ſeventh day unli- 
mited, wherein God did ett? Moreover;Gods bleſſing and ſanRti- 
fication can-it'have an indefinite and urncertaine objebt ; ſo that 
God in particular ſan&tified nothing ?- Againe, can it be a conveni- 
ent reaſon, ' having any likelihood, that God having reſted on a cer- 
eaine ſeventh day, /and having conſidered in it all his workes which 
hee had finiſhed, after hee had made them 1n the ſixe daies before, 
which-was the cauſe that hee loved and eſteemed particularly that 
day, hath in that reſpeRt ſanCtified one of ſeven daies indefinitely, 
which/by that meanes might have beene oye of thoſe wherein hee 
wrought, and notthe ſame leventh wherein bereſted 2 If that were 
crue, 1t ſhould follow that the 1/-aelites did not obſerve the laſt day 
of the weeke, by obligation of the fourth Commandement tying 
them thereunto, but onely in generall one of the ſeven daies of the 
weeke, and that by ſome other particular Law they were taught ts 
obſerve the laſt of ſeven, although all the reſt of Gods Ordi :

W here- 
as it is molt ſure, that the Zewes in all times have profeſſed, and doe 
ſtillmake profeſſion, that they, keepe the laſt day of the weekeby 
exuebecih ation of the fourth Commandement, -which, accor- 
dingto this —_ did never underſtand. All theſe are as many 

urdities, And therefore it is moſt certaine, that the 

tourth Commandement ordaineth exprelly and formally the obſer- 

yation ofaparticylar ſeventh day, to wit, ofthe laſt of ſeven, and 
not of another. 

Neverthelefle, it may be ſaid in ſome ſort, that _ what- 

ſcever, whichis celebrated to the honour and glory of God, bath its

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ſerve our Sunday, .and other ſolemne and extraocdinary 
—_— ng ap : Not that itenjoyneth them pro- 
perly and dire&ly,bur onely indirettly, and by dedudtion or conſe- 
taken from the foundation, and generall end thereof, which 

is to enjoyneall men, toſerveGod publikely, and to conſecrate for 
thatpurpoſe, ſome ſolemne times, which 1n this reſpe&t, whatſo- 
ever they be, may be all referred unto it, not as being commanded 
intheir particular kinde, but onely in their genws,which is covertly 


- . and fundamentally cqntainedin '1t, and therewith determined ex- 


rely toone kinde only,to wit, to the ſeventh day, and to the laſt of 
nec not for ever, but during the time of the old Teſtament only. 
Wherefore to ſay that the fourth Commandement obligethonely, 
and -in expreſle termes to a ſeventh day unſtinted, and not to 
this particular ſeventh, which is here the point in queſtion, is a 
og altogether unreaſonable, as is evident by that hath beene 
aid, 
Tt is alſoa thing farre removed from all reaſon to fay,that yeri- 
ly the obſervation of a cerraine day of ſeven, to-wit, the laſt, was a 
th ceremoniall and peſitiye, and that this is the day which the 
Golpel hath but to obſerve alwaies-one day of ſeven, is 
morall, and that thus zs ratified and confrmed by the Goſpell. For 
the determination and particular obſeryation of any day whatſoe. 
veramongſt a certaine number, in quality of ſuch a one, cannot be a 
morall thing, Now to ordaine one of ſeven to be kept, maketh a 
determination and particular oblervation, not forl ſo particu- 
lar, as when one of ſeven : asfor example, the laſt is by name deter- 
mined and gom_ yet ſo farre particular, that none can deviſe, 
farre lefſe tell reaſonably, wherefore there ſhould be a morality ro 
ordaine and obſerve a ſeyenth day regularly, ratherthen to ordaine 
and obſerve the laſt of ſeven ; wherefore the Golſpell ſhould con- 
firme that more then this, abrogate this. more then that : wherefore 
finally, there is lefler inconvenience to ayouch, that the fourth 
ents ceremoniall and poſitive, 1nasmuch as it ordai- 
neth a particular ſeventh day, to wit, the 
CEN whom I diſpute, are conſtrained to acknowledge the 


dainerh one day of ſeyen, which is the point I land unto. 
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 Verily; these-is faure, more reaſon toſzy, that the fourth Com 
mandement ordaineth,as a morall thing, the publike ſervice of God, 


and conſequently that there be for that purpoſe a ſtinted day, ordi= 


, common, and ſo frequent in its revolution, that it may be ſuf- 
Ru for the practiſe mod neg of: that ſervice; for the "1 
all edification,of the Church, For nature teacheth, that it is fit that 
the publike fervice of God be frequently prabtiled, which hath as 
great force under the Goſpell, as under the Law, but that the ſaid 
Cemmandement obligeth preciſely to a.ſeyenth day, and to that (e- 
venth day wherein God reſted fromall his workes, it is an ordi- 
nance of ceremony and of order, which was for the Jewes only,and 
hath beene di by the Goſpel, 

For ſince the Goſpell came, it 18 a thing in its ſelfe indifferent to 

obſerve; not foro one day of ,any number how great ſoever it 
be, as of thirty, ſixvie, of an hundred, or of a yeare, which.as all the 
world may ſee, ſhould not be ſufficient to ſerve God publikely by 
his people, and thould bewray in ſuch a peoplea great negligence 
and want of affection to Gods 1ervice, bur one of foure, of fve,of 
ſixe, os.,u2 farame, of, fuch a number wherein that day may returne 
frequently, and.ſuffice for the intertainement of Religion and god- 
linefle; - And it may perhaps be gathered out of the fourth Com- 
mandement that one . in ſeyen is very ſutable and fitt, and that 
we ſhould not. under the Goſpell dedicate leſſeto God, tor ſeeing 
G op ordained tothe Iewes (other wayes bucthened with many 0- 
ther ceremoates.and holy dayes) one of ſeven, it is an argument 
probable enough that Chriſtians ought to conſecrate to him, at leaſt 
as much if not more of their time, which nevertheleſſe Godlefet to 
the 1; of the Church to ordaine with wiledome and conici- 
ence as hath beene already ſaid. , And ſoalthough the ceremoniall 
order preſcribed in the fourth Commandement concerning the day 
of reſt, obligeth not prockely and direCtly the Chriſtian Church, 
ſhe may notwithſtanding inferre from thence good inſtruttions, 
whereby. ſhe may be dire&ed in things concerning a convenient 
time for Gods publike ſervice, as ſhemaketh a good uſe for her di- 
retion of many other ceremonies of the 'Law. Wherefore if 
there were any man who would raſhly maintaine, that it ſufficeth 
under the New Teſtament to obſerve one day of twenty, or of an 


kundred, he (hould be. ſufficiently cefured by the forelal ona e- 
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ſides thepraRtife of rhe Chriltiah Church,” which hath jadged ic fic 
to obſerve, one of ſeven dayes, whichprattiſe no man ſhall gaine= 
fay, but he ſhall forthwith bewray himielte to be new-fangled, fan- 
cafticall, ang ſelfeewilled, © © + WI Res 
. Of all that hath beene {aid it1s evident, that the inconveni- 
ences alleadped in the argument, are not to be feared, ' For Thave 
already ſhewed, that it 15 no inconvenience to ſay, that of tenne 
Commandements contained in the Decalogue, there are but nine 
morall which oblige us now, and that the Law which 1s called mo- 
rall belongeth not unto us in all that it containech;- Yet in ſome 
ſort all the tenne may be defended.to be morall, becauſe the fourth 
Commandement is morall as well as _—_ in _ foundation a 
incipall end, alchough the thing expreſled 1n be a particular de- 
CG; ceremomiall, and politiye. - W hence protane fellowes 
cannot with any colour of reaſon inferre, that the ſubltanceof- the 
other Commandements is not morall nor obligatory to Chriſtians. 
For whatſoever is in them ({aving the promiſe annexed eo the fifth 
Commandement, which belongeth not & the ſubſtance thereof) 
ſheweth of it ſelfe, that it is morall, becauſe it hath ies foundation 
in the Law of nature written in the hearts of all'men,and is found 
ſo frequently, that no thing is more frequently, ratified and confir- 
med by the Scripture of the New Teſtament, which is-the rule of 
Chriſtanity,and therefore obligeth all Chriſtians untill the worlds 
end, which can not be lo ſaid of the fourth Commandement,uv the 
e ion that it maketh of a ſeventh day, for aday of reſt : 'For 
fitly that is not of the Law of Nature, and js not preſcribed by the 
Goſpell, it cannot oblige Chriſtians as a morall Law. '- 

By the ſame meanes is taken from the Roman' Church the pre- 
tence, which ſome think this doftrin furniſheth unto them, that the 
ſecond Commandement, whereof we make ſo -greatuſe againſt their 
Idolatry, 1s not morall nor perpetuall, but was particular to the 
Tewes, evenas, according to our confeſſion, was the fourth Com- 
mandement. For all that the ſecond Commandement airneth at;is 
contained andexpreſſed moſt clearely in the wotds thereof, which 


- tstoforbid to repreſent aud worſhip Ged by Images, to'make Trme- 


ges tobowe downeto them, aud to ſerve them religiouſly, and all 
that is —_ morall and perpetuall, grounded on the Law &f 
nature which of it ſelfe teacheth and ſhewerh, that it is a thing moſt 
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abturd and unworthy of God, who is a Spirit Infinite, Almighty, 
Ecernall, Immorrcall, Inuiſible,and the only W iſeGo D, to — 
ſent and ſerve him by mortall Images ; As alfo a thing unworthy of 
man.t@ worſhip the worke of his owne hands, as the Paynins 
themſelvehave acknowledged and written, | I 

"Wuneſles hereof arethe moſt ancient Rewaves, who know- 
ing by the Law of Nature, that G oÞ 1s a Spirit, judged by the 
lame light, that hee ought not to be figured nor lerved by Images. 
And chexefore they-had no Images ar all during the ſpace of more 
then ag bundredthreeleore and ten yeeres. And:Uarro a Rowane, 
and a Paga»,faith, that if that had comtinued fo, the Gods had beene 
ſerved more purely, adding, that the firſt which framed Images to 
the Geds, aboliſped the feare due unto them, and were the cauſe of 
MANETs ; 25 Wee-reade in $, e Auguſtine, in the fourth booke 
and 45. Chapter of the City of God, (| - 

The Prophets alſo, in many places of the old Teltament, re- 
buke the Nations which were ſtrangers from the Covenant of God, 
for their Images and Statues, as being guilty of a molt hainous ſin, 
inmakjngand worſtping them, againit a Law which percained 
tothem, and-which they were bound to. know. Theſe their xepre- 
heuſions they confirme by naturall reaſons,as may be leen,®xod,2 3.

For whereas ſome would referre and reduce to the ſecond 


Commandement, the whole exterhall ſervice of the Iewes,as con- 
tained, in ſome ſort, therein, to inferre from thence, thatif che 


fourth Commandemencbe in part ceremomniall, becauſe unto it are 


referred all the Sabbaths of the Jewes, all their holy —_—— New 
Moones, the ſecond may likewyſebe called ceremomiall in part, for 
the ſame reaſon. To that I anſwer, thatareduttionand reference

Now fith at that 
time the manner of his ſervice conſiſted in the obſervation of holy 
dayes,and diverſe ceremonies preſcribed by him in the Law of o- 
ſes, 1t may be 1aid, that in u he commanded them all : But 5nd:- 
ret, anda farre of ; Which cannot make the ſecond Comman- 
dement to be ceremoniall becauſe the ceremoniall and outward fer- 
vice appertaineth not Diretty and properly to the ſubſtance there- 
of, and is not expreſſed therein, Bur whatſoever is expreſſed in it, 
is of it ſelfe morall ; Whereas in the fourth Commandement the 

foreſaid feaſts and ceremonies are diretHy and neerly compriſed, 

For in'itGod ordaineth a principall boly day, and under it compre- 

hendeth all others: All that is expreſſed in it is ceremonial : 

the ceremonial ſervice of the Tewes maketh an efſentiall part of 

the ſanGtification of the Sabbath injoyned in it. So this comman- 

Sement.is not ceremoniall indiveftly, and in regard only thatunto

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it may be referred and appropriated, by a remoteand ae fetched 


reduction, the feaſts, New Moones, and IewiſhSabbaths, bur it is , 


tuch direfly and properly in it ſelte, even in the neereſt ſubſtance 
and matter which it propoundeth, - So the foreſaid exceptions a- 
gainft it ſhould be abſardand impertinently interred our ſay- 
ing concerning the fourth Gommandement, theſe two 
Commandements ſtand not in equall tearmes. . 

If any Papiſts ſhould mike tuch an inference, Bel/armine him- 
ſelfe will lend us his helping hand to refute it.

This being ſo, the Roman Church cannot cleanſe her ſelfe of a 
great rourry cutting off from the Decalogue, 1n all her ſervice 
bookes the tecond Commandement, and for not propounding it or- 
dinarily to the people, for that it fighteth againit her wdolatry, And, 
in my judgement, 1t ſhould be alſo an hainous fault, alchongh not in 
che ſame manner and reſpect, to nip away from the Decaloguethe 
fourth Commandement,or tamake no mention of it in the Church 


For t it be not morall, and obligethnot Chriſtians under the. 


New Tettament in theparticulars which it expreſlech, yer fith it is 
mee in the foundation whereupon ir is built, and in the generall 
end that it aimethgt, as hath beene ſaid before, and fith God would 
inſert it1n the ement of. his Law which he gave of oldtothe 
people of Urael, it ſhould be foole- hardinefle to pull it away,and to 
remoye it out of theroome where God hath placed it.

Elides the generall argument which is taken from the nature 
of the fourth Commandement, and hath beene refuted in the 
former Chapter, others more particular are taken from the 
termes and-words of the {aid Commandement ; and firſt they urge 
vehemently theſe firſt words thereof, Remember the Sabbath wr 
from whence, as they pretend, it may be inferred, thar ſeeing the 


remembring of a thing denoteth that:t was knowne before ; God, 


when he commanded the 1/7aelites to remember the Sabbath day, 
ſuppoſeth thac it was nota new ordinance which he gave unto them 
then, but an ancient one, yet, which undoubtedly they had for- 
2otten, and whereof it was neceſl.iry they ſhould be put in remem- 
brance, and the obſervation urged for the time to come. 
It is ſaid _ that the A of the —_ day _— 
God enjoyneth, ſaying, Remember the Sabbath day to keepe it holy, 
cannot < a. but this inſtance ry feeble, For 
firſt, although i ſhould prove that the inſtirution of the Sabbath 
day, which is here debated, did the Law from the begin=- 
ning, it cannot forall that inforcethe morality thereof. Nay, much 
otherwiſe, ſome doe thinke,that God in the beginning and entrance 
ofthe Commandement uſed the oe Remember, becauſe _ 
Deng 
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being naturall and morall, as the reſt are, the ewes might have 
more ealily forgotten 1t, GS | 
Secondly, 1: doth no manner of way prove the antiquity of this 
ordinance, For when he-that commandeth any thing, ſaith to him 
to whom he giveth inſtructions, Remember what I fay and com- 
mand thee, ſucha ſpeech 1mplyeth not alwaies that an injunction 1s 
2iven him of athing he knew before, whuch 1s againe recorded unto 
him, that he pay call it to minde ; Nay, molt otren, his intention is 
only to adviſe hum to conſider exatly, to meditate carefully, and to 
accompliſh faithfully in time to come, that which at that time is in- 
joyned him, For this terme, Rez-ember,when commandements are 
given, is not alwaies relative to the time paſt, but ſometimes hath 
regard onely to the time to come, whuch joyning and continuing tor 
ſome daies or yeeres lucceſlively, the time wherein they were given 
1s paſt, and ſo men haveneed tocall them to minde, asa thing paſt. 
SoGod inſtituted the Paſſeover for 4 memorial! of the deliverance 
of the firſt borne of his people from the deſtroyer, when the firſt 
borne of the Egyptians were ilaine, although it happened after the 
ſaid inſtitution, Exod. 1 2.verſc14.27.29:90 Moſer i untothem, 
Remember this day in which yee came out from Egypt, Exod, 13, 
verſ, 3, willing them 1n time to come to call to mrnde that where- 
| of they had the firſt knowledge and experience, and not before, but 
at that inſtant. So Chriit inttituted to his Diſciples the Sacrament 
of the Euchariſt, ſaying, 7 h#5 doe yee in remembrance of me, that is, 
of my death, 1 Cor. 11. ver/. 24.25, 26. although hee was at 
table with them, and was not put to death, till the next day atter, 
So this ſpeech, Remember the Sabbath day,mult be taken relatively 
tothe time to come, as if God had faid ; Take heed that afterwards 
jee keepe in minde the ordinance which I give you at this in- 
{tant, that you may obſerve it carefully ; and in the 1 2. verſe of the 
fifth Chapter of Dexteronomy, in liev of Remember, it is written, 
Keepe the Sabbath day, or, T ake heed to the Sabbath day to ſantti- 
fe it. Hee that commandeth another to.doe anything of moment, 
10 a time-future, ordinary, and regulate, may very well ſpeake un= 
to him in theſe termes, Remember ſuch a thing, and the time that 
thouart to doe jt 1n, before. it come, to the end, that when it ſhall 
come, thou mayelt be prepared to.doe it, and mayeſt doe it accor. 
cangly, which 1s all that God intended—o ſay to. the Joes in his: 
vel = —  Comman- 
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Commandement touching the Sabbath, co wit, that before that day 
ſhould fall out, they ſhould remember it in the precedent-dayes,and 
diſpoſe themlelves intime to ſanctihe nt, 

Thirdly, although it thould be taken as relative to the time paſt, 
it 1s needlefle to extend it to a long time betore, and namely tothe 
begirming of the world, but only to ſome few dayes foregoing, 
when G oÞ, through the occaſion of the Manna, fpake unto them 
of the Sabbath day, forbidding them to goe out ot their place on 
that day, to gather of it, becauſe they ſhould find none, and com- 
manding them to relt, and to abide every man in his place : which 
day, when after wards he gave the Law, he a——_— them more 
particularly and expreſſely to remember, becauſe they heard menti- 
on made of it a thort whale before, and to beware of profaning it, 
as they had done already, Exod. 16. verſe 28, 29. And queltion- 


lefle,to that which heſaid unto them concerning the Sabbath in the 


ſixteenth Chapter of Exod ,are to be referred theſe words which 
inthe fitch Chapter of 'Dexteronomic are added to the fourth Com- 
mandement, A eepe the Sabbath day to ſanctihie it, as the Lord hath 
commanded thee, As tor the Sanctihication of the Sabbath day wiuch 
God ordaineth, and of which it is {aid that it cannot be called a ce- 
remony, I anſwer, that indeed to ſpeake univerſally andablolutely, 
it.cannot be ſo called : For the Sabbath day.was and ought to be 
ſanRihed by morall duties : But in as much as it was tyed to the ſe- 
venth day, and was practiſed by ſacrifices, offerings, and other ſer- 
vices of the like kind, and by an exadt reſting from all worldly tra- 
vels, ſuchas G o Þ ordaineth in the fourth Commandement, it 1s 
ceremonall, 

Secondly, they ſtand much upon the words following, Srxe 
dayes ſhalt = labour, and doe all thy worke, but the ſeventh day, 
8c, Where, as they lay, there is a reaſon of the obſervation of the 
ſeventh day of Sabbath, which hath its foundation in equity and ju- 
ſtice, For if God giveth to men ſixe dayes for their owne affaires, 
and for the workes of their worldly calling, is it not more thanjult, 
that they conſecrate a ſeventh day to his ſervice ? And is it not as 
juit for Chriſtians, as for Iewes 2 And therefore, ſay they, Chriſti- 
ans, ſith they take ſixe dayes for their workes,are as much obliged as 
the Iewes to obſerve a ſeventh day of Sabbath to God, They ade 
allo, that as the labour of faxe dayes which is mentioned 1nthis 
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reaſon, and whence it is taken, is not a ceremoniall thing, no - 
more {ſhould the reſt of the ſeventh day be ceremoniall, 
I antwer, that in the foreſaid reaſon there isa mamtfeſt julfice 
and equity, which continueth for ever. But that jultice 1s general- 
ly in this, that, if a man hath many dayes for himſelfe and tor his 
owne workes, 1t 1s reaſonable hee conſecrate one amongſt many 
for Gods ſervice, Yea,there ſhould be a great deale more juſtice, to 
mploy, if it were poſlible, a greater number of dayes upon Gods 
tervice, then upon our own bulinefle, Nay,to beſtow them all, Alſo 
in conſequence of this juſtice and equity, we have {aid before, that 
under the New Tettament, in whoſe time the Chriſtians areYare 
more beholden to God, then the Iewes were, fith God hath diſchar- 
ged them of many burdens of outward ceremonies, which did lay 
heavy upon that people, and hath called them tobee in ſome ſort a 
people more franke and more affetionate to his ſervice, all the dayes 
of the weeke, as much aspoſlibly can be, ſhould be Holy dayes unto 
the L or Þ. Andbecaule they cannot poſſibly meet together eve- 
ry day to {erve in common, which neyertheleſlc he looks for as well 
as for a particular ſervice,they muſt ſtint ſome ordinary day for that 
end, and in thisſtinting mult not thew themſelves interiors to the 
lewes, appointing lefle than one day among ſeven to Gods ſervice., 
This is all that can be gathered from the forefaid reaſon, as it is ob- 
ligatory for ever. For to dedicate to God preciſely a ſeventh day, 
after we have beſtowed ſixe dayes upon our ſelves, 1t cannot be de- 
nyed but that 1t 1s moſt juſt, yet it is not more jult nor better propor- 
tioned, nor more obligatory, ot it ſelte and in 1ts own nature, ſpeci= 
ally co Chriſtians, nay not ſo much, as to conſecrate to God one 
of ſixe, or of five, or of foure. For the moe we hallow to God, the 
more- doe we that which is juſt, equitable, and well ordered, and 
the more doe wee performe our duty that wee are naturally bound 
unto towards him. If then God ordained in times paſt under the 
Law, that the day which he would have his people to dedicate un- 
to him, ſhould be particularly one of ſeven, it was not for any na- 
turall juſtice which was more in that number, or for any pro- 
portion which in it ſelfe was more convenient in that behalfe, 
then the appointment of any other-number, butbecauſe it was his 
good pleaſure to direct and rule for that ſeaſon the time of his ſer- 
vice, and to impoſe no more than one day of feyen upon a people 
en 
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loaden already with many ceremonies, And therefore no particu- 
hr juſtice being tied to this number of ſeven, more than toany o= 
hrs nn wen — Com- 
mandement, cannot bemorall, norco perpetuall, but on- 
ly poſitive and fora ſhort continuance, in thar A commmandeth to 
worke ſixe dayes, and to reſt the ſeventh day. Ic is morall only in 
the Mon and ſubſtance thereof, which is this, that if God 
giveth us liberty to- beftow a number of dayes uponour owne af- 
taires, it is reaſonable, that there be one day appointed wherein we 
ought to ſerve him : Wel lay, that are Chrittians, -and that as fre- 
quently,nay much more than the Iewes did, which we accord wil- 
lingly to be perpetuall : But with this reſtriction, that under the 
New Teſtament the choice of one day, amongſt a number of other 
dayes, is not tinted of God, and that he bindeth us no more to one 
of leven, then to one of {ixe, or of five, es 
Whereas they adde that as the labour of faxe dayes is not a thy 
ceremaniall, ſo neither ſhould the reit on the ſeventh day be pla 
in thatranke, Ianſwer,frf,inferring from thence a contrary argu- 
menc,that as to take paines in the workes of our temporall callings, 
— the condition of this preſent life, is a ny and ne- 
ceſlary,and may be called moral, but to work of ſeven dayes fox, bath 
not in 1t any ſpeciall neceſlity,even fo it is neceſlary,jult, and morall 
to dedicate ſome time to Gods publike ſervice, but that ſuch a time 
ſhould be preciſcly one of ſeyen dayes, is by no meanes monall. 
Secondly that w* I fay tobe ceremonial in the 4.Chmandement, 
is the Commandement it ſelfe, to wit, that which God expreſlely 
and ſely injoyneth to be kept, as belonging to lus outward and 
ike ſervice, Now he commandeth not any thing init preciſely, 
ring the obſeryation and ſantification of the day of reſt,by refrat- 
ning from all temporall callings. And whereas tis ſad, Sixe dayes 
faalt thou Iaboxr, as that maketh nopart of Gods ſervice, no more 
doth it make a part of the Commandement (although God thereby 
warneth men, that they ought not topaſle their dayes un idleneſſe, 
but ſhould .apply themſelyes every day tothe labour of an honelt 
calling, )but 1s a permiſſion put only by conceſſion, and relatively to 
the Commandement in this ſence : Thou art permitted to work ſix 
dayes,but on the 7th. day thou thalt abſtaine from all kind of work. 
Therefore it followeth not, that if _ wephourcomianatyts 
SZ ene 
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the Commandement doe noti any ceremony, the Comman- 
dement Fi ſelfe 18 HOT » 

- Thipdly, the Scripture in the labour of ſixe dayes eſtablitheth 
not unto-usanyceremonie, as it doth inthe relt of the ſeventh day, 
whichit maketh as exprefſely as can be, a type of the heavenly rett, 
as we have cleerely ſcene before. And yet ui relation to the heaven- 
ly reft, _ the reſt of the teventh day, I may fay, thgethe 
painefull of 1ixe dayesbefore the Sabbath, was a type and ti- 
gure of theſe troubles and aflitions wherewith the fairhfull are 
cofled to and- fro during the ages of this life, betore they come to 
the reſt of the kingdome of heaven, and that ſo this labour allo 
as ceremoniall, | 
They take their third argument from theſe words, The /eventh 
day #4 the reſt-of the Þ. o n Þ thy God, that is, itis the day which 
God hath not only created and made, as the other dayes, but alſo 
hath put apart, to the end that it be applyed to his ſervice, Whence 
it is often called, The day holy to the Lord, the reſt of God,or Gods 


. Sabbath, &c, Of this they inferre, ſeeing itis not lawfull to iteale 


trom God that which pertaineth unto hum, nor to commit facri- 
ledge, by devenring that which ts holy, Pro.20, ver. 25 , wemult, 
if we will not incurre this crime, conlecrate alwayes to God one of 
ſevendayes. 

But Tanſiver firff,that if this argument be of any vahue it ſhall 
prove, that it 1s the laſt of feven'whichall arebound to keepe al- 
wayes, as the reſt of God. For it 1sthus patricular {: day 
which 1s underſtood in the words before alleadged, and which alto 
was the Sabbath holy to the Lord, 

Secondly, I ſay, that theſe words lerve not at all to prove the 
morality and perpetuity of the Seventh day, In them it is truly 
faid, that the ſeventh day is the Lords reſt, townt, becauſe ar that 
time he ordained it to the lewes,to be obleryedby them in their ge- 
nerations,and if the Jewes had:nox obleryed,butapplyed it to their 
owne affaires, undoubtedly they had beene gwlty of dacriledge ; 
but doth .it follow, that, becauſe iris called che Lords Reſt, in re- 


. Bard of the ordinance whereby heinj the Jewes to it, 
we alſoare obli CN 


he notalſoin the Old Teſtament, when be ſpeaketh of the Leviti- 
lh, Gacrifces, and offerings, &c, call them molt frequently Hi- 
| _ (aerifices, 
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ſacrifices, His offerings, and all the other Sabbaths of the lewes, 
His Sabbaths, as well as the' Sabbath of the ſeventh day? na 
word, doth hee not claime all other things which hee comman.- 
ded to the Iewes concerning hus ſervice, as his owne 2 Shall 
we then conclude by the ſame reaſon, thar ſeeing it isnot lawtfull 
to touch holy things, and God did claime all theſe things as belon- 
ging unto him, we mult yet dedicate and conſecrate them untohim 
under the New Teſtament ? W ho ſeeth not the abſurdity of this 
conſequence, and by the ſame meanes of the conf e which is 
inferred of theſe words, The ſeventh day is Gods Reſb ? For as 
theſe things, which I have mentioned, did belong to God, but 
W om the Tewes only to obſerve them, it fareth even ſo yyich

. In the fourthplacethey urge alſo theſe words, Is it thow ſbal: 
not doe any works, mo bs Sonne, nor thy Daughter thy maxn- 
ſervant, nor thy maide-ſervant, nor thine O xe, nor thy eAſſe, nor 
any of thy Cattell, noy thy ſtranger that 5s within thy gates + 
Where they obſerve,that God hath reſpect to the eaſing ot fervants 
and of catcell, to the intent, that when they have beene kept ſixe 


dayes at worke, a ſeventh of relaxation be given them to reſt,and as 
it were, tobreath a lictle, and ſpecially thar the ſervants as well as- 


their maſters, may ſet themſelves about Gods ſervice, to learne and 
pradtiſe ic, [For which cauſe in the fifth Chapter of Denteronomie 
this patticularitie is added at the end of the 4*b. Commandement, 
That thy man-ſervant, and thy maide-ſervant may Reſt as well as 
thow. The ſame is likewiſe to be found, Exodus 23, verſe 12. All 
this is of Il juſtice and equity, For God under the New 
Teltament hath noe ſtripe and caſt away the bowels of compallion, 
and forſaken the care of ſervants,and poore beaſts. They take alfo in 
conſideration, that the ftranger 1s by name and fpecially obliged to 
keepe the Sabbath day, by refraining trom all kindeof worke, from 
whence they infetre, that it was nota Ilewihh ceremony, but a mo- 
rall point, becauſe nothing is univerſall, binding rangers as well 
as Tewes,faving thatwhich is morall, whereas the ceremonies were 
only for the lewes,” and as it were 4 midale wall of ſeparation be- 
tween them andall ſtrangers, Eph.2. ver.,14. And therefore, ſee- 
ing the ſtrangers which were Gentites, were by Gods command 
bound to keope the Sabbath day, as wellasthe wes, and when 
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they were in the Land of Caray, were conſtrained unto itby the 
Magiſtrates, as may be {eene in the 1 3.Chapter of Nehems, verſ.28, 
it followerh, that the obſervation ot the ſeventh day of Sabbath is a 
morall point, and not ſimply ceremoniall, 

I anſwer, that to give refreſhment to ſervants and poore beaſts 
after they have beene wearied with labour, and to be carefull thac 
ſervants learne toſerve God, and apply. them to 1o holy a duty, 
as well as their Maſters, is a thing naturally juſt and equitable, 
and that the words of the pag ia ys) no as _ as 
have reſpect to that duty, a perpetuall morality, and 
ME afins os, to give a time of relaxation and rel from 
labour to their ſervants and beaſts, inſtruct their ſervants in the 
feare of God, and be carefull that they ſerve him, both in their par- 
cicular devotions at home, and publike abroad with the reſt of 
the faithfull, in ſuch times and places that are appointed for that 
ſervice by the order of the Church, which if rhey doe not;they fin. 
Burt to ſet apart for the reit and of ſervants, and their imploy- 
ment in Gods ſervice ane of ſeven daies, rather then one of another 
number, and to reſt preciſely on the ſeventh day, according to the 
words of the hr ml vg Ho" ſeventh day. is the reſt Init 
thox ſhalt not doe any worke, that I lay againe and againe, is a thing 
{umply belonging to order and Church-governement, and bindeth 
not neceffarily for ever. 

As for the inſtance taken from the words whereby ſtrangers are 
bound to keeke the Sabbath day,it is altogether vaine and frivolous. 
For there mention 1s made onely of ſtrangers that were within the 
gates of the Zewes, that is, dwelling and ſojourning among them. 
Theſe ſtrangers were either Proſe/ytes.converted to the religion of 
the Jewes, which were in effe3t obliged by religion to the obleryari. 
on of the Sabbath, juſt as the ewes themſelyes,becauſe they were of 
the ſame religion that the /ewes were of, and by. their converſion 
were become ewes : Or they were ſtrangers, Pagans and Infidels, 
ſojourning in Judea for divers temporall occaſions, ſuch as were 
thoſe of whom mention is made in Nehems,Chep.13. Theſe indeed 
were conſtrained by the Magiſtrate to keepe, or rather not to violate 
the Sabbath publikely, as thoſe were of whom mention is made in 
the foreſaid Chapter of Nehemiah, not for their owne ſake, but on- 
ly in conſideration of the ewes, left they ſhould offend them, and 


give 
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2ive them occaſion to breake the Sabbath after their example. For 


the obſervation of the Sabbath did no more oblige them naturally, 
, thenthe other obſervation of the Iewith religion. luſt as in all poti- 
tick regiment, which is well ordered,it is uſuall to hinder thoſe that 
are ſtrangers tothe religion profeſſed in it, from: giving any diſtur- 
bance to the exerciles of devotion, & namely in the lolemmties and 
boly daies. To urgethis point, is it not true,that among the ewes, 
ſtrangers were obliged to keep all other Sabbaths, new Moons, holy 
daies, ſolemnitiesatter the ſame manner that they were conſtrained 
to keepe.the Sabhath, that 1s, noe to violate them publikely and with 
offence 2 Were they not forbidde1i as well as the /ewes to cate lea- 
vened bread, during theteven daies of the Paſſeover, Exodrxc 12. 
verſe 19. asalſo to eateblood, Levir. 17, ver/.10, 12,13. Will 
any manupon this1 that the ordinances of all theſe Sabbaths, 
new Moones, Feaſts, ened bread, abſtinence from eating 
blood,were not ceremonies,but morall ordinances obliging for ever 
all men, and conſequently all (hriſtions under the new Tettament? 
Sure this muſt be concluded by the fame reaſoning, the vanity 
whereof is by this ſufficiettly demonſtrated and diſcredited, 

- Fifthly, they inforce their opinion withtheſe words ; For in 
fixe daies the Log D maae heaven and earth, the ſea, and all that 
in them 1s, and reſted the ſeventh day, Whence they gather, that 
fith the creation muſt be in perpetuall remembsanice, and God or- 
dainedto the ewes the ſeventh day for a memoriall therof, and of 
his reſt, all men ought to keepe it continually for the ſame end, and 
in that follow his example, which alſo hee propoſeth in the words 
before mentioned, to the end, that as hee made his workes in ſixe 
daies, and reſted the ſeventh'day, ſo likewiſe men following his ex- 
ample, ſhould give themſelves to the workes of their calling, during 
the laxe daies of the weeke, and reſt on the ſeventh day, that they 
may apply it tothe conſideration of the works of God ; which they 
pretendtobe no leſſe obligatory towards Chriſtians under the new 
Teſtament, then towards the Jewes under the old Teſtament, be- 
jemodt 17x" Fin imitate a better Example then the 
— TothisLanſfwer, ff, that it may be that Gods end in 
the inſtitution of the day was, that it ſhould be a memoriall 
of the creation of all his workes gn\ſuxe daies, and of his reft on the 
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ſeventh day. 'That is not ſaid any where, but this onely is ſpecified, 
that God /anttified the ſeventh day, becanſe init he reſted from his 
workes after he had made them in fixe daies. Which (heweth on- 
ly the occaſion that God tooke to ordaine and eſtabliſh the Sabbath 
rar but not the end of the inſtitution thereof, which 1s declared un- 
to us in the foreſaid places of Exodas 31.verſc13.and of Exech.20.

This ts the end of the Inſtitution of the'Sabbath, which mult be {i 
plyed from thence. After that it followeth : For in xe datro the 
Lo «sD made heaven andearth, and on the ſeventh day he reſted, 
and was refreſhed. Thus is the occaſion and motive of the faid 1nfti- 
eution. ;There be ſome that would faine ofthis For make Thet,and 
jeine the two members of the 17. verle, as if they were but one, af- 
ter this manner; 1t i 4 figne betweene me and the children of }(rael 
for ever, that infixe daies the Lord made heaven and earth, to in- 
terrefrom'thence;that the Sabbath was ordained exprelly,tothe end 
itmight be a memoriall of the Creation ; but although the particle 
[5 fignifieth 7har, as well as For, yet that in the foreſaidyerſe ir 
drather fignifie For, and that the ſaid verſe ſhould bave ewo

Secondly, to ſtand longer upon this firſt anſwer, although I 
ſhould yeeld chat the.ſeyenth day of Sabbath was inſticuted of God 
p lely tobe a memaxiall o6.the Creation, the argument is neyer- 
theleſle unconſequent. Far although things palt ſhould be in-perpe- 
cuall remembrance ; Ir followeth not that the ſignes and memori- 
alls offuch chings inſtituted under the old Teſtament, ſhould be 
perperuall : Nay, they.ought not tobe, if they havebeene therewith 
types and figures relative to the.

Kingdome of heaven 
we {hall celebrate eternally the remembrance of our Creation and 
Redemption without any ſignes. AndI cannot ſee a cauſe, why un» 
der the new Teſtament, we ſhould burthen our ſelves witha ſ1gne, 
whuch God declareth to have beene ordained by him tocbe Zewes 5 
their generations, agif witbput.it we could not remember the thing 
{ignited unto them by it, Lets courent ourſelves with the gract- 
ons lignes and memorialls, which e/*« Chriſt hath infticuteg and 
given us, of the worke of our Redemption fulfilled by him, ofour 
pe onunfanrientbizon, &c:. Theſe are Baptilme and the 
ards which being of: a worke farre more tacellent 
then the Creation, have © egy yam re 
worke to ceaſe, which, notwithſtanding we may and. ought to 
record, having is #atwre continually many. memorulls thereat ve- 
tore our eyes, 39 Wit, the heanens, the

earth, all che: arcatures, 
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 Theſeoftheir nature, :and' of them 


which advertiſe us of their Author, and of the beginning of their 
exiſtance : And in holy Scriptwre many documents which enter- 
taine, and hold us moſt mes. in the conſideration of this 
worke. Yea,the Sacraments alſo ſignifying unto us gur Regenerati- 
on and new OCreation,draw us back conſequently to the meditation 
of our firſt Creation, And we may in all _ and times indiffe- 
rently call to minde, and for it glorifie the Lord our God poſlefſour 
of heauen and earth, although we be not tyed by the Law toany 
particular dﬀay. For of hins, and through him, and to him, are all 
things. To him be glory for ever, *Rom.11. 36. 
he example of God, who made in ſixe daies heaven andearth, 
and reſted on che ſeventh day, is of no force to this purpoſe. For to 
fay, without reſtriction, that Gods _—_ 15 of neceſſity to be al- 
waies followed, as being of it ſelfe and ot tes nature imitable, or ra- 
ther that God in all his works propoſeth himſelfe as a paterne and 
preſident to follow, is a propoſition too generall. God may be con- 
{idered, either in regard of his attributes, or in regardof his attions, 
Ot his attributes there be ſame, which wee ought to imitate, and 
they are inthe Scripture laid downe unto us as examples of imitati- 
on. Suchare his goodneſſe, his mercy, his love, his juſtice, as it is 
written ; Be noo dly, for f am holy, Levit. 19.verſ.2, 1 Pet. 1, 
verſ., 16, Be yee perfett and mercifull as your Father which us in 
heaven's perfeft and merciful, Matth.6. ver(.48. Luk. 6, verl. 36. 
Let ms love one another, for love is of God, for God is love, 1 Toh. 4. 
verſe, 7, 8. }f yee know that he is righteous, yee know that every one 
that doth righteeuſneſſe, is borne of bim, I Ioh. 2, verſ. 29, There 
be others, which, to ſpeake properly, are not paterns df imitation, 
neither-are we in any ſort able to imitate them. Such are his Exer- 
nity, the Infinity of his Eſſence, and Knowledge, his omnipoten- 
cy, &-c, which alſo we are nevwgexhorted co imitate, 

Iris conſequently even fo of his aftions, and of his faſhion in 
working, -Of them ſome flow immediatly from theſe firſt attributes 
of: his holineſſe, bounty, mercy, love, righteouſneſſe, &c,- and are 
efſencially ations charitable, 'mercifull, bountiful, 'zighceous, &c. 

mg es are imitable,- and —_— 
wates.' For example,God is bountifull,and doth good unto all;for- 
giveth all thoſe that have recourſeto his mercy, rock a convenient 
and ſure revrard unto verue, and a due punil{ ent to vice, > 
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cecterh choſe that are ſtrengthleſſe and oppreſſed, upholdeth thoſe 
that are infirme and weake, 8&c. whereot hee hath given triall by 
divers experiences : From thence wee may conclude truely and 
ſoundly, that, by reaſon of the righteouſneſls, holineſle, goodnefle, 
which are eflenrially imprinted in theſe ations, men ought to imi- 
tate them 1n all times, to their power and abilitie, according to 
the calling wherein they recalled, and the rules that he hath in his 
holy Word preſcribed unto them. 

There be ether actions proceeding from theſe other attributes or 
/ proprieties of God : For example, from his omnipotency, Such as 
are his miraculous ations ; God hath created the world of nothing, 
hath framed man of the dult of the earth, and doth a thouſand more 
or ſuch great wonders : Theſe actions oblige us not to imitate Gods 
example inthem ; alſo God propoundeth them not unto us as ex- 
amples to be followed, for we are not able to imitate them. 

Likew1ſe wee are not bound to immitate the actions and pro- 
ceedings of God, which are ded on his Will pure and fimple, 
whereof, although God had the reaſons in his owne breſt, yet we 
cannot on our part, alledge any reaſon taken from an eflentiall righ- 
teouſnefle inherent in them, bur onely ſay for all reafon, he hath 
done as it pleaſed him : As that he made the walls of Jerico to 
fall downe by ſeven blalts of feven trumpets of Rams-hornes, in 
ſeven ſeveralldaies, Toſh. 6. ver. 3.4.29. cured Nacman of his 
leproſie, ſending him to Fordar to wath int leven times, 2 King, , 
verſe. 10. 14, &c. | 

Like in all things is unto this the courſe which God did obſerve 
in the Creation, making all his works in fixe daies, and reſting on 
the ſeventh day, For no man cantell why he did fo, faving onely, 
becauſe he would ; the thing it felfe not having in 1t any naturall 
equity, or evident morality. And therefore no kinde of obligation 
to doe the like cane naturally inferred from thence, I meane to 
obſerye ſixe daies of worke, and one of reſt. All thele, and other 
ſemblable proceedings of God are not an example, and oblige not 
any man to imitate them, ſaving in caſe Godbe pleaſed to com- 
mand them to doe ſo: as hee would, not through any neceſſity 
which was in the thing, and whereby he was bound to make ſuch a 
Commandement, but becauſe fach was his good pleaſure, com- 


mand the Tewes to worke fixe daies, and reſt the ſeventh day, os | 
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alſo afterwatds obſerved that precept,not through neceſſity of imi- 
tation taken from the thing it ſclte, nor that naturally it was empla- 
ry unto them, but becauſe it pleaſed God to command them 1o to 
doe : As allo inthe fourth Commandement this reaton, that God 
in fixe dayes made and finiſhed all his workes,and reſted the ſeventh 
day, is not alleadged ENIIY for an example,and a cauſe of ob- 
ligation to the Iewes to doe the like, but as an occaſion that G o » 
rooke, according to his free will, to bind them by that Commande- 
ment to this obſeryation, whuch allo 1n conſequence of the ſaid 
Commandement they practiſed, For it is ſaid in expreſletearmes, 
In fixe dayes God made all his workes, and reſted the ſeventh day, 
Therefore he bleſſed the ſeventh day and hallowed it, to wit, tobe 
obſerved by the Jewes. And it was this bleſling and hallowing, 
notified by Commandement, which obliged the Tewes to the obſcr- 
vation of the ſeventh day, and not Gods courſe of proceeding im- 
mediately, For undoubtedly this will be advowed, that if God 
had not declared his will bya Commandement, the Lewes had not 
thought themſelves bound to this obſervation, and Gods procee- 
ding alone had not beene obligatory unto them, nor had the force 
of a Law among them : Whuch ſheweth, that in it there is no 
morality, no example binding the conſcience neceſlarily and for 
ever. 

This being fo, it followeth not, that if God waspleaſed to 
give this erdinance to the Iewes by occaſion of the order that he ob- 


ſerved 1n the Creation, he would alſo have it to continue among 


Chriſtians, ſeeing it was not grounded in any morall thing, which 
ſhould have life and vigor for eyer, no more than ſo many other or- 
dinances which he had given to that people upon good conſiderati- 
ons,oblige not Chriſtians, becauſe vhe reaſons were not morall. And 
as theſe ordinances are changed and aboliſhed, without any blame 
of variableneſſe or of turning that God hath incurred on his part, 
even ſothat ordinance conceraing the Sabbath might and o h to 
ceaſe likewiſe, All the morality that can be gathered from Gods ex- 


ample, is, that as God after he had made all his workes in the ſpace 


' of ſome dayes, reſted on another day, ſo we thould have tome day 


wherein, leaving off our ordinary occupations, we may buſie our 
ſelves about Gods ſeryice, But not that Gods example obligeth us 
to the ſame day of reſt which God obſerved, is bi , 
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| And indeed, the Chriſtians in the obſervation of their day af 


reſt doe not any more ground themſelves upon Gods example in the 
Creation. For although they keepe ſixe dayes of worke, and a e- 
venth of reſt, yer it 1s not the ſeventh day that (God reited in, for 
they work on that day, and reft on the firlt day of the weeke, which 
God began 1n to make all his workes, and ſo they. change Go\s or- 
der : Which ſheweth, that this example of God is noc obligatory. 
of it ſelfe, and tor ever, For if it were, we ſhould be bound to 
keepe,not only one of leven, but the ſame feventh which God gave 
us example to reſt in, there being no reaſon wherefore oneand the 
lame example of God ſhould neither be obligatory for ever in one 
of its parts, to wit, in that hee obſerved fixe dayes of labour, 
and a ſeventh of reit, then in the other, to wit, 1n that hee im- 
ployed the firlt ſixe dayes of the weeke to worke in, and the laſt 
toreſt in, 
They get no advantage to ſay, that under the New Teflament 
the alteration of the Sabbath day hath beene made from the laſt day 
of the weeke to the firit, becauſe In sus Cur1srT riling on 
this day reſted from the worke of our redemption, which 1s greater 
and more excellent than the worke of Creation, ſeeing that by it, 
man, who-yas created inthe flat mutable ſtate of nature,and of a na- 
turall grace, from whuch he fell away, and was alſo to remaine up- 
on earth, is putin the ſupernaturall and immutable ſtate of grace, 
to be received in. heaven, to be admitted to the contemplacion of 
God himſelte, and to live there 1n a light and purity, farre more per- 
fett then that which he had in the firſt Creation : "That alſo heaven 
and earth ſhall be renewed, and eſtablithed in a ſtate a great deale 
more beautifull and excellent chen the itate they were created in ; 
Nay that the Angels themſelves have thereby received many and 
great benefits : In. a word, that in vertue of that worke, hath in. 
part beene already made, and one day hall be made compleately a 
new Creation of all things, as Chriſt himlclte tpeaketh, Marth, 
19. verſe 28, And therefore it deſerved well, thac the day where-. 
in Chrilt, after he had finiſhed it, did ret, (hould be.conſecrated by. 
all thoſe that pretend to haye part mit, and to whom the benefit 
thereof is offered, if they reject it notby their owne fault, robea 
day of reſt under the New Teſtament, inſtead of the day which 
was obſerved under the Old Teſtament, in remembrance of bra 
Se eee oppo 
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reſting from the workes of the Creation, | 

| For I grant willinglythistobe true: But with all I ſay, chat 
the altering of the Sabbath day upon the occaſion of Chritts Re« 
furreion, thewerh plainely, that the example of Gods procee- 
ding in the Creation, and the obſervation ot one of ſeven dayes, 
and of the laſt of ſeven founded thereupon under the Old Telta- 
ment, was not. morall, For if it had beene, no alteration,no chan- 
ging could have beene made of that time, neither altogether, nor in 
part, for any occaſion occurring and falling out fithence,becauſe all 
morall things are perpetuall, have beene confirmed and ratified by 
Teſs (brift and have not been caſheered by him, nor by his Church, 
Now 1t is conſtant by the practiſe of all Chriſtian Churches, that a 
change hath beene made, and inthe beginning of that innovation 
the order of the obſervation of one of teven dayes was of neceſſity 


| ſubject cobe changed, and ceaſed to be obligatory. For when Chri- 


{tans began,or might have begun to omit the latt day of the weeke, 
and to keepe the &t. chey might alſo then have negleQted and vio- 
lated the foreſaid order of dedicating to G o Þ one day of ſeven, 
which nevertheleſſe is pretended to be morall, ſith by the death of 
Teſs Chriſt all the Iewith ceremonies, and amongſt them the an- 
cientday of Sabbath, thar is, the preciſe oblervarion of the ſeventh, 
or the laſt day of the weeke, which is not denyed to have beene ce- 
remonial], being abrogated of right, in the weeke wherein hap- 
ned the death of Chriſt, and on tbe Friday of that weeke, the Dul- * 
Ciples were not obliged to obſerve the laſt day of that weeke, which 
was Saturday, or the Sabbath of the Iewes immediately follow- 
_—_ they might have obſerved another in the weeke following : 
which being true, it followeth, that they might have overllipe all 
the ſeven dayes of the ſaid weeke, without conſecrating any of 
tem to God: And ineffe&t, in whatſoever time the Church be- 
gun at firſt to overpaſſe the laſt day of the weeke, of neceſſity ſhe 
paſled a whole weeke, wherein there was no ſeventh day of Sab- 
bath, which ſhe could not have done lawtully, if to obſerve one day 
of feven were amorall point, 
Furthermore, according to this maxime, which propoſeth the 
neceſſity of the obſervation of one day in the weeke, yea,ofa whole 
day, asof a pointmorall, fith nonecan inſtitute ſuch a _ God 
alone, this alioof neceſſity muſt be layd a3a fundamencallpoint of 
our 
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our Religion, that our Zord 7:/3« Chriſt on the ſame day that he 
roſe from death to life made this alteration of the laſt day into the 
firſt, and gave notice of it to his Diſciples, who other wayes could 
not have acknowledged ſo ſoone the neceſſity of this ing, 
For if he did it not, ſeeing they wereno more obliged to the Sab< 
bath day of the IJewes which was abrogated by his death, they 
might have beene not only ig the weekerwherein Chriſt died, but 
alſo in the weeke following wherein he roſe againe, free from all 
obligation ing them to any Sabbath day, which theaforeſaid 
maxume rejecteth, as unlawtull, Now what certainty or probabi- 
lity is there, that Je/## Chriſt on the firſt day of his appearing to his 
Diſciples gave them this ordinance ? Further, although he had gi- 
ven it, fith he appeared not unto them tillthe evening followin 
the day, in the morning whereof he role againe, they were, at leaſt 
all char day preceding his firſt manifeſtation unto them, free from 
all bond tying them to the obſervation of any particular ſeventh 
day, and their obligation to the obſervation of acertaine day hath 
begun by the extremity of the day, to wit, at the ſame time when 
CHRkI ST appearing unto them injoyned them to heepe it, which 
difficulties I tee not how thoſe that hold the aforeſaid maxime can 
well reſolve. 

They ſay, that when the firſt change was made, the Diſciples 
kept two Sabbaths conſecutively, to wig, the laſt of the weeke, to 
put an end to the order of the ancieft Teſtament, and thereafter the 
firſt day of the weeke immediately following,to begin the new or- 
der, which was to remaine for eyer under the New Teſtament, and 
to keepe alwayes one day of ſeven. 

But this ſaying is a pure imagination, For who hath told them 
that the Diſciples did keepe that courſe 2 Beſides, this giveth no ſa- 
tisfaction to the difficulties afore mentioned. For /e/« Chri/# 
being dead, and having by his death abrogated all the ceremonies of 
the Law, the laſt day of the weeke, at the ſame very inſtant that he 
gave up the Ghoſt ceaſed to be —_— : Ando, although eſis 
{ briſt ſhewipg himſelfe to his Diſciples on the firſt day of the 
weeke that heroſe in, had ordained unto them expreſlely that day, 
and made them to ſanCtifie it in quality of a Sabbath day to perſilt 
afterwards till the end.of the world, nevertheleſle fith the day be- 
fore, which was the Sabbath, had 1” them to keep ond if

that the obligation to-one day of ſeven was cauſed in one weeke at 
leaſt, yea, in more then one, if he ordained not Sunday to be _— 
ſoone as he ſhewed himfelfe untochem after his reſurrection : Nay, 
1s caſſcered inthem all, if he gave ther-no ordinance at all concer- 
ning that or any other day, which is more probable, as we ſhall ſee

fer, once at leaſt, an inteeruption in the obligation, or binding 
power which4c had.

I would againe faine know, fith- Chriſts refurretion mught, 

without inconvenience, - cauſe the changing of the particular day, 
wherein the Sabbath was before obſerved, which was the laſt 
ofthe weeke into another day, which was the fir wherein it came 
to paſſe, why it mighe not likewiſe, without any. inconvenience at 
all, give occaſion to change the whole generall arder of the ablerva» 
tion of one day of feyen, and deliver the Church from all obligation 
unto it, Sith,as we have already ſhewed, there is no greater neceſſi- 

to obſerve oneday of ſeven, then the laſt of ſeven 2 Sith alſo 

is reſurrection of Chriſt, which was, as it were, his reſt fromche 
worke of oyr Redemption, cannot be ſaid to have happened, as 
Gods reſt from the worke of Creation, after {ixe dates of labour, to 
ratifie thereby the obleryation of this number,buttoreckon lince the 
day wherein Chriſt began to bein agony in the garden, which was, -. 
to ſpeake properly, the beginning of the worke of our Redemption, 
till the day that he role out of the grave, which containeth the ſpace 
of three or foure daies, wherein he ſuffered, died, was buried, came 
to pale after three or foure dates only of labour and of paine, where- 
by he redemed us, why may it not, with as good reaſon, be a founda- 
tion and powerfull motive, to change one day of {even into one of 
foure, ſith Chriſt roſe on the fourthday after the beginning of his 
paſſion, as well as the obſervation of the laſt day of the weeke into 
vhe firſt, in conſ e of his relurreion on thac firſt day ?

Bur here is the maine point of the matter. For as .much as the 

order which God obſerved of ſixedaies for his labour in the Crea-- 
tion, andofaſcyenth day for his reſt, carrieth not with it any ne- 
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ceflary and naturall obligation to tmitate it, and was not obligate. 
ry tnder the old Teſtament, bur becaule it pleaſed God to command 


andeſtabliſh it by his Law, for that time onely, under the new Te- 


Kament there vas no obligation to keepe it, and therefore the ne. 
ceſſity of obſerving it, as ot all other legall ceremonies, having come 
toanend, and being expired,the laſt day of ſeven hath wihour ſinne, 
yea, with good reaſon been changed into the faſt that Chrift roſe in; 
the Churoh thinkmg it fit to do ſo, whereunto ſhe was not moved by 
an opinion, that the conſideration of Chriſts rfing fromthe dead on 
that day was of it {elfe obligatory. For why the day of Chriſts 
nfdiing of its nature oblige us to oblerve it, as a day holy and 
dolemne, rather then the day of his nativity, or the day of his death 
whereby hefaid eL1 was folfelled, Foh.1g.verſ7, 30. to wit, allthar 
was requiſite for the expiation of our finnes, and redemption of 
the world, conformably to the ancient prophecies and figures of the 
Law, or the day of his aſcenſion, which might as well and better be 
called the day of Chrifts reſt,then the day of his refurrettion ? Sure 
the Church might have in any of thoſe daies called to minde and ce- 
lebrated the remembrance ot the worke of our Redemptionas well 
as in the day of the Reſurre&ion, becauſe all the ations of Chrift 
haver antoit, Nay, ſhe might have as well changed the or- 

der okone of ſeven into a day of another number, ſeeing the worke 

of Redemption was not tyed to the ſame number of daies was that 

the worke of Creation. becauſe there was no neceflity in this, 

ſhe thoughe it expediene to keepe this order of one day in the weeke 

obſerved by the /ewer,amongſt whom the weeke had its beginning, 

and to change onely the particular ſeventh day of the /ewes into an- 

other, to make a diſtinCtion between them and that fervile people, 

as alſo to keepe a memoriall of Chriſts ReſurreRion. Of all this i 

appeareth evidently, that the reaſon taken from Gods Ez As 

it 15 alledged out of the fourth Commandement, hath no force te 

prove that which it is produced for, and to ſheker thoſe that make 

a buckler oft.

Lives the grace of God by the ulage of the Sacraments which hee 
hath inſtituted as meanes thereof, changing the elements which he 
hath ordained in them, They fay alſo,that if God had not ordained 
unto us who are Chriſtians a Sabbath day, he had lefe us in a worſe 
condition then the Zewes. 

I anſwer, that verily we haveas great need of Gods bleſſings, 
as the ewes had, and: that God promiſeth them unto us as well as 
unto them : Bur it followeth nor, that he ſhould impart them unto 
us by the fame outward meanes, God beſtowed of old his bleſſings 
upon the /ewes, not onely by the obſervation of the ſeventh day of 
Sabbath, butalſoof __ wwe ſolemne Feaſts, S cite: 
rings, Sprinklings, and other ceremonies, and faith oft 
uote arurunr: xr them, alerts bleſſe rhern to their aſe? 
As then it followeth nor, that we ſhould keepe theſe things, and 
that they ſhould be unto us meanes of Gods bleſſing ; Likewiſe up. 
on God ſaying, that he had bleſſed and ſanctified the Sabbath day 
tothe ewes, it enſue, that we are ſtill bound ta keepe it, ;Jys 
deed, if the ewes, to whom, under the old Teſtament, God had ex+ 
prelly ordained the obſervation of the ſeventh day, to be unto them 
a meanes of the grant of his bleſſings, had neglected or rejeted that 
day, and had of their owne fancie choſen another, they had depri- 
yed themſclyes of the bleſſing of God, by rejeting a meanes of the 
communication thereof ordained by him. And it it were conſtant, 
that tous alſo God had ordained the ſeventh day, as it is conſtant 
that he. hathordained unto us the uſe of cercaine elements inthe 
Sacraments, and. that the fourth Commandement obligeth us, as 
at did the Jewes, the ſame danger were to be feared for us, in 
cale we obſerved it not, but ſith. that is not, we have no Quuie 
to. feare.. Si 
To come neerer uuto them, 1 ſay, that the ſeventh day, inits 
nature, was not a holy day, nor a meanes of bleſſing,more then ano- 
ther day, but onely in regard of the dutiesof religion and Ste 
| | nee. 
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neſſe, whereunto it was particularly deſtanated, and which were 
pratiſed in it. Therefore when we ſhall praGtice religiouily,and ac- 
cording to the will of God under the new Teſtament, the duries of 
religion and Chriſtian godlinefle, which Fe/*s Chriſt hath preſcri- 
bed,unto us in the Goſpel;they (hall be unto us meanes of bleſſing, as 
were unto the /ewes their exerciſes, and whatloever day the Church 
ſhall appoint ordinarily for that uſe, ſeeing Jeſus Chrift hath lett 
unto her that liberty,and hath not made any particular determinati- 
on thereupon, it (hall be unto us, by reaſon of thoſe holy duties, a 
blefled.and holy day, as well as was unto the ewes their ſeventh 
day, which God injoyned them to keepe, | 

It is againſt all reaſon to eſteeme, that if God hath not ordained 


unto usa particular day, as he did to the Fewes, our condition ſhall 


' beworſethen theirs, For that is alike as if they ſhould ſay, that 


C briſtians are in a worſe condition then the Jewes, becauſe God 
hath not appointed unto them a particular place whereunto he hath 
allotted the publike exerciſe of hus ſervice, as he did to the Jewes, It 
1s true, that if Chriſtians did not ordinarily meet together in one 
place and time, to ſerve G © Þ publikely, they ſhould be farre infe= 


—{ riour to the /ewes,and ſhould haye farre leſſe religion and devotion 


then they had, Whereas it is their great advantage abpye the 
Fewes, that God would not ſtint unto them any place, nor any 
time of their holy exerciſes, but would have the choice and ſetlin 
of the one, and of the other to depend on their liberty, and left thar 
to their zeale and wiſedome, even as it is their great prerogative, 
that he hath made them free from all other legall ceremonies : 
which teftifieth, that he hath loved them more, and would nor uſe 
them rigidly as little children, or ſervants, but as children of a ripe 
age, andasa willing _ 

So it hath beene ſhewed, that although the fourth Commande- 
ment obligeth us alwates to appoint an ordinary day for Gods ſer- 
vice, yet no ſolid thing can be gathered Grant nature and words 
thereof, to prove the morality of a ſeventh day of Sabbath, farre lefſe 
of Sunday, anda perpetuall obligation in Gods intention, to the 
obſervation thereof under the new Teſtament. And it is a moſt im-- 
pertinent argumentation, that becauſe all the particularities of the 
fourth Commandement may be applyed unto us, as well as tothe 
7ewer, and that we may now, asthey of old, reſt on the ſeventh 
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and laſt day of the weeke, as in it God reſted, therefore we ſhould 
doe it. For we mayalidobſerye all the holy daies and ceremonies 
which of old the ewes obſerved, and find reaſons to apply them un- 
to us ; For example, as they obſerved the new Aoones, or the firlt 
daies of theis moneths, to give thankes to God for his continuall 
government, and favorable intertainment, which his divine pro- 
vidence had (hewed to them, making, after the laſt moneth, a new 
moneth to come, and topray hum to perpetuate the grace towards 
them, as alſo that it might be unto them a figure of the future renu- 
ing of the Church by the Mefſias. Alſo as they obſerved the feaſt of 
Pentecoſt, for a memoriall, as many doe elteeme, of the Law given 
on that day, or, which is more certaine, to give thanks toGod for 
the cornes, which by his favour, they had reapt, and whereof they 
offered unto him two loaves of new and fine flower :; Likewiſe, 
as they obſerved the featt of Tabernacles for a remembrance that 
they had beene pilgrims in the wilderneſſe, and had ſojourned in 
Tents, during the time of their journey to the Land of Canaan, as 
allo for a thaakſpiving co God, tor the gathering in of all the fruits 
of the Land : Even j might we obltrve all the lame feaſts, by an 
application of the reaſons of their inſtitution unto us. For God 
from monethto moneth continueth his providence towards us, and 
hath granted us the renuing of the holy Ghoſt. The Law which he 
gave 1n Sinato the people of 1/rael, appertaineth to us 1n all the 
morality thereof, as well as unto them, It is his gift, that we ga- 
ther in yeerely the cornes, and other produGtions of the ground tor 
our nouriſhment,as they did. Weare pilgrims,and ſtrangers 1n this 
world,and we afpire to the heavenly (anaan &e. All theſe things 
might be capable to afford unto us ſubject and occafion to celebrate 
a thanktfull and religious remembrance of them on ſolemne daies 
anſwerable to theſe of the Zewes, For although there were ſome 
particular reaſons belonging only to the ewes, and taken from cer- 
taine circum(tances,for \which God ordained theſe feaſts and others 
unto them, and though there was in them a figure of the good things 
$0 come by Je/is ( briſt, Hebr, 10,verſ.1, wn which reſpetts my 
cannot be obſerved by us (which alſo, by the confeſſion of tho 
againft whom I diſpute, is to be found m the Sabbath day) that 
isn9 lee, bur that. the generall reaſons, which are to be found in 


them, may be unto us a ground of qbſervation, and that We mop 
| practiſe 
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praRtiſe and celebrate, as a memoriall or figne relative t#the time 
paſt, or preſent, that which they practiſed as a figure relative to the 
cameo come. And what they obſerved 1n a reſpett circumitanced 
after a faſhion which was proper to them, that we may oblerve in 
anothet teſpe&t ſomewhat diverſified, and fitted to our eltate, Even 
as,alchough we obſerve not the Sabbath for ſome particular reaſons, 
in regard whereof it is ayouched that 1t was a lated to the 
Temes, yet many doe maintaine eagerly, that we cue to keepe tt 
for ſome other 'generall reaſons, Yea, ith almoſt all che Iewith ce- 
remonies liad ſothe morall foundation, reaſon, or end, which con« 
ſidered in it felfe regatdeth us, as well as them, that might be 
ns abroach as a ſubje&t and occaſion to oblerve them under the 
I 

| oo for all thae, it followeth not that God obligethus to ſuch 
an obſeryation, Yea it ſhould be contrary to the liberty and ſimpli- 
city of the Goſpel.” Likewiſe whatſoever generall reaſons may bg 
conſidered, as capable in themſelves, to be motives unto us, to ob. 
{erve the Sabbath, it followeth notthat God hath [__ and 
determined the obſervation thereof under the Goſpel, 

All theſe reaſons which were motives to ordaine theſe ceremo.- 
nies, were not tiaturall. eſſentiall, and neceflary reaſons of their in- 
ſtieution, but depended ſimply on the will of God, who had the 
power to make them, and give value and authorityto the ſaid rea- 
ſons by the oblervation of theſe ceremonies for a certaine time 
only, and at another time without ceremonies, or by ceremonies 
of another kind : As he willeth us to give him thankes under the 
new Teltament, for the continuation of his favourable providence 
ovet us, in the ordinary courſe of daies, of moneths, of the revenues 
of the earth ; for giving us, not only the Law, butalſo the Goſpell 
of grace, and forpreparing for us the heavenly inheritance, after the 
few and evill dates of the pilgrimages of this life, all whichthings 
concerne us, and yet he thus not to celebrate 1n remembrance 
of theſe his bleſſings, the ancient feſtivall daies, nor any other. 
Even ſohe will have usto celebrate the remembrance of our Crea- 
tion, and after we have beſtowed daies upon our owne bulineſles, 
to appoint alſo ſome for his publike ſervice; and to aſſubje&t unto ic 
our wiyes, our childrenzour ſervancs, andall other depen- 
ding ef us ; As likewjieco.give 4 ſatheiorit time of reft to our ſer- 
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vants and beaſts, \after we have kept them at worke for us ; which 
are the reaſons of the fourth Commandement that concerne us 
alſo. And yet of them no inference can be made, that God will 
have us to obſerve one of ſeven, or the laſt of the ſeven dayes of the 
weeke, as in conſideration of them he ordained the ſeyenth day to 
the lewes. For we may doe it as well on another day, ordained 
after another manner. | 
 Hehad ordained the Sabbath,as all other ceremonies to be ſignes 
for that time, andnot for the time of the. New Teſtament, under 
which the world being, as it were, renewed all things pertaining to 
the order and government of the Religton were alſo to bee made 
new. New Miniſters, new Sacraments, &-c. were tobe eſtabliſhed, 
as it 1s written, E/a,65. verſe 17, egg. 2.verſe 6. Heb. 8. ver, 
13. Heb.12. verſe 26, 27. 2 Cor.5. verſe 17, And therefore it 
was conyenient and ſutable to this New eſtate, that thereſhould be 
a new day of Gods lervice, different from the day which the ewes 
obſerved under the Old Teſtament : But it was not neceſlary, that 
it ſhould be one of ſeven, or that Chriſt Himſelfe ſhould have or- 
dained it ; which notwithitanding they indeayour. to m_ by di- 
verſe other p_ and arguments gathered out of holy Scripture, 
pertaining directly to the New Teſtament, and obliging all Chri- 
flians living under K, to keepe the Sabbath, as much as the Iewes 
were under the Old Teſtament, yea to keepe a certaine and ſer day 
of Sabbath, ndt by eccleſiaſticall conſtitution, but by divine ord= 
nance, as they deeme..

trance tothe throne of grace, 

All that canbe, at the moſt, inferred of the forealleadged pal. 
ſage, concerning the externall ſervice of the Chriſtian nn, 
that the New Teſtament ſhall have folemne dayes, wherein 
ſtall be publikely ſerved by all his people, but in no wiſe that they 
Et EE OCs 
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For ſo we ſhould be bound to obſerve the dayes of New Moones, 
the laſt day of the weeke, and other holy dayes of the Tewes 
mentioned inthe aforeſaid place,and betokened 1n the plurall num- 
ber by the name of Sabbaths. 
. - WhereuntolI adde, that it may be ſaid,that the Sabbath day,and 
the day of the New Moone ſpoken of there, repreſenteth the time 
of eternall life in heaven, where the faithful are in a reſt, and 
arenew Creatures without anyblemiſh of fin, or defect of righte- 
oulnes : As the ſixe work dayes, are a repreſentation ofthe time of 
this preſent life, during which they norcly 
downe upon earth, where ſo long as they ſojourne,the Prophet ſig - 
nifieth, that the marvels of the glorious grace of God are alwayes 
ſhut unto them, but in heaven thal be opened unto them, by a full and 
unconceivable manifeſtation,and pertett fruition of that joy, which 
is in the face of God, and of thoſe pleaſures thatare at his right 
hand for eyermore, whereby they ſhall worihip and ſerve God per-

ſuch as are the morall points, and blamed the Scribes- and Phariſees 
for tying themſelyes principally to the ceremonies, as to Sacrifices, 
Purifications, $ &c. which were of little importance in 
compariſon with morall duties, and exhorted his Diſciples to be 
caretull that their righteouſneſle ſhould exceed the righteouſneſle of 
theſe Hypocrites, and for that cauſe, was by them accuſed as a De- 
ſtroyer of the ceremonies commanded by the Law, and authorized 
by the Prophets, neverthelefle he was not come todeſtroy them, but 
to fulfill them, | 
The inſtance that they make, ſaying, that the-Lawes which 
Teſus Chriſt e deth in the verſes following of the fifth Chap- 
ter of S, Matthew are all morall,is too weake, For they are notall 
ſuch. In them there is ſomething which hath expreſle regard to the 
ceremonies,and a compariſon of them with the moralities ver/,23, 
24. Andſomeother things which belong to the politike or judiciall

But beſides this, although they were all morall, that inforceth 

not by a neceſſary proofe, that inthe ſeventeenth andeighteenth 
verſes, Chriſt hath tpoken-of morall daties, or that the ewentieth 
'one, thetwentieth two, -and verſes following have ſoſtrait a con- 
nexion with the 19, and 18,-verſes' which goe before, that they 
___ all ofthe ſame ſubjeR and matter, For how ordinary'is it in 
the ſame ſequele of a fikourla to-diverlihe the particular ſubjects, 
and to paſſe fromope to another? And indeed our Lozd1 s 5 us 
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CaR1sr paſſeth moſt conveniently from the Ceremonies, 
which the Scribes & Phariſees acculed him falſely to deſtroy,to the 
moralities, which they deſtroyed in effeft : The" tenor of his dif. 
courſe being' this, I am accuſed by the Scribes and Phariſees to de. 
ſtroy the ceremonies and ordinances of the Law,becauſe T blame the 
ſuperſtitious uſage, and preferring of them to morall duties, which 
are of greater importance. But that is moſt falſe : For I Jdeftroy 


them not, but doe ſhew their true uſage, and am come toexhibite the © 


truth of them in my perſon, neither is there any of them, nor of the 
Propheſfies that ſhall not be fulfilled in me, But this accuſation may 
betruly laid in the diſh of the Scribes and Phariſees ; For they are 
the men which deſtroy the Law, yea in things that init are of grea- 
telt moment, debaſing and diſreſpecting it, as if it were nothing 
in compariſon of their traditions and ceremoniall obſervations, 
Therefore, 7 /ay nnto you, chat except your a6 ſe ſhall ex- 

ceed theirs, yee ſhall in no caſe enter into the ingdome of Heaven. 

For they make gloſſes upon the morall Commandements which 

pervert their true ſenſe, and in fodoing, teach men to breake them, 

This then being evident, that in the foreſaid 1g, verſe mention is 

made of the Law, as much, nay much more as it containeth the 

ceremomiall ordinances, then the morall, the argument taken from 
it remaineth withour force on the behalte of thoſe that alledye it, 

if they will not by the ſame nieanes render us neceſſary keepers of 
all other ceremonies of the Law, as well as of the Sabbath day, 

which is not their intention, 

Neither doth that follow of.the ſaying of Ze/#s Chrift, For it 
is moſt true, that he was not come to annthilate and deftroy the 
ceremonies. of the Law, either by his Doctrine or by his Actions : 
Notby his DoQtrine by declaring them to be vaine, idleand fruſtra- 
tory things: not by his Actions, by ſaying or doing any thing contra- 
ry unto them, by cafleering and aboliſhing them without fulfilling 
the truth of things figured by them, The verbe x472auu uſed by the 
Evangeliſt imports as much ; for it fignifieth often to overthrow, 
and deſtroy, and is here equivalent to the word xa#rpyioz uſed by 
the Apoltle in the ſame ſubject, and to the ſame intention, Rom.z. 
ver/..2 1. ſaying, that. through faith the Law ts not made void, but 
eſtabliſhed, where by the Law, he underſtandeth not onely the mo- 
rall-Commandements, but al{othe A” Brea prophe- 
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lies, as appearcthby the 21. yerle, where be peaketh-of che nighte- 
oulecſle of faich Cc by the Law, which th roche 
whole Law gwett by ofes, yea, properly tothe ceremoniall Law, 
which led mendirectly to-Chriſt, which the morall Law did not, 
but by an oblique and indireft way ; Chrilt, I jay, was not come to 
deſtroy the Law af ceremonies, but to fulfil which he did

2. verſe 32, &c, There is 
another example of a like ſcruple in the ſecond booke, Chapter 6, 
verſe 11. And we read in Joſephus, in the eight Chapter of the 
foureteenth booke of the Antiquities of the Iewes, and in the fietk 
booke of the Warres of the Iewes ys 5. that when the Ro- 
mans under their generall Pompeixs, beleagured the-Temple of Ie- 
rulalem, the Iewes, which were tled thither, although they deten:; 
ded themſelves on the Sabbath day, 1f they were aſſaulted, yet they 
remained quiet and bonged not, if they were not affaulted ; which 
when the Romans had perceived, they ſet not on them, and threw 
nothing againſt them on the Sabbath day, but prepared only.chings 
neceflary tor the aſſaults, dreſſed terrafles and forts, brought neere 
their engines, tomake uſe of them the next day, and the Iewes of 
Religion. and great devotion toward the Sabbath, ſuffered themro 
doe what they would, without diſturbance, And [oſephus appro- 
veth this Religion, or rather ſuperſtition, as if it had beene con- 
formable to the ordinance of the Law, ſaying that the Law permit- 
teth on the Sabbath day, if the enemies come to wage bactell, or |

day of reſt is a morall point, nor alſothat Chriſts minde was to 
injoyne the obſervation of the firit day of the weeke, but only,that 
he foreſaw, that after his Aſcenſion the firſt day of the week thould 
be keptby Chriſtians,of their owne free wall, reſpect to his

It imports not nauch, that no mention is made of a Synagogue 
where theſe perſons came together, but only that they went our ot - 
the City, by a River fide, where prayer was wont to be made. For 
it may be, they had no Synagogue, becauſe they were but few, or 
wanted meanes to build aSynagogue,: or becauſeinthat Towne, 
which was a Roman Colony, they were not ſuffered to build one, 
and therefore they aflembled together neere the River in ſome ſecrer 


place out of the way, not daring tomectopenly in the Towne. 


Peradyenture alſo they had a Synagogue, but, if that whuch is writ- 
ten by {ome be true, that the manner of the /ewes was to meete, not 
only in their Synagogues in Townes, forthe reading of the Law, 
but alſo out of Townes itr the fields, for-the exerciſe of prayer, 
even ſo theſe perſons mentioned in theplace aforeſaid, went out of 
the Towne by the River ſide for that end, and that Paw! and Silzs 
made good uſe of thatplace and rime of their holieſt devotions, as 
moſt commodious to goe and to ſpeaketo them, becaule ſince their 
comming to the Towne, which was a few dayes before, undoubt- 
edly they had not found the opportunity to ſpeake unto them there 
noreli{ewhere. | 

Yea, -acoording to the expoſition of ſome learned men, the 
word 70074 may be taken in the thirteenth and tixteenth wvey/e, 
for an houle builded for che exerciſes ofprayer,and other religious 
actions accuttomed among the ewes : A8alfoitwasan ordinary 
name, whereby were entitled theſe houſes wherein the /ewes did 
flocks together to read, and to pray; we may, keeping the fignificati- 
on of the word, call them Oratories, or houſes of prayer, as the 
Temple is called, E/a.

Sothen it is evident, that rhis place of the eF&s, as the former, 
1s moſt conveniently expounded of the /ewes,; and therefore that 
for their ſake onely Saint Pau-and his fellowes made choice of

againſt che Sabbarh allo againſt the other holy dayes of 


the Iewes, {o vehemently as they did againtt other ceremoni 

namely againſt circumciſion, Atts 15.v.1. Atts21,9v.21.Gal, 
5.ver, 2. Butcondeſcended to the one farre more eaſily then to the 
other : Becauſe there cannot bee under the New Teſtament any 
lawfull uſe of the circumcifion, nor of other ceremonies like unto 
it, but very good uſe might bee made of the Sabbath day, and of 
other dayes, after the manner before ſpecified. Yet they have 
not comet] the abrogation of the Sabbath and of the. feaits, 
bur have ſaficiently ſpoken of it, as is manifeſt by theprooffes 
before propounded. And therefore, of the cuftore they had to 
keepe the -Sabbath day, cannot bee inforced any obligation ty- 
ing us ro obſerve it, -no more than other ceremonies, to which 
they conformed themſelves for a time, becaulethey did it onely to 
become as Iewes unto the lewes, as the Apoltle witnefleth x (or, 
9. verſe 20, having otherwile. both in their diſcourſes and in 
_ writings taughe cleerely and fully the abrogation of all theſe

I ſcorne to ranke the forelaid reaſons, or tobonour 
with the name of a adm. be which neverthelciie is by ſome 
{eton foote, and inforced as a good reaſon, when they tell us of a 
certaine river in Paleftins, which, according to the relation of 
ſome writers, - ranne regularly with ſwittnefle enough, and waters 
—— ————— —— 
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Sabbath day vaniſhing away in his force left his channell empty and 
drie : Or orrthe contrary, as the thing is related by others, vaniſhed 
away,or was dryed up all the fixe dayes before the Sabbath, and on 
the Eibbath dayes filled up bis channell. Joſephs maketh mention 
of this river in chis laſt fallion, in the ſeventh boeke of the warres 
of the Iewes Chapter 24. and faith, that the Emperour 7 3tu« pai- 
ling that way remarked it, P/ineas alſo maketh mention of it, but 
inthe firſt faſhion, in the 31. booke of his naturall Hiſtory, C 

ter 2, and ſome Rabbins likewiſe; whereupon ſome ſeeke to buuld 
pretty allegories, to prove the obſeryation of the Sabbath on a Se- 
venth day of the wecke. 

But they take not heed, that in fo arguing they inutate the 
Tewes, who upon the marvellous nature of thus River called Sab- 
batical, ſeeke to inferre the perpetuity of theiv Sabbath day, wher- 
in they are better grounded, then Chuiſtians, who from thence in- 
ferre inaply che perpetuity of a ſeventh day. For it was particular- 
ly on the lait of ſeven dayes,and not on any other day of the week, 
chat this River reſted, or tlowed ; and therefore we ſhould be bound 
to oblerye the ſeventh and Laſt day of the weeke, if the changings 
of this River could be a precedent to the matter in hand, Bur, if 
allegorizuig were ſound Divinity, aconcluſion might be made flat 
contrary to the former upon the proprieties of this Sabbatical} Ri. 
ver, Foras Ga/atinxs ſaith,in the g Chapter of the eleventh book 
of the ſecrers of the Catholike truth, the drying up of this River 
and the want of water init onthe Sabbath day, betokened that the 
Sabbath ſhould be denyed, and loole all obligatory vertue under the 
New Teſtament. If it ranne cnthe $ day, it could not bee 
a precedent of reft.

”Alchough the firſt of theſe opinions were true, it cannot inforce 
the morality of a ſeventh day of reſt, butonly, that the firſt day of 
the weekes was inſtituted by Is sus Cmnisr, or his Apo- 
{Nes, as a point of order, whereunto, in-ſuchacaſe, the faithtull 
ſhould be bound by the neceſſity of a divine and apoſtolicall com- 
mandement. But I ſee not that this opinion hath any ſolid ground, 
whereas the ſecond is well founded.: For there 1s nothing found 
in the New Teſtament concerning the obſervation of the firit 
day of the weeke, importing acommandement of Chrilt, or of his 

neither 15 there any ſuch commandement inferred, but b

Indeed, if Zeſi« (rift, or his Apoſtles by exprefle commande- 
ment from him, or by divine ron jo ordained that day, as a 
point ſo neceſlary as it is thought tobe, Idoubt not but their com- 
mandement ſhould have beene expreſlely ſet. downe in the books of 
the New Teſtament, as are all other ordmnances of neceſlary things; 
and that in them we thould finde reprehenſion againſt thoſe that had 
neglected the obſervation of that day, as in there are repre- 
henſions againſt all kinde of finners.: But ſeeing there.is no fuch 
commandement to bee found in them, that it cannot bee gathered 
from them but by conſequences-which are of no force, that no man

This paſlaye is conſiderable ; For it theweth; that Sznday was not 
obſervedthroughout al the Churches, but thar it was ufed as a work- 
day, and that on it common pleas and publike judgements were 

iſed, whence we may conclude, with a great ſhew of cruth,that 
1& was not aninfſtitution of Chriſt, nor of his Apoſtles : For if ic 
had beene, queſtionlefe the obſervation thereot had beene better 
known and practiſed, and Chriſtians had thought themſelves more 
obliged unto it, for the commandement of Chriſt and of his Apo< 
Rles, then for any imperiall conſtitueion.. The writers of that ito- 
rytelling alſo-what reaſon Confantine had to make a conſtitution 
concerning the obſervation of Sunday, ſay —_— that he made it; 
becauſe on itTeſus Chriſt roſe from the dead, which indeed hath al+ 
wayes beene the foundation of this uſage, but they ſay not, that is 
was becauſe Teſus Chriſt and his Apoſtles had ordained;

This is alſo worthy tobe marked, that Sozomen joyneth the Fri- 
day with the Swnday,and faith,'that Conſtantine ordained that day, 
as wel as this day :That day,becauſe on it Chrilt was crucified ; this 
day,becauſe on it Chriſt roſe againe : Which ſheweth plainely that 
the day of Chriſts ReſurreRion is not of it ſelfe more obligatory to 
make chriſtians keep it, then is theday ofhispaſſion upon the Croſle, 
or of any-other ot-his aFtions or. lufferivgs::, That. the one may 
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yeeld as juſt and peremptory.a cauſe thereof,as the other,that Chrif 
alſo had not given a commandement more expreſſe and more ne- 
ceſlary for the onethen tor the other, but had left all this to the li- 
berty of the Church, For it he had given a particular co &- 
ment concerning Sunday,it bad bin in Conflantine a great temerity 


to ordaine another day, i equall ranke with that which Chrsft had 


ordained, becauſe he ought to thinke, that Chr:ſt had good reatons 
tor the inſtitution of thar day, which had not beene valuable for any 
other day,and that by the inſtitution of one day in the weeke partt= 
cularly,and of no moe, he would have all Chrittians to know, that 
no man ought to attempt to inſtitute any other, beſides that whuch 
he had inſtituted.

Conftantine had beene guilty of farre greater raſhneſle andnn- 
diſcretion, by making Friday, which was of his inftitution, equall 
to Sunday, which Jeſzs Chriſt had ordained, yet he did(o, as is ma- 
niteſt by the words of Sozomer who maketh no ods betweene the 
ordinance made for Friday, and that which was made for Sunday, 
Bur ſeeing ( onftaxtine in what hee did, did nothing amiſle, it 1s 
evident thereby, that the obſervation ot Sunday was not of divine 
inſtitution, but of uſage and cuſtome only, which was not received 
every where, nor well praGtifed where it was received, becauſe it 
was not eſteemed neceflary, Wherefore Conſtantine by his conſti= 
eution made it neceſlary, adding another like unto it for Friday, all 
this is flat contrary to the aflertion of thoſe, which to prove that 
Sunday is of divine inſtitution, yeeld this reaſon of their opinion 
that no humane authority can {anc6tifie a day. And lo, Conftantine

To this I anfwer, firſt, that 1t may be debared, if ic be faid in 
che forefaid paſſage of Saint Fohr,that our Lord Teſns Chriſt appea- 
red to his Diſciples onthe firſtday of the week, and not rather, af- 
cer:chefirftday alreny entied;arnd che ſecond beg, Although the 
firlt interpretation was true, and that it was the firlt day of the week

As tor example, when we ſay a moneth hath thirty dayes, 'tuch a 
thing ſhall bee done or come topaſle within ſo many dayes ; e4- 
brahams, Iſaac, Tacob died being tull of dayes, we underſtand all 
the time of their. continuance, as well of the night, as of the day, 
The Artificial day continueth as long as the Sunne is upon the 
horizon of every place,and by his light affordeth commodity to men 
to goe forth to their Iabour, and to worke in their arts, profeſſions, 
and trades, | | 
The natarall day, although amoneſt all people it be compoſed 
of foure and twenty houres, yet ityarieth in the diſtinGtion of the 
beginning and end thereof; For ſome take the beginning thereof 
at midde day,and count the contibuargce thereof trH the next midde 
day, Others from midde-night*til the next midde night, -Some 
from the rifing of the Sunne till his nexcriſing againe ; and ſome

is diverſely counted in diverſe places in regard of the begianing and

Now _y the Iewes, this naturall or eivill-day began by the 
evening, and endedat the next evening, Moſes dittinguitherh ic 
{o, when he relateth the ſtory of the Creation, For he endeth al- 
wayes the workes of each day, in theſe words, ſo was the evening, 
fo was the morning, which was the firſt, the ſecond, the third day, 
&c, Where by the evening, he underſtandeth the whole night, 
which beginneth by the evening, and &y the morning the whole 
day which beginneth by the morning, conſidering the evening and 
che morning, the night and the day, or the light, as integrant parts 
of che naturall day, and the evening or the nightas the firlt part 
which goeth before the other part, which is the time of light, As 
indeed this diſtinRion is grounded on that order and courſe of ye 
ceeding which God kept 1n the Creation, making the darkeneſleto 


goe betore the light, as may be ſcene 1n the firſt Chapter.of Geneſis | 


Fey. 1, and 2, 
 Somedoereply, that Xo/es,when he faith, ſo was the evening, 
ſo was the morning, &c, by the evening underſtandeth the whole 
eime after noone, and by the. morning the whole time of light in the 
ſame day, from the dawning till midde day, or the afore noone. 
This reply is not grounded on reaſon, For if that were true, Aſo- 
ſes had not fixe times put conſtantly the evening before themor- 
nmg,there being. no convenient order that could moye hiqggtkerunto 
ſecing in all reſpets whereby one thing is firit, and goeth before 
another, theaforenoone goeth betore the afternoone. . He might in 
the 5. v. name conveniently the light before the darknes, the day be- 
fore the night, becauſe he had not regard there to any natural depen- 
dance and following of the one upon the other, bur only to the or- 
der of dignity, whereby the day is firſt i regard to the night : But 
when he faith, without varying, in the fixe dayes of the week, ſo was 
the evening ſo was the morning, it is evident, that he hath regard to 
the order of the Creation, wherein darknes was firſt in time before 
the light, and the night went before the day, and that lo by the eve- 
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ning heunderſtandeth the night which is formoſt, and by the 1vor- 
»ing the day that followeth,which evening and morning make one 
naturall day, 

Now as in the creation G 0 obſerved this order, to make the 
night goe before the day, and to compare the naturall day of the 
darknefſe and of the light ; even ſo he preſcribed the fame oblerya- 
tion to the Fewes, commanding them to begin their naturall day by 
the night, and to celebrate their Sabbaths orſolemne daies of reſt 
from the beginning of fuch a night, till the beginning of the next 
night, This is manifeſt by the 2 3, chapter of Leviticus verl, 32. 
where God commanded them, that in the ninth day of the ſeventh 
moneth, at even, from even unto even, they ſhould celebrate as a 
ſolemne Sabbath, the Feaſt of atonement, which was tobe on the 
tenth day of the moneth, verſ. 27. And-ſothe tenth day began by 
the night, and continued till the night following. And ſuch was 
conſequently the order of all the dayes of the weeke, from night to 
night. 

There 1s no force, no weight at all in the anſwer broached againſt 
this, when it is {aid, that this feaſt of atonement conſiſted not un 
one day alone, but in apart of two daies, to wit, of the ninth, and 
of the tenth, becaule it is ſaid inthe 27, verſ, On the tenth day of 
the ſeventh moneth there ſhall be a day of atonement, andin the 32, 
verl, In the ninth day of the moneth at even, from even unto even 
ſhall ye celebrate your Sabbath ; whence they would faine interre, 
that both the ninth and the tenthday entred into this Feaſt, For it 
is cleare, by the 28,29, 30. verſes, that the day of atonement con- 
fiſted only in one day ; ſeeing in theſe verſes mention only is made 
of one dF. 7e ſhall do no worke in that ſame day, for it is aday of 
atonement ; Whatſoever ſonle ſhall not be affiifted in that ſame day, 
whatſoever ſoule doth any worke in that ſame day : which had not 
beene ſo often ſet downe, if two dayes had entred into the compo- 
ſition of this Feaſt. The ſame is apparent by the ſixteenth chapter 
of the ſame book, verſ.29,30,31, where theforeſaid fealt of atone- 
ment being the only matter handled in them, no mention is made 
bur of one day, to wit, of the tenth ofthe leventh moneth ; and the 
ninth day is not ſo much as mentioned, whereas it had not beene 
omitted, if it had pertained to that Feaſt, Beſides, it is without all. 
lkenefſe, and as Ibeleeye; without example, that God would have 


_ 
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any Feaſt to begin at the end of one day, and to.continue and end in 
4 partof another day, and ſoeſtabliſh Holy-daies by halves, Now 
the 27. verſ. teacherh us which was the dayof this Feaſt, to wit, the 
tenth day of the ſeventh moneth ; and the 32, verſ, ſheweth how 
long it ought to continue, to wit, the whole tenth day ; beginning 
at the end of the ninth day, and continuing as long as the tenth day 
ſhould laſt, from one even unto the next even, So the ninth 
day is not mentioned as a part of the Feaſt, but as the terme that ic 
was to begin at ; like as the even following is mentioned; as the 
other terme that it was to endat, 7n the ninth day of the moneth at 
even : that is,at the end of the nunth day ye ſhall begin the Feaſt, and 


it ſhall laſt rows even unto ever;that 1s,during the whole tenth day. 


Like as in the twelfth chapter of Exod, 18. verſ, God ordaineth, 
that on the fourteenth day of the firft moneth, at even they ſhould 
cat unleavened bread untill the one and twentieth day of the moneth 
at even ; Where'the fourteenth day is not ſpecified as one of the 
daies of unleavened bread : for ſo there ſhould have beene erghr, 
whereas it is expreſly ſaid, ver/. 15. and every where, that they 
were but ſeven, it is named in the end and extremity thereof, 
as the terme that the Feaſt of unleavened bread began at, and the 
one and twentieth day finiſhing at even, as the terme 1t ended at. 
This obſervation of the dates of unleavened bread, which made 
up the Feaſt of the Paſſover, is of great validity to confirme our in- 
tention. For ag it is written, Ex9d.12.v.6, 8.14,15. Levit.23. 
v,5,6.N«um.28.4.16,17, Neeretothe end of the fourteenth day 
ef the firlt moneth ; that 1s, betweene the declining of the Sunne 
afrer midday, and the ſetting thereof; the Paſchall Lambe was kil- 
kd and roſted, and eaten at even with unleavened bread, at the en- 
trance of the night, The uſe of unleavened bread in the eating of 
the Lambe, began preciſely with the fifteenth day, which was the 
firſt ſolemne day of the Feaſt, and laſted ſeven whole dayes to wit, 


till the one and' twentieth day at even, which was alfo another 
Feaft-day, holy and ſolemne, as the fifteenth was, For 1t was not 
lawfull during thoſe ſeven dayes to have leavened bread, neither in 
theday norin the night, which alſo was compriſed in the appella- 
tion of dayes : Whence this infallible concluſion is gathered, that 
the naturall day among the Jewes began at even, and ended at the 
Next eyen.; ſeeing by

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which was the fifteenth day; began at evening, when the Paſchalk 
Lambe was eaten, and the lalt day thereof, whuch was the one and. 
rwentieth, ended at even, as it began at even. wrFe 
” For whereas in S, Matthew (hap. 26, ver. 17. and S. Marke 
Chap. 14.%. 12. and S, Znkg Chap. 22. %.7.the day wherein the 
Paſchall Lamb was prepared and rolited,is called the firſt day of un- 
leavened bread, that 1s ſaxd figuratively becaule of the immediate c6 
janRion of the time wherein the Lamb was prepared, with the time. 
wherin it was eaten with unleavened bread: For it was prepared at 
the end of one day, and eaten at the beginning of the next day. Or 
becauſe the lame day wherein the Lamb was prepared,the Iewes pur 
away leaven and leayened bread out of their houſes, and prepared. 
unleavened bread for the day following : Or alfo,becauſe amongſt 
the Romans, of whom the lewes. did at that time depend, the 
naturall day began by the light, and the night was the laſt part ther- 
of, whereunto 1t my be, the Evangeliſts had regard, 

But otherwile, to ſpeak properly according to theordinance of the 
Law, it is moſt certain, that the day wherin the Lamb was roſted and 
prepared, was not the firit day of unleavened bread. For that was 
the 14. day betweene the two evens, this was the 15 . day at the en- 
crance thereof : On that day leavened bread might be eaten, on this 
day,and on the dayes following all leaven was moſt ftrictly forbid- 
den, That was nota day of relt,but of travell, and of preparation, as 
it is often called in the Goſpel, at ,27.9.62, Mar. 15.09.42. L1k.. 
23.v.54.10h.19.9.14,31 becauſe on it were all things prepared for 
the fealt following, as to fearch andput away all leaven,and leave= 
ned bread out of their houſes, to kill, to (lay, to roſt the Lamb, &c. 
Nay welee that on that day, the Iewes cauſed the Lord Jeſws to be 
crucified, and two thieves with him, and vexed themſelves ex- 
ereamly all that day to come to their intqnt. : This was a great and 
folemne Sabbath, wherein it was not lawtull co doe any manner of 
worke, | 

Let us adde to that hath beene {aid, the praiſe of the obſeryati- 

_ onof the Sabbath, which we read in the thirteenth Chapter of Ne- 
bemiah, It is ſaid there ver. 15,16, 17, 19, 20. that becaulgall 
manner of ware wasbroughtanto the City of TJerutalem,and fold on 
the Sabbath day, Nehemiah commanded, that as ſoone as the. Sunne 
thould withdraw it ſelfe from the gates of the City,before the Sah-

after the” Sabbach, ſo that the Merchants and fellers of all-kind of 
ware lodged withour Ierufalem once or twice, from whence we ga» 
ther manuteſtly,” the Sabbath began at the going downe of the Sun, 
and that the night made the firſt part thereot, Forif the Sabbath had 
notbegun then, wherefore did Nehemiah command fo carefully, to 
ſhut the gates, as ſoone as the ſun thould withdraw his beames 
them, and it ſhould begin to bedarke ? Andf, not thenight pre- 
ceding the day, but the night following had made a part of the Sab- 
bath, furely the Merchants had beene of neceſſity conſtrained to re- 
maine two nights out of Jeruſalem,whefeas it is only ſaid, that they 
paſt the night once or twice withoutthe Towne, to wit, the night 
atter Nehemiah had given order that the gates ſhold be ſhut, as foone 
as the Sun'ſhould retire from them, and therfore that night with.che 
day following compoled the Sabbarh, which ac_—_ the next even 
at the ferting of the ſun, Nehemiah commanded that they ſhould be 
opened again v.19,a comandement being neceflary forthe opeming 
of them then at that time, becaule the night returning, 1t was the 
time to keep them barred and locked, ſeeing they were already hut. 
If the Sabbath had ended with the end ofthe night, it had not beene 
needful,that Nehemiah thould command to open the gates after the 
Sabbath, For it wa$-uſuall to open them atter the night was ended, 
and a particular commandement for that was needlefle, Bur al- 
though I had omitted theſe reaſons which I have alleadged, the 
words of the original ihew plainly and of themſelves, what we lay. 
Theſe theyare v. 19; N2WN 187 07 WY WH I ND 
({anſter T ſallou Shahare Terouſvalaim liphne Haſſhabbat char is, 
as the gates of Ternuſalem were darkyed before the face,or 1 the pre- 
ſence of the Sabbath,or before the Sabbath : For.the ordinary lignt» 
fication of this word 185 Liphne,is before the face inthe preſence, 
And therefore ſeeing the gates were-darkened before the tace,. or in 
preſence of the Sabbath, it followerh that when the ſun was ferting,

Likewils, we read in St, Toh { hap.19.%. 40,41, 42. that Joe 
ſeph of Arimathea and Nicodemws having obtained leave of Pilate 
eo take aWay the body of 7e/w as ſoone as he was dead, tooke it, 
wrapt it in a winding ſheete, with ſpices, as the manner of the 
Tewes was to bury, andlaid tm anew Sepulchre, which was ing 
Garden, in the ſame place where he was crucified, and laid it there,

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becauſe of the Temes ation day, for the Sepulchre was nigh at 
uv oo is, the aoteing at hand, the beginning of the Sabbath 
being nigh, and comming apace with the night, and the day of pre- 
paration, which preceded the Sabbath, drawing nigh the evening 
and making hattto finith, they carryed not farre the body of 7e/3«, 
- bur laid it in a Sepulchre bard by, atter they had wound it in linnen 
cloathes with aromaricall and fragrant —_ only, without any im- 
balming at that time, becauſe they bad no leaſure to anoint and 1m- 
balme him, by reaſon of the neereneſle of the Sabbath, which was 
unto them an high day df Sabbath, as it 1s called in the one and 
thirtieth verle of the ſame Chapter, for as much as at that time the 
extraordinary Sabbath of the tirlt day of the feaſt of unleavened 
bread occurred with the ord! Sabbath of the weeke, For the 
ſame reaſon the Tewes ver. 31. that the bodyes of thoſe that were 
crucified ſhould not remaine upon the Crofle on the Sabbatheday, be- 
ſought Pilate that they might be taken away betimes, that is betore 
the end of the day, as the Text ſheweth plainely,* 

Now if the Sabbath had not begun in the eyening, but only in 
the morning, the Iewes ſhould not have had a caule to urge the ta- 
king away of the bodies from the Crofle ſo quickly, nor Zoſeph and 
Nicodemns to bury the body of Jeſs 10 ſpeedily, and to interte it in 
the ſame place where hee was crucified, which the Text ſheweth 
they did on a ſudden : For the Iewes ſhould haye had all the eye- 
ning andall the night following toprocure the taking away of the 
bodyes, Joſeph and Nicodemns ſhould have likewile had time e- 
nough to 1 e, tranſport, and interre at leafure the body of the 
L o « D, where they ſhould thinke fie. This is diſtraGtly obſerved 
by Saint Zuke Chapter 23. verſe 53, 54. where he ſaith, that the 
day wherein Joſeph laid the body of Zefixs in a Sepulchre was the 
preparation,and the Sabbath inipzoxe, that is, drew on, was 4 Com 
ming, or at hand, Which terme inipacu, ſignifieth properly ts 
ſeine, but is taken improperly by the Evangeliſt,and Gentheth to PO 
rive,to draw neere. Or he hath regard unte to the evening ſtar, wck 
was nigh rifmg : /Or rather to which on the evening 
of that day, were lighted berimes, and alictle before the Sabbach, as 
alſo great fires were kindled, that at the comming of che Sabbath 
they ſhould not have any ſuch thing to doe. Jeſephns in the 16. 
booke of the antiquities of the ewes, Chapter 20, relatetha de- 
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creeof Azguftns Ceſar, that the lewes ſhould not bebound to ap» 
peare in judgement on the Sabbath day, nor on the para/ſcexe, or 
day of preparation before the Sabbath, after nine houres, that-is, a» 
bour three afrer Noone, becauſe ſoone after that boure at evening, - 
their Sabbath day began.Of all tlus it is moſt cleere, that the Sabbath 
gan by the eyening, and the.night was the firlt parc thereof. 12 
Againft that I have laid downe, ſome arguments are oppoſed, to 
prove, that even amongſt the. /ewes the naturallday, and conſe- 
quently che.

For they ſpeake of the artificiall day, di= - 
ogtbed from the night, which is expreſly named, without any 
declaration, whether it pertained to the day preceding, or toche 
day following, to make with it the naturall day, . The placing of 
the day betorethe night, 15 according tothe order of the things re- 
lated 1n thele bookes, and as they came topaſle. For the Eaſt wind 
began to blow in the day, and continued all night, to bring the Lo- - 
cults : and the people begun by the day, and continued all night the 
athering of Quailes., Moreover, when the day is conſidered di- 
itinctly and ſeverally from the night, the day,-as being of greatett 
dignity, is named firlt, without regard to the precedency ot either 
m the order of nature, and inthe naturall day, 15 
Ie is written in the Goſpell of Saint Zohy, 1 chap. 39, verſ. that 
two diſciples of John Baptiſts, went and ſaw where Jeſus dwelt,and 
abode with him that day : for it was about the teuth houre from 
whence they infer, that {eeing theſe diſciples entred into Chri#t- 
lodging at the tenth houre,that 1s,two houres afore the going down 
of.the Sunne, according to the counting of the Zewes , and it is ſaid, 
cha they bode ther thr dap ee alt under, cha thao: 
alſo 
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allo the niyhe, tothe intent they might be inſtruted by the Lord ; 
which was not poſſible tobe done 1n two houres : wherefore the 
night was the laſt part of the naturall day, 
Bue this ratiocination 1s of ſmall weight, 'For what neceffity can 
moves to ſay, that theſe twoDiſciples abode longer with Chriſt, 
than the two-lalt houres-of the day, preceding theſerting of the 
Sun, The particle for, from whence 1t is inferred, They abode with 
him that day : For it was about the tenth howre, is not properly in 
the Originall, which is better tranilated by and, than by for : And 
it was abogt the tenth houre ; which may be fiely underſtood after 
this manner, that being come to Chriſts lodging at the tenth houre, 
they abode with him the remnant of that day, and about night 
went home, and tarried no longer with the Lord. It is true that in 
theipace of two houres, nay, notif they had ſtated the whole night, 
they could not-be ſuthciently inſtructed by the Lord.. But allo it 
was not then only that they came to him, andabode with him : for 
they might have returned afterwards now and then ;as indeed Ar- 
drew, who was one of the two, and brother to Simon Peter, be- 
came one of -his ordinary and domeſticall Diſciples. | 
They make uſe alſo of the twenty eighth chapter of S, fat thew, 
verſ; x. Where itis ſaid, that i the evening, or in the latter end of 


the Sabbath, as it began to dawne towards the firſt day of the weeke,

the words of the Originall are, 53 8 axCCamy,rh ompwnicy cis wiay 
exCCz 7 «+ from whence they would infer, that the Sabbath ended

Whereunto Tanſwer, that the Evening, or the latter end of the 
Sabbath, whereof mention is made tn this place, muſt be underſtood 
of the evening properly 1o called, when the Sun ſetteth : which 
time 1s in this place ſpecified, as the end of the Sabbath day, or of 
the whole weeke. For the word o=CCwy, hath both ſignifications. 
Beſides that the word 343 is fir toſhew as much :;- For 1t.cannotbe

the conference of the other' Evangeliſts demonſtrate it more force- 

ebly. For S. Marks in the I6. chapter, 1, 3, verſes, ſaith, that 

When the Sabbath was paſt, Mar Magdalen, and Mary the mo- 
{4 ſweet ſmelling ſpices, that t 
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night come and anoint Jeſus; and being come very early in the nor» 
ning (to-wif from home) they came to the Sepulchre when the Sun 
was riſen : or iftheſe words very early in the morning, betoken allo 
the time of their comming to the Sepulchre ; and lignifie the ſame 
that ie fignified by the words following, when the Sum was riſen ; 
we muſt-undes{tand theſe laſt words, not as if the Sun was already 
aſcended upon the borizon ; bur ouly thar it was riſen, in regard of 
che. firſt appearing of his ſhining beames above the horizon, at the 
breake of day. : fo both ſhall be true, that :he Sun was riſen, and that 
they came to the Sepulchre very early in che morning And this thall 
ree very well with the words of S. Joþn, chap.20, verl, x. Vpox 
the fir#t day of the weeks, when it was yet dark_: and with theſe of 
S, Luke, chap. 24.verſ. 1. Very early in the morning the momes 
Came nnto the Sepulchre ; where it is added, that they browght mith 
then the ſweet odours which they bad prepared : trom whencel in- 
fer, that the Sabbath ended .in the evening, at the going downe of 
the Sun : ſith after the Sabbath was ended, theſe women boughe 
ſweet ſmelling _ and ed them toanoint the of Ie- 
ſue, asS, JMarkfai elly. To whom 1s not repugnant 5. Luke 
in the 23. chap.56.ver{, Where he faith, that the women aft 
had beheld the Sepulchre, and how the Lords body was laid, retur- 
ned, ad prepared odours, and ointments, and reſted the Sabbath 
day according to the Commandement ; which words ſceme to im» 
port, that they prepared their ſpices before che Sabbath, For che 
order and coherence of thele words doe not deſigne the like order - 
and coherence of things, but they mult be underttood atrer this 


manner ; being returned th edtheir odours, 4nd, or rathey 
Bt, they reſted the Sabbath day ; to wit, firlt, and before this pre- - 
paration, as appearech by the conference of the 5.4. yer. wherexe - 


is faid, that when the body of Chriſt was laid inthe combe, and 
the women beheld where it was laid, the Sabbath imigarxs, drew 
0», that is, was athand, and ready to begin, as hath beene ſaid be- 
fore, Sothat it was im cothem to e any kind of thing. 
for the inbalming of iſt before the Sabbath. Whence ir follow - 
eth, that fith then it was evening, the end of the ſame Sadbark fell 
upon the dawning or evening of the night following ; andf6 was - 


both the end of tlie laſt day- of the weeke and thebegin=..- 
ning of the nighe following, whereby chow day began, And that .

was the timebetokened by the 3/2 oxCCumy mentioned by Same 
Matthew, and thenight preceding the firſt day of the wecke, 
which he nameth afterward,did belong to the faid firſt day,ma-= 
king with it the naturall and civill day of the Iewes, and did not 
belong to the Sabbath. For if it had pertained tothe Sabbath, 
and the firſt day of the weeke following the Sabbath had begun 
in the morning, fith it is conſtant that before the Sabbath they 
. pane not their aromaticall drugs, when ſhould they have 
ound the opportunity and leiſure to prepare them ? They durſt 
not doe it on the Sabbath day, for it was aday of reſt, and of 
ceſlation from all work. As alſo S. Lake faith, Chap. 3.verſc5 6. 
T hat they reſted the Sabbath wr according to the Commandement, 
After the Sabbath upon the fir{t day of the weeke they could nor 
doc it, granting that thisday began in themorning ; For very 
early in the morning, 4s it was jet darke, they went with their 
ſpices already bought and prepared:: And therefore we muſt of 
neceſſity fay, that they bought their ſpices in the cvening, after 
the Sunne was ſet,and the Sabbath ended, that during thenight, 
which was the beginning of the firſt day of the week, they pre- 
pared theſedrugs, and that in the morning of the ameday they 
came to imbalme Ieſus. 
. Whichbeing ſo, we muſt interpret the words of S. Mate 
thew after ſucha fort, that they may agree with the ſayings of 
the other Evangeliſts. Andit is in no wiſeneceſlary to joyne 
che evening or the latter end of the Sabbath, with the beginning 
of the light of the firit day of the wecke;, as if the one and the 9» 
ther had met together in one time, and at once, as is pretended, 
There is betwceene theſe two the intervall of a night , which 
pertained to this firſt day of the weeke,and we may tranſlate the 
words 343 axCCany, which is the fame with Dayerquids onClore, 
as $. Marke ſpeaketh, that is, in the evenining, attheextremi- 
tic, or latter end of the Sabbath, this extremity being already 
comeand paſt : or in thecvening, that is, inthe night (the firlt 
part thereof being taken for therotall) after the Sabbath, =j 
7 eaxic!, to wit,oes., at that ſame houre or time-which 
to ſhine; yet with alittle remnantof thenights darkneſle : «5 
Kay oxCCamur, tobeethe firſt day of the weeke, that is, thefirlt 


gay of light, the fxit anificjall day, which isa part of thenatu 
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rall day-: Or wee' may take thele words, «5 war, for wu , 
in the time that was to ſhine in the firſt day of the weeke, For it 
wasnot $. Matthews inteat to ſpecifieunto us the immediate con- 
junction of che firit day of the weeke-with the Sabbath finiſhing, bur 
only at what point of time che woman came to A to 
wit, at the firlt glimpſe obthe light of the firit day of the weeke - 
and hee made mention of the evening, or of the latter end of the 
Sabbath, in reſpect that the Sabbath had hindred chem till then to 
apply themſelves to this pious and charitable worke which they had 
intended, 

Moreover, they produce a paſſage out of the twentieth chapter of 
the whe 11, where it is {aid, that the Diſciples rm make 
being come together upon the firſt day of the weeks, to breaks bread, 
Panl preaching unto them,continued hs ſpeech nntill midnight, and 
after he had broken bread, and eaten, continged to talks unto them 
even till the breaks of day, In which words they pretend that the 
night 1s mentioned, asthe laſt parc of the firlt day ot the weeke. 

Bur rft, nothing obligeth us to grant, that the night there men» 
tioned, ought to be referred to the firlt day of the weeke, For we 
may affirme as well, that. it pertained to the ſecond day, and made 
che begnmng thereof: Thewords of the Text are very well verified, 
if we lay, that the firſt day of the weeke,and towards the end there- 
of, the Diſciples were aſſembled, and their aſſembly having begun 
about the end of the firſt day, continued a good while with and atter 
the beginning of the ſecond day, Parl, becauſe he was to depart on 
the morning after the firit day, taking this occaſion. to. extend his 
diſcourſe within the night following, which was the beginning of 
another day. BIS 1: | 

There is no weight in the objection. they make againſt this expo- 


ſition, faying, that if it were true, Paw! had remained longer then 


ſeven dayes at Troas, to- wy a part of an eight Gay, againlt that 
which is faid in the fixthverſe, For they preluppole without an 
und,that P ax/ was not preciſely bur ſeven dayesat Troas, which 
the Text ſaith not, but only that he abode there ſeven dayes, which 
ſhould be very well expreſſed o, although he had remained there a 
part of che eighth day, which might have beene paſt under filence, 
and not counted with the dayes going before, becauſe it was not a 


full and whole day, but only a part of aday. And purting the cal,

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that it ſhould core within the compaſſe of the ſevendayes of the 
Apoftiles aboade at Troas ; wemayday, it was taken for thefevench 
and laft day, For it is nortold exactly on what day Paul cameto 
Tyoas, nor that he «bode there fullſeven dayes, but only in gene« 
rall, ſeven dayes, Now although hehad beene there but apart of 
che firſt, and a part of the laſt of ſeven, it may be well ſaid, that hee 
was there ſeven dayes. : : 
Secondly, grancing that the nifhrmentioned in the forelaid place, 
was the laſt part of the firſt day of the week, nothing can be proved 
from thence, but this only, that after the reſurrection of. our Lord 
Peſns Chriſt, the faithfull among the Gentiles celebrating tn their 
congrepations the firſt day of the weeke, in remembrance ofthe faid 
refurrection, began it in the morning about: the tame tiabChiift 
roſe, as, perhaps the nations of whomthey-were, began theday by 
the morning ; but it followeth not, that ſuch was che beginruny 
oftheday among the Jewes. F 1% 
Theſe things being thus cleered, it ſhallfollow, that when Jeſs 
Chriſt did ſhew himſelfe to his Duleiples1nthe time mentioned, in 
the 20. of $. John, verl. 19. it was notin the firſkdayof the week, 
bur after it, in the ſecond day, The conference ofthe twenty foure 
of Saint L»ke ſheweth, that at leaſt it was midnight when Teſus 
Chriſt appeared firſt unto them, For it is ſaid untbatchapter, thar 
the ſame day of his reſurreCtion: he drew neere tothe twoDiſciples 
that were going to Emmans, went withthem, came thither with 
them towards evening, the day being far ſpent, and that they ſup- 
ped there ; Thar after the Lord had left them, vaniſhing away our 
oftheir ſight, they roſe up the-ſame houre, returned to Teruſalem, di- 
ſtant from Emma threeſcore tades,that is,a three houres journey;

Bue alchouyh'it were generally agreed on, that Te/3u Chrift 
appeared the firſt time to his Diſciples on the firit day of the weeks, 
and the ſecond time eight dayes after, Ifay, that Li appearing to 
his Diſciples at two diverſe times ſince his ReſurreCtion on the firſt 
day of the weeke,cannot inforce,by any good conſequence, that his 
intention was to authorize that day, _ to lanCtifie it to bee a day 
of reſt. To prove this with ſome ſhew of reaſon, it were neceſlary, 
that Jeſus Chrift, during the whole time of his abode on earth at- 


ter his Reſurrection, ſhould have ſhewed humſelte uncochem regu- | 


larly and conſtantly on each firſt day of the weeke, and not in any 
other day. For if he appeared not unto them every firſt day of the 
weeke, we may inferre quite contrary, that it was not his 

co ſanctifie that day unto them, morethan another ; And it heap- 


peared unto them on other dayes, it __ be ſaid, with as good rea-

Now we read nothing of his appearing to his Diſciples on each 
firſt day of the weeke conſtantly and regularly after his ReſurreRi- 
on, till bis Aſcenſion.

nable man, with the leaſt ſhew of reaſon, inferre a generall cuſtome 
tyed ordinarily to that day amongſt all Chriſtians? 

Ic may be likewiſe, that this their meeting on the firſt day of 
the weeke 1s marked, as an occaſion only of the narration which is 
made incontinently after, of the diſaſter that befell the young man 
Entychus, who being fallen intoa deepe leepe inthe place of the 
aſſembly where Pax! preached, ſfunke downe with (leepe from the 
third loft, and being taken up dead, was miraculouſly raiſed to life 
by che Holy Apoſtle : But 1s not ſpecified, todenote an order ac- 
cuſtomed.by that Church to meet together eyery weeke on that day, 
Andi ſeeing Px/ inthe viſitation of the Churches tooke nor 
heed to the qbſervation of particular dayes, but as long as he abode 
among them, was carefull to preachand inftrutt them every day, 
leaſt he ſhould loole the time and leaſure that he had, and which or- 
dinarily was not long in each place, as we may ſee, «Ls 19, verſe 
9.and As 20, verſe 16, 31. who ſhall beleeve, that having tari- 
ed lixe dayes at Troas, he or the Diſciples let dip fixe of them with- 
out any meeting to heare him 2 Now if they came together in the 
former dayes, as well as on the firſt day of the weeke, as it is more 
ſeeming to be true, the argument taken from their meeting on the 
firlt day of the weeke is utterly undone. 

If it be ſaid, that they met together on this day, as being a day 
more ſolemne then the reſt,, and becauſe allo they came o—_ e 
bread, that is to receive the Lords Supper, the argument is of no 
value ;.

which had nor aj tobe, yea, on the contrary, had ſeemed not

LL the foreſaid arguments, taken in ſome ſort from the 
A Scriptures, being moſt weak,as is clcere by what hath been 
ſaid, it is to no purpoſe that ſome of thoſe with whom we 
are indifferent, dare ſay, that the keeping of Sunday hath as good a 
foundation, and prop in the Scripture, as hath the baptizing of lit- 
tle Children. | 
For although we find no exprefle commandement inthe New 
Teſtament to baptiſme little Children, no more than to keepe Sun- 
day or the firſt day of the weeke for a leventh day of reſt, yet we 
find baptiſme expreſſely ordained by Jeſs Chrif, to bea ſeale of 
the covenant of grace, and of Gods promiſes contained therein, 
which becauſe they appertaine to little children, as S. Perey faith, 
AP. 2, verſe 39. and that in a manner {oexpreile, that St. Pays 
atfrmeth the Children of faiclifull Pareatsto be holy, 1 Cer.7.ver. 
1.4, weconclude yery pertinently, that the ſeale of chele promiles, 
which is Baptilme, percaineth co them.

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But we find not any ordinance in the Goſpell to obſerve the ſe= 4 
venth day, neither in generall, nor in particular, neither I {ay, one 

of the ſeven dayes of the weeke in generall, nor in particular the 

p firlt day, or any other compriſed in the order of ſeven, The Com« 
mandement to obſerve Me ſeventh day under the Old Teſtament 

| was ceremonill as was Gods ordinance concerning circumciſion, 

and had in the Law of the decalogue the ſame re that circum- 
cition hath in the covenant of grace. And as our Lord feſwus Chriſt 

! leaving the covenant of grace, tirme and ſteady, hath aboliſhed the 

ligne of circumciſion ; even ſo leaving the Law ſtable in the princi- 
pall ſubſtance thereof, which is the whole morality therof, he hath 
aboliſhed the ceremony ot the ſeventh day eſtabliſhed in it of old. 2 

Yer alchough he thought fit to put inthe place of circumciſion, 4 
which was minuttred to little children, and which he hath aboliſhed, 
the holy Sacrament of Baptiſme, which conſequently ought tobe 
miniſtred to infants, he hath not judged convenient to doe the like, 

| by eſtabliſhing another ſtinted day in the roome of the ſeventh Iew- 

ith day, which he hath abrogated, For if he had eſteemed it con- 

] ventent, hee had left us an inſtitution thereof as expreſle as of 
Baptiſme, which he hath not done, but was pleaſed to leave tothe 
wildome and liberty of the Churchthe appointing of a time for his 
{ervice, 

As indeedthe Church from her firſt beginnings, and as it were 5 

| from her cradle, hath obſerved Sunday. But of thispraGtiſe and 

cultome fo long continued, ſome doe inferre too ra{hly, that the 
keeping of Sunday is an inſtitution of eſis Chriſt or of his Apo- 

ſtles. For by the ſame realon may be 1nterred, that the keeping of 

Eaſter, and of ſome other holy dayes under the Goſpell, is a divine 

inſtitution, becauſe it hath beene pradtiſed in the Church from her 

firſt age, not long after the times of the Apoltles, To which con- 

| cluſion theſe diſputers wil not conſent unto,becauſe our Lord Jeſies 

J Chrift hath made us tree from the neceſſity of keeping fealts,by any 

| divine obligation as is evident by the texts of Saint Pax! alleadyed 

| and explaind in the firſt part of this treatiſe, The truth is,that cuſtom 

hath introduced, and ever fithence bath intertained that day, and 

| ſome other holy dayes in the Church, without any 

| ment of Jeſus Chrift, or of his holy Apoltles, whichalfo Socrates

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,nefſe in it {elfe is a morallthing eſtabliſhed of God, ſeeing thefleſh 


They produce alſo examples of divers judgements of God 
on _ be s, whoneglected or contemned the Lords <4 
whence they would prove, that God thereby hath ratified the 
ſervation thereof, as ordained by him. Whereunto 1 antwer, that 
undoubtedly God may have punithed many for the profanation 
of the Lords day, not becauſe he hath ordained and commanded 


* it, but becaule (according tothe order of the Church) this day hath 


beene appointed for the excrciſes of Religion, which hee hath com- 
manded, All perſons which ſet at neught the preaching of the 
Word, the adminiſtration of the Sacraments, publike and com- 
mon Prayers in the aſſemblies of the faithfull, and the order of the 
Church, whereby theſe holy aCtions are ordinarily pradtiſed on the 
firſt day of the weeke, delerve (in the righteous judgement of God) 
to be puni(hed with exemplary and publike plagues : and when the 
wrath of God is revealed from heaven againſt their ungodlineſſe, 
the cauſe of their puniſhment (to ſpeake properly). is the careleſſe 
diſregard of the holy Congregations, of the religious and fruittull 
exerciſes practiſed 1n them , and of the order of the Church, and 
not any neceſſity proceeding from a commandement given of God, 
© obſerve the firſt day of the weeke, rather than another day. 
They urge alſo the backwardneſle which is naturally.in men to 
the ſanGtification of the Lords day , whichis our Sabbath day, All 
wicked men arealtogether averſe unto it, and the faithtull and truly 
regenerate too remiſle and reſtie.Of this they inferre ,that the com- 
mandement concerning the Sabbath 1s morall, and the Lords day is 
a divine inſtitution, conſidering the great contradiction and oppo- 
ſition of the fleſh againſt ir, | 
Bur it 1s eaſie to anſwer this argument, For this rebellion and 
ſtubbornneſle of thefleſh, is not ſimply againit Sunday, no more 
than againſt another day, bur againſt the keeping and applying of 
Sunday to ferve God, to heare his Word, to powre out prayers be= 
fore him, to meditate on godlineſle and other exerciſes of religion, 
whereunto the naturall man hath no inclination, no more in other 
dayes, than on the day that is tinted for them. For ocherwile, to 
tooblerve a day for paſſing the time in ſporting, in gaming, or-in 
worldly ſolemnities, thefleſhis too too forward to that, W hence 
x followeth, that verily Gods ſervice, true religion, and godli- 


is.

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is ſoaverſe untoir. Bur it is not neceſſary, that the keeping of a 
certaine day of Sabbath, as of Sunday, ſhould be of the ſame na- 
ture, becauſe the fleth hath no averſion to that, ſaving in as much 
as the oblervation of ſuch a day 1s ordained for Gods fervice. 

But ſay they, 1f one of {even dayes (and namely Sunday) be not 
under the new Teſtament neteſlary to be kept by divine 1ntticuti- 
on, bur onely by the order of. the Church, it thall tollow,. that the. 
Church hath — of her ſelte ro ſantihie a day for Gods fer- 
vice, and conſ<quently, that ſhe 1s Lady and Mittreſle of the Sab= 
bath, which prerogative perraineth not to her, but to God alone. 

That if the hath that authority, ſhe may ordaine as many, and 
as few dayes as pleaſeth her, make all the dayes, or the molt part 
of the dayes of the weeke Sabbath dayes, or onely one of ten, or of 
fifteene, or of a whole zeere, if ſhe will, 

That particularly, (he may change Sunday into another day, 
which ſhould be abfurd, ſeeing there thall never be any action to 
important to oblige us tothe keeping of another day, as was the 
Reſurrection of our Lord lefus Chritt , which fell upon the firſt day 
of the! weeke, and to moveus to confecrate that day tobe a Sab+ 
ba 1 

That Eaſter, Whitfunday, and other Holy dayes.inſtituted by 
the Church, ſhall be equallin authority to Sunday, 

OM there ſhall be nothing in the tourth oor is 
jo to particular men, ſaving, perhaps to keepe the time whic 
(hall be rand inthe Church, LT es chey (hall brabble and 
ſtrive about the number of dayes ; namely, about the particular day 
which 1s to bee obſerved, ſome jarring tor one day, ſome tor ano- 
ther, and ſo conrending one againſt another, without hope of a» 
greement, and comming to a certaine reſolution. Yea, they ſhall 
take licence themſelves, to obſerve any day whatſoever they (hall 
thinke good, and diſpence with keeping of Sunday, when they 
ſhall chinke that they are not tied unto it by Gods Commande= 
ment. 

i anſwer, that none of theſe inconveniences is to bee feared, 
As for the firit, Thar the Church ſhould have auchority to fanctifie 
a day tor Gogslervice, itſo be God hath not appointed one, 1 ſee 
no OI init, It 1srrue, that 1t 18 Gods prerogative ex- 
clutvely to all men and Angels, to fandtifie a thing, it fandtitioa+ 
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tion be taken for a reall and ipherent- ſanRtificatien, by umnpreſon 
of holineſle in the thing, or if a thing is to be lanctified, to bee an 
efſentiall part, and properly ſo called, of Gods ſervice. For God 
will be ſerved according to his Ordinances, and not according to 
the ordinances of men. Burt this is not the ſandtification that wee 
ereat of here, for a days not {uſceptible of ſuch an umpreſſion of ho« 
lineſſe, And to ſpeake properly, 1t maketh no part of Gods ſervice 
under the new Teſtament, but 1s onely an accidentall circumſtance 
thereof, whereof God hath left the determunation to the liberty of 
tne Church, For in that be hath not in himlelfe given an 

and particular Ordinance concerning it ; hee bath teſtified that hee 
did leavethat power to his Church, teaching her onely in generall 
todoe it conveniently, 

And indeed, doth.not ſhe ſanGtifie places, when ſhe appoinreth, 
and ſerteth them apart, that in them God may be ſerved? Doth (he 
ngt ſanRifie-times, other than Sunday, ordaining faſting dayes, 
when necellity doth require it ; and fealt dayes, which ſhe cauſerh 
to be ſolemnized 1n remembrance of the Birth, Paſſion, Aſcenſion 
of Teſus Chriſt, and of the ſending of the holy Gholt, &c, All 
Chriſtians holdthis _— to bee = eh - man 
brings her authority in queſtion in thatr ne: h an 
blange the holy uſe of thoſe dayes, providing thee carry her by 
wiſcly, and keepe a due proportion and fit moderation in her ſtin- 
ting of them. Why then might ſhe not in the ſame manner,after Je- 
ſus Chriſt had aboliſhed the lewiſh Sabbath, ſanRifi the firlt day of 
the weeke, to be an ordinary day of Gods ſervice, in remembrance, 
that on it Chriſt roſe from the dead } W herein ſhe takes not upon 
her a maſterie that belongs not unto her. Ir is true, that ſhe is not 
Miſtreſſe of the Sabbath, to change a day that God hath ordained, 
and to diſpence at her pleaſure with the keeping thereof, But ſince 
there is noday ordained of God to the Chrittian Church for his ſer- 
vice, and that which he had ordainedof old being expired, ſhe hath 
as preat authority to appoint a day for Gods ſervice, as to ordaine 

Tothe ſecond inconvenience, 1 ay, thatthe two extremities 
of exceſic and defe& are to be avoided in this point : For there muſt 


, be, neither ſo many Holy dayes ordained, that the faithfull bee 1n- 
- thralled and ſurcharged with them, axwith an onerous yoke, which 


they 
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they are notable tobcare, eLE.1 5. verſ.10, nor ſofew, that they 
become unto them an occaſion to give themſelves overunto pro- 
fancnefle and irreligion, It is certaine, that a day ordinary and 
frequent 1s neceflary for many good and excellent ules, as for the 
maintenance of the true religion & godlines,ofunion and Chriſtian 
ſociety among the faithful], for the celebration of the Name of 
God, and conlervation of the remembrance of his benefits towards 
us, by hearing the ſame Word, receiving the ſame Sacraments, 
and above all ,- by Common-Prayers , and other points of Divine 
Service, which being practiſed in the ſame time and place with an 
holy affettion, by many fairhfull incouraging and exhorting one 
another, both by word and by example, are of great efficacie and a- 
vaile much with God. If there were not ſuch a day, theſe exerci- 
ſes not being practiſed .ordinarily, theſe duties would alfo ealily 
decay by little and little, and men would become llacke and fammc- 
hearted 1h the performance of them : As on the contrary, if this 
day returned too often, and the one upon the beele of the other, 
that might bee troubleſometo the fairhfhll, and would nor onely 
incommodate them: in their temporall affaires, winch God is 
wellpleaſed they apply themſelves unto, bur alſo would make the 
exerciſes of religion to bee grievous and loathſome unto them, by 
reaſon of their infrmiries 1n this life, 

Therefore the Church ought nor to finne-1n this point, neither 
by exceſſe, nor by defe&t, and farre lefle through defect than 


a yeere, orin many yeeres, leſtſhe ſhould ſeeme tobe fightly affe « 
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fing;'then in another number, but judging it afit and convenient 

ing to keepe the dittinction of weekes, which was already accu- 
ſomed and uſuall in the Church,. and toconfecrate ro God as ma- 
ny dayes, at leatt, as did the Churchof the lewes ; that is one of 
ſeven 1n ordinary, and ſome others extraordinarily, returning and 
following the one the other afarre off, as from yeere to yeere in re- 
membrance of ſome things conſiderable, either in the perſon of lefus 
Chriſt, or of ſome ef his moſt excellent ſervants, 

This hath by time growne to a great abuſe, through the mulci- 
plication of too many and divers teats, ſerving almoit for nouſe, 
but for idlenefle and riot: This we ſee in the Romane Church, which 
hath ordained an exceſſive number of Holy dayes, not onely to 
the honour of God, but alſo of Angels, of he and ſhe Saints of Pa- 
radiſe ; yea, of ſundry which having never beene men on earth, can- 
not be Saints in heaven : to which dayes they oblige mens conſci- 
ences, asto dayes more holy, and more capable to ſanfibtie the 
ations of religion done in them, than all other dayes ; nay, as 
more holy than thoſe things which God hath commanded, foun- 
ding that attempt (but moſt fondly) upon the fourth Commande- 
ment. Therefore the Church, 1n her reformation, bath moſt juſtly 
redreſſed this abuſe, and hath reduced the obſervation of the time 
of Gods lervice, either to Sunday onely in the weeke, or beſides to 
a few moe, more rare in their revolution, and conſecrated to the 
honour of God alone, tobe obſerved onely for orders ſake, and for 
eccleſialticall government, that in them her children may apply 
themſelves more particularly, then they doe on other dayes, to 
Gods ſervice, but without tying the coniciences of the faichfull far- 
ther than to the order of the Church ; not urging the Holy dayes ob- 
ligatorie immediately on Gods part. | 

To the third inconvenience, that ſhe may change Sunday into 
another day, if the ſtinting ofa day depend on her, 1 anfwer, that 
happily ſhe might inthe beginning have made choice of another 
number than of ſeven, andin the number of ſeven of another than 
the firſt, which is Sunday. For although it be true, that ſince the 
reſurredion of Chriſt, no ation hath; or ſhall be done ſo impor- 
tant as this, which came.o paſle on the firit day of the weeke, it 
tolloweth not, that the remembrance of that ahi on was of neceſ- 
fity to becelebrated once in the weeke, and that a day ſhould bee 
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appointed for that end, more than for the remembrance of others 
of che Lords wonderfull aGtions , or that the Church was tied by 
neceſſity to appoine.the firlt day of the weeke tor that purpoſe, ras 
ther then —_— day, upon: the ſole conlideration, that it 
ned on that day, which nit lelte is not more obligatory now, than 
it wasthen ; becauſe the celebration of Chriſts actions, in any da 
whatſoever, is (in it ſelte) athing indifferent, andthe Lord dot 
not require, that we tie our ſelves tothe dayes wherein they were 
performed.

ſo time hath confirmed this cuſtome, and it hath beene ratified by 

all conſtitutions, and divers eccleſiaſtical ordinances, 1 
elteeme it ſhould be an imprudent and 1mpudent courſe to attempt 
the changing thereof into anorher day. 

' The fourth inconvenience, that particular men (hall have no- 
thing injoyned of God untothem in the fourth Commandement, 
nor inany other part of Scripture, concerning the time of Gods 
publike ſervice, ſaving that they obſerve the time preſcribed in the 
Church, according to the will of thoſethat are in authority, is nov 
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an. inconvenience, but is in effect the whole ſubſtance: of the 


Commandement, in regard of particular men, to whom God ha» 
ving 10 inthe three former Commandements, to ſerve ham 
ticularly eyery day, and upon all occaſions, in the fourth he in- 
pyneth them to doe 1t publikely together, and to oblervethe time 
appointed for that purpoſe by eccletiaſticall diſcipline, .-. 
The inconvenienceto be feared ſhould be, incaſe no order ac 
all were eſtabliſhed in the Church for the time of Gods publike fer- 
vice, and every particular man were left to his owne choice, which 
ſhould cauſe a;diſordered diverſity, But this were to: forge feares, 
where there is no cauſe. For order hath beene taken withchacim

the Chriſtian Church from her beginning, and.t. hath beene forti- 


fied by ule and cuſtome, ſo that. particularmen, jf they happen to 
ordered, 


will 
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will not omit, being rehgioully diſpoſed and fearing God, 20 ob- 
ſerve the day which the Chriſtian Church hath chuſed and practiſed 
ſince ſo many ages. And as God, when he commanderh a trequent 
reſorting to the holy aſſemblies, giveth no injun@tion to I 
men, bur in dependancy upon the order which (hall be eſtabliſhedin 
the Church for ſuch meetings, even ſo he tiech them to the ſame de- 
pendancy, when he ordainech tha a certaine time be appointed for 
the ſaid publike meetings. ; 
Forthe fifth and lait inconvenience, ſome feare leait particular 
men ſhould preſame to obſerve any other day at their leature, and 
neglect the keeping of Sunday, if they be taught that they are not 


' bound unto it -by Gods command, W hereunto 1 anfwer, that if 


theſe particulars be protane men, which make light of the exerciſes 


of godlineſſe, and of the order of the Church, in all kkelthvod = 


they will doe worſe, and keepe noday atall;' But for fach unruly 
ads wee need to iſewier car if _ toomuch. Fort ts not in 
our power to prevent and hinder all the abuſes and profanations 
which they would commit, although they were perſwaded that 
Sunday is adivine inſtitution, He that is wnjw#t, vt bim.be wnjuft 
fill : and he which « filthy, let him be filthy fsl : Nay although 
they _ be recalled, it is not reaſonable, thatto refeue them we 
hould ſpezke or write any thing againſt truth, | 

If they be men which take to heart religion and godlinefſe, and 
carry a due reſpe&t to the order of the Church, no fuch-unrulimefle 1s 
to be feared of them : For becauſe the preaching of the word; the ad- 
miniſtration of the Sxoraments, publike and common are 
meanes ordained of God for the maintenance of evilliccliO kent of 
erue Religion, and Sunday is eſtabliſhed by the order of .the Church 
for the practiſe of 'theſe exerciſes, they will make great account of 
that day, and obſerve , notfor rrsowne ſake, knowing thar itits 
not in  ſelte more eſteemeable,nor morebelongingto Godsſervice 
then another day, not alſothrough opinion thar God hathparticu- 
larly ſanbtified it by his ordinance, and thapehiexs conſcience 18'in 
that refpeR moreryed unts it then'to another dayybur becauſe they 
have _—_ regard tothe orderofthe Church, which being very 
good and profitable, they know they areboundro fabric them - 
delves unto it; ſeeing God hath commanded, althouph in generall 
zenans, yer moſi-expreſicly m his boly word; They will allo feare 


to 
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tocontemne that day, and info doingto ſinne,not in conſideration 


of any dignicy of that tht day hath of it felte, or char God hath gi- - 


ven it, whereby it ſhould oblage more than another day, and make 
the contempe thereof more blame worthy ; but in conſideration of 
Gods ſervice whereunto it 1s applyed by the ardinance and cuſtome 
of the Church. So then a particular Church : will confotmhe her 
felfo to the ofder of all other Churches, and the particular mem- 
bers of cach Church will ſubmic themtelyes to che order received in 
K, and {o all (hall religioully celebrate Sunday, becauſe by the order 
of the Church, it hath beene obſerved fo long andin all places 
where the Goſpell was preached, for the publike exerciſe of Gods 
ſervice. 

To thew thatthe. foreſaid inconvenience isnot fo much tobe 
feared, it isa thing common and yell knowne, that our Churches 
ordajne (wpon diveriR,ocafions extraordinary: dayes of faſting, 
and of particular prayers, and command the whole people to come 
cogether for that end in thele dayes, which are otherwiſe common 
and worke dayes. 

There are alſo in many. Churches yeerely feafts injoyned by the or- 
der and diſcipline of the Church, as of the Nativity, Paſſion and A{- 
cenſion of Chriſt, &c. wherein the people is gathered together to 
heare the wordof God, and all the parts of divine ſervice. Do they 
not know that Gad hath not boun by ſpeciall comandement, 
tothe obſervation of fach thyes,and that their conſcience is hor c 
edunto them inthat name? And yet we fee not any of themunder 
that pretence neglect the keeping of rhoſe dayes, or preſume to or- 
daine others at theirpleaſure. Some protane men may attempt ſuch 
a thing, burhoneſt men which lovethe Word of God, and the ex- 


erciſes of godlineſle, will ſubmit themſelves to the order of the - 


Church, and obſerve ſuch dayes, not as I have ſaid, for any particu= 
lar commandement that God hath given concerning them, ſeeing in 
this reſpeR. they know they are free, yet through teſpeGt and affe. 
Rion towards the order of the Church, and:tve deyotion towards

the- holy exerciſes whereunto ihee hath thought, fit to.apply ſuch . 
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others are, which being joyned to theantiquity and generality of 
the obſervation many (fo begionine 9%. aye fo

This is of 1t ſelfe cleere inough by that hath beene already 
faidin the three firſt parts. Nevertheleſle to give a more full decla. 
ration and fatisfaGtion, Iay, that weknow ſufficiently what was 
the obſervation of the Sabbath day under the Old Teſtament, ſeein 
(30d had both in generall and particular ordered 'it by his lawes. F- 
generall he commanded a melt exatt reſt and ceſſation, and decla- 
red it by a redoubling of thewords which he makes uſe of in this 
point, ſaying ſometimes that the ſeventh day xa Sebbarb, or Reſt 
of Reſt, Exod, 16. verſe 23, Exod 31. verſe15, Exod, 35. ver, 
2. Leviticus 27, verſe 3. that is, a day wherein he would have 
them toreſt moſt preciſely from all workes, as it is ſaid inthe ſame 
places, which workes he otherwhere intitleth ſervile workes, 
Leviticus 23, verſe 7,8, 21, 25, Numbers 28. verſe 25; that is, 
appertaining to their temporall and ordinary callings, which they 
were wont to doe on the {1xe former dayesof the weeke, either for 
profit, or for recreation, and other uſes ſimply civill, domeſticke, 
earthly ; which he particularizeth in diverle places, as fot exam- 
ple, to busband theground, to reape, \rocar-grapes, -totread wine 
preſles, Exod. $4. verſe 21, Nehem. 17. verſe 153;to buy and fo 
ſell, Nehem, 1o. verſe 31. hold markets and fairesfor __ _ 

k ſelling 
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I3. verſe 15,16,17,18 17. verſe21, 22,223,234, to 
=> out of their al for any end ot at bebdes Cr cfor 
ting to the holy convocations, as to goe a voyage, and to doeſuch 
like actions, Exod.16, verſe 29, | 
This ordinance to doe no manner of work on the Sabbath day, 
was ſo preciſe, that God forbad them'to doe the leaſt workes, even 
choſe which might be done without travell or diftraGtion. For ex- 
ample, they were interdicted not only to make long and painetull 
voyages and courſes, but alſo to goe outof dooresta walke, al- 
though ſoftly, without urgent neceſſity, as to goe out for to gather 
Manna when they were in the Wildernefle, Exodms 16, wer.27. 
which they might have done without paines, becaule it wasto bee 
found at their doores, and they were not to goe farre, nor totake 
more paines than to ttoope a little, nor þeſtow above avery ſhort 
time, and.that betimes in the morning, becauſe when the Sun wax- 
ed hot it melted, neither could that have hindred them from ſanGtr= 
fyingthe Sabbath with all the exerciſes of Gods lervice, 
eyertheleſſe, God forbad them atags and ſmall worke, 
and leaſt they ſhould take that little and ſmall diverfion, purpoſely 
he rained not downe Manna upon them on that day,bur the day be= 
fore gave them bread for two dayes, and when ſome of the people 
weat out to.ſee, if there was any on the Sabbath day, they were ea- 
gerly blamed, as breakers of the Sabbath verſe 27, 28. And there- 
upon God commanded them to abide every man un his place, and 
that no man (ſhould goe out of his place on that day to gather Man- 
na verſe 2g. Likewye concerning that meaſure which they had ga- 
thered the day before,for the Sabbath day,he injoyned them allo, to 
bake and prepare iton the ſaxt day, and tobewareto delay and put 
off the preparing thereof eo the ſeventh day, leaſt they ſhould pro- 
fane the Sabbath. This is expreflely ſet downe in theſe words, 
Ex0d.16, verſe 23. Tomorrow # the reſt of the holy Sabbath un- 
ro the Lord: Bakg that which you will bake to day, and ſeeth that 
gee will [ceth, and that which'remaimeth over , tay up for you to bee 
kept wntill the morning. Theſenſe of which words is evident, that 
as God on theday before the Sabbath rained Manna for two dayes, 
fo they ſhould pr it on the ſame day for two dayes, baking that 
which they would bake, ſeething on they would ſceth, and trying 
Ga 
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re ls, and after they had eaten of it ſaffcienc- 
| y thoud lay up the reſt ſo prepared, to be kept un- 
till the next day. : 


' For if, as ſome doe eſteeme, God would have ſuffered them 
to prepare on the Sabbath day that which remained over, and the 
Gaſs of the foreſaid words were onely, that on Friday they 
ſhould prepare and make ready ſucha portion as they ſhould chinke 
ſufficient for the meat of that day, and keepe the overplusto __ 
pared the next day, God had not given them on Friday bread for 
two dayes, and ha net forborne to raine down Manna upon them 
on the Sabbath day, For it had been farre lefle paines unto themto 

on the ſeventh day the meaſure that was needfull unto them, 
to make it ready afterwards, Neither is it likely, that after he 
had forbidden them, and had taken from them the meanes to gather 
any on the Sabbath hay, dee gave them liberty tobake, leeth, frie 
and prepare it on thatday, Therefore when he ſent them twice ag 
muc rung hb da on the —_ - did it — thes 
they m1 t prepare ortion the ſame 
fda from - eparingany on the Sabbath da . ” 
And ar Ry 2 had Hoſes adviſed them ſo carefully on Fri> 
day, rather than on the other dayes to bake that which they had to 
bake, but to tell thera that the ſame day they ought to bake the dou- 
ble meaſure which they ſhould gather? For otherwiſe this adyertife- 
ment had beene to no e, becauſethey were wont every day 
to bake the portion db gathered for the day, knowing 
that without a warner. But they could not well know, withour 
information, that they were bound to prepare on the ſame day the 
ewo portions which they had gatheredfor two dayes, And to ſhew 
yet more cleerely, that what they layd up for the next day the 
kept itbaken, Moſes ſaid notunto them, bake to day that whic 
yee have laid up, but only, Eat that to day, For to day is the Sab- 
_ w_ - Lord, verſe 25. _ reaſon was as _ to hin- 
er t Om preparing, 3s p_ it, the one being no 
more neceſſary then the . For as God gave them the 


meanes to gather double meafure on the ſixtday, fo had they on the 
foxt day the means and leaſure to bake and prepare that double mea- 
ſure, and were not conſtrained by any necelbty coreſerve a part, or 
to prepareand bake ir on the Sabbath day. = \

and baken toll the next day Rr had ” ne a wot- 

der, that it did not ftinke, neither was there any worme therein, 

where'nevertheleſſe is related as a marvell, verſe 24, ſeeing baking 

and feething 'hinder all finke and breeding bf wormes. this 
objection hath no weight, and is not tobe regarded, ' For al 


the Manna fo prepare& might naturally remaine ſound and whole- 


ſomeuntill the next day, yet by Gods Alrtiiphty power and righte- 
ous judgement, it had x ach bred rats — af 1 had rand. 
otherwiſe then hee had exprefſſely commanded :. For undoubted- 
ly, the Manna unbaken and ie ap might have beene kept on 
any other day of the weeke, till the next day, without corruption 
or any noyſome ſmell. The only cauſe why it ftunke, and bred 
wormes, was Gods prohibition to leave of it till the morning vey. 
19, 20, which prohibition, proceeding from ſo covet and 
righteous a Lawgnver, was of ſuch force,that it had ſtunke,and bred 
wormes bein wx all che next morning of any day whatſoever, al- 
ites had donetheir utmoſt indeavour, by baking, 
ſeething, frying, and by all other poſſible meanes to keepe it from 
efattion, And therefore it is well noted to the purpoſe, that 
ing laid up baken and prepared on Friday for Saturday, it ſtunke' 
ant; bicknh chat being done according to Gods commandement, he 
reſtrained his judgement, which he had diſplayed in another day, if 
they had kept it till the next morning, 
Moreover, God gave another prohibition to lus people, ſaying, 
Ye ſoall kindle no fire thorowout your habitations on the Sabbath 
day, Exod.z 5 verſ.3. although it was an attion of little impor- 
tance, foone done, andbringing no diſturbance to Gods ſervice. 
A man went out, and gathered itickes on the Sabbath day, -for his 
preſent neceſſitie, as it is to be preſumed, -For this hee was, by 
Gods exprefſe command, ſtoned to death, as a manifeſt tranſzrel\. 
ſour of the Commandement concerning the Sabbath, Numb. 15. 
verſ.32,32;34.35; To ſay, thathe was ſtoned, not ſo much for 
gathering flickes on the Sabbath, asfor doing it through a too bold 
contempt of that day, is a ſuppoſition uncertaine, and it is farre 
more likely that he &a it through negligence and unadvifedneſſe, 
than through contempe and preſumptuous audacitie : andthat this 
unwarinefſe, whereof he made an open declaration, or ſome other 
EE os apparent 
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excuſe, wherewith he thielded himſelfe, and which was 
he to be true, oralſo the .manifeſt Nlightneſſe of the ation 
was unto them. a cauſe of doubting, ifthey ſhould put hin to death, 
according tothe Ordinance of the Law, Exod. 21, ver/. 14,15, 
And ſo; much. the rather, that God ſhewed indulgence to thoſe 
which through errour ſinned againſt his Commandements, as may 
be ſeenein the ſame fifteenth Chapter of Numbers,yerſe 22,2.3,24, 
And therefore it was thapght neceſſary in this occaſion to conſulc 
the mouthot the; Lord, who ordained, that this: man ſhould bee 
ſtoned todeath by the whole multitude : This he commanded to 
concilaate io —_ more credit and reverence to his Law touching 
the Sabbath, to give to underſtand, that it bad particular reaſons 
wherfore it ought to be exaCtl obſerved, and that the lighteſt faults 
againſt the reſt ofthe ſeventh day were not pardonable, and to make 
(by this example of ſeverity) the Iſraelites ſo much the more teare- 
full co violate the Sabbath, and carefull to abſtaine in it from all 
ſervile workes, even fromthe leaſt. And indeed, Godin the de- 
nunciation of the puniſhments. againſt the notre of this 
Law, had not ſaid, thathe onely who. ſhould profane ang vilipend 
che Sabbath, bur more generally, that he who ſhould doe any marks 
therein ſhould be put to death,and ſocut off from among his people, 
as may bee ſcene in the forelaid 35. Chapter of Exodas, verle 2. 
Alſo ſome ofthe contrary opinion to this which Idefend, acknow- 
ledge that it is ſo, and thereupon vouch, that 1n- this rigour of the 
Law, condemning a man todie for gathering ſtickeson the Sab- 
bathday, there was ſome ceremonie added to the moralitie of the 
Commandement concerning this day, and njoyned to the Iewes 
x1 that time of infancie, and that it opligeth us nv, more than o- 
ther ceremonies annexed, at that time to moralities ; Whereof 
Speech ſhall be againe made hereafter. 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary mother of /ames , durſt not 
worke on that , to imbalme Chriſts, body, but delayes to doe

Neither was it lawtfullunto them to 
doe any outward and corporall workes, ſaving thoſe that were ne- 

tor the autward and ceremoniall ſervice which Go » 
required on that day, as tothe Levites and Prieſts, tokill and deefle 


the beaits for the andto burne the fatupon the Altar, . 


Numb. 28. verſ. 9. Matth, 12, verſe 5. to particular men to cir- 
cumciſe their children, Jobs 7.verſ. 22, 23, to walke a certaine 
ſpace from home to theplace of Gods ſervice, where there was «a» 
Holy convocation ordained of God on'the Sabbath day, Levit. 23; 
verſ.z. which may be gathered out of the ſecond booke of the 
Kings, Chap. 4. ver/, 23. Where the husband of the Shunamite 
asked her, wherefore ſhe would goe to the Prophets, /teing it was 
neither new Moone, nor Sabbath : 'which (heweth, that it was 
lawtull to goe on the Sabbath day tv the places where Gods Pro» 
tr one Orthe Prieſts to miniſter to the 
in things belonging to his ſervice, And this diſtance of way 
was by tradition limited and ftinted w-two thouſand common 
Reps, as may be gathered out of thertweltfth verſe of the firit 
ter of the eA&#r, where the diſtance betweene the mount of 
Olives and the cowne of Ierulalem ( which was of ſo many ſteps ) 
is called ef Sabbath dayes journey : which tradition and ordi- 
nance concerning a Sabbath dayes journey, which is not formall 
preſcribed in ry, ſome are of opinion that it had its originall 
trom the injunRion. given tothe Iſraelites in the lecond Chapter 
of Numbers and the ſecond verſe, topitch under their ſtandards 
about the Tabernacle of aſſignation over againſt it, or a little farre 
off from it,. And in the third Chapter ot /o/ona, verie 3, and 4. 
which doe explicate this diſtance, to goe atrer the Arke of the 
Covenant, keeping betweene them and 1t the ſpace of two thouſand 
cnbites by Som ws, which journey by conſequent they were of ne- 
cellity to make every Sabbath day during their abode in the wilder- 
nefle,to come tothe Tabernacle of alſignation where the Arke was, 
and co alſitt there to the holy convocation 3 whichby Gods com- 
mand was ſolemnized on that day, Levit.23. verſ. 3. which atter- 
ward the Doors of the Iewes tooke and eftablithed for a rule of 
the journey, which x tan might make on: the Sabbath day for 
Gods fervice, andfor holy and religious ends. There be fome _ 
| S 4 ay, 
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ſay, that they extended this licence of two thouſand cubits, war—\ 
for recreation and paſtime. 'Barthis hach no groundin the Law,as 
.. - Moreover, they were alſo permicted on the Sabbath day to doe 
ſins of charity ,-mercifulnefſe , and: compaſſion; neceſlary to 

ves, or totheir neighbours, yea and to their beaſts alſo, As 


to flie, and tofight, to ſave their hves, and to defend themſelves in 


time of- watre. As Eliah threatned by Jezebel fled for his life, and 
went ———_ and forty nights unto Hoyeb,wherein there were 
many ths, 1 Kings 19.v.3, 8. 'As the lewesdecreed to de- 
fend themſelves on the Sabbath day, if their enemies came to make 
battell with them on that day, 1 Aaccab.2. v.41. w_—_ learned 
wildome by the example of their brethren, whobeing on 
the Sabbath, chuſed moſt unadviſedly to dye rather than to make 
reſiſtance for their lives, v.36, 37, 38. As, according to the opi- 
nion of ſome, it was on the Sabbath day that the 1ſraelices foughe 
againſt Terico, 7oſ. 6. verſe 15, 16, 20, 21. and againtt the Syri- 
ans, 1 King.20, verſe 29, but this is not evident enough. As al- 
ſoto care, dreſle, cure, heale ficke folkes, which Chrilt taughe the 
Tewes to be lawfull, and did often himfelfe, as we ſee in diverſe 
places of the Goſpell: As tolay hold on a Sm and life ir 
out of the pir, that it was fallen into on the th day, Afat.z 3. 
ver. 11, I2. lead itto watering, give it foode, anddoe untoit all 
other necefſary things, Zuk,1 yg. ver. x5. | 
An important and urgent neceſſity, which could not be fore- 
ſeene, prevented, hindred, and admitted no delay,made lawfull un- 
to thera on the Sabbath day,aGtions which otherwiſe had beene un- 
kwful;As alchough they were forbidden to prepare meatto eat it on 
the Sabbath day, yet if a man could not get meat to prepare, or was 
deprived of all poſſible meanes toprepare the meat he had, nor find 
meat made ready on the Sabbath day, and that he were in danger to 
ſtarve, I eſteeme that rather than he ſhould ſuffer incommodity in 
his healch, or danger in hislife, God was well pleafed that hee 
thould prepare ſome on the Sabbath for his ſuſtentation. For upon 
tins ground 7e/3 Chriſt maintained againſt the Phariſees the ati- 
on of his Diſciples, who beingan bungred in following him p/ack- 
ed eares of corne, and did eat, rubbing them in their , Mat. 
12, verſe 1, Lak, 6, verſe 3, likewile, alchough they were = 
RI eee bidden 
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bidden-to. kindle the fire on the Sabbath day, yet if they bad beene 
pinched with. ſore urgent neceſlity, 1 doubt not bur to kindle the 
hre had beene acceptable to God. I eſteeme, thac the like 
ment is to be made of all other aGtions of the like ——— 
otherwiſe forbidden on the Sabbath day. , 
Theſe reaſons taken from Gods ſervice, when externall and 
corporall actions pertained unto it, trom charity and compaſſion or 
from ſome great and urgent neceſlity, being excepted, it was not 
lawfull codoe any workes of common and ordinary labour, nay not 
the leaſt, during either the time of Gods ſervice in his houle, either 


afore or after jt, publikely or privately in the whole ſpace of 4, and

For it the fourth Commandement, in as much as it 
preſcribeth a certaine day of reſt, to wit, a ſeventh day, or the laſt 
of ſeven, bindeth them not, as hath beene ſhewed z there is no rea- 
fon why it (hould rather oblige them in the exaGt prolubition of all 
worke on the Sabbath day, becauſe this was as well a part of the ce- 
remonies and government of the Iewiſh Church, as was the ap- 
pointment of a ſeventh day of Sabbath, 

' If they keepe nor their Sunday by Gods Commandement, but 
according to the order and uſe of the Church, as I have alſo proved, 
no more are they bound by Gods Commandement, to ceaſe on Sun- 
day from all their ordinary workes, but only as farre as the uſe and 
order, of the Church eſtabliſhed for the publike exerciſe of Goys 
ſervice on that day doth require it, without any further obligation 
of their conſcieace. Now this order cannot and (hould not ob- 
lige them to an abſtinence like untothat of the Iew. s under the O d 
Teſtament. For it were needfull for this, that GoJhimlelte had fub- 
ftitured Sunday to the Sabbath day, and polted over to that day the 
rigorous, right of this day, commanding the ſame abttinence in the 
one and inthe other ; which-is. not, The ſubſticution of one day to 
-the acher was done by the Church, and the reaſons of an abſtinence 
{o preciſe on the Iewilh Sabbath, which were wholly typicall, ha-

ought not to be any more in-vigor, «neither ought our _ oO

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ulurpe the ſame rigour of authority over us,to- make us refraine from 
all kind of worke, which the Sabbath day poſſeſſed over the Iewes, 
by Gods expreſle commandement. 

The ſame is eaſtly provedby good reaſon, grounded upon things 
which thoſe againſt whom we difpute are conſtrained to adyow. 
For if Chriſtians were obliged alſo to an abitinenceof outward 
and ſervile workes, which to the Iewes were unlawtull on the Sab- 
bath day, it mult be in conſideration andby vertue of the prohibiti- 
ons gaven tothe fame lewes.un the fourth Commandement, and in 
other places of the Old Teſtament, to doe ſuch workes oa:that day ; 
ſeeing otherwiſe, to doe them is-nor a finne, if we conſider the 
thing abſolutely in it ſelfe. This power of the fourth Commande.. 
ment is extended to all Chriſtians by thoſe chat are contrary tothe 
opinion which I maintaine. And neverthelefſe, they avouchal- 
moſt all of them, that under the Gaſpell we are delivered from the 
rigour-of an exaGt oblervation, ſuch as was the obſervation that the 
Tewes were ſubjeGted unto, that we have greater liberty, that wee 
may on our Sabbath day kindle the fire, make meat ready, nog only. 
for our ordinary refettion, but ala for teaſtsand:-bankets, ſathey 
be not tao fumpruous, goe abroad for other ends then for Gods ſer- 
vice, as towalke, and doe other ſuch things, and that withour the 
caſe of urgent necellity, which ſometimes made them lawfullto 
the Iewes themſelves. m_ call ſuch actions workes of Chrittian 
liberty, which they acknowledge to be permitted to Chriſtians, al- 
though they were not permitted to the {ewes, as were the workes 
of godlineſſe, mercy, and urgent neceſſity, whereof there is no dit- 
ficulty but on may. be done on the Sabbath day, This only they 
require, that theſe workes of Chriſtian liberty bee done wit';out 
ſcandall, without :any-.diſturbance of ;Gods ſervice, and withour 
any hinderance to the SanCtification of the Sabbath. 

Now it is moſt true, that we are delivered from the neceſſity of 
this ſorigid obſervation, But I aske them, wherefore we ſhall bee 
permitted to'doc ſome workes which were protubited ro the Iewes 
on the Sabbath "day, as' to: kindle the fire, pregare and Jrefle meat, 
walke abroad without-neceſſity, and not other workes, which were 
not forbidden more ſeverely than the former, astoplough, ſowe, 
reape, carry burthens, &c, The one and the otherwere alike un- 
lawfull to the Iewes, in vertue of the interdiftion given in the

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fourth Commandement, and reiterated ſo often elſewhere. 1f this 
interdiftion tyeth ſtill our hands under the New Teſtament, and 
luffereth usnot to do theſe laſt workes and other ſuch like, I would 
faine know, upon what ground they hold, that it releaſerh and ſuffe- 
rethus to doe theſe former workes ? What reaſon have they to ex- 
tend our Chriſtian liberty to the one, and not tothe other, ſeeing 
there is no relaxation given us for the one more expreſlely than for 
the other 2 Seeing alſo meanes may be found to doe the laſt,as well 
as the firſt, without ſcandall, and without any let by either to the 
SanGtification of the Sabbath day ? | 
Therefore we muſt of neceſſity confeſſe, that they are equally 
permitted, or equally forbidden, ſeeing the fourth Commandement 
maketh no diſtintion, Now they advow that ſome workes are 
permitted to us, which were by the tourth Commandement forbid- 
den to the ewes, and are workesof Chriſtian liberty. Whence I 
conclude, that all other workes are alſoof the ſame nature, that we 
have liberty to doe them all on our Sunday, and that as the fourrh 
Commandement obligeth not Chriftians co keepe the ſeventh day 
which it preſcribeth ſo preciſely, nomore doth it oblige them to do 
no manner of worke on that day, For theſe two parts of the

ment, and that the particular prohibitions which are made in Exo- 
dus Chapter 16. and 35. weretemporall, had reſpect only<o the 
time of Goparplathpening wake wilderneſſe, and were groun= 
ded on reaſons particular to that time, .

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But this is an affirmation without ground, and withour all 
likelihood. Forto ſpeake of the injunftion given them, to #arry 
every man in his place, and not to goe out of it on the Sabbath day, 
Exod. 16, verſ. 29, it is true, that ut was giverithem by occaſion of 
the Manna, to the intent that they ſhould not goe forth to feeke 
any, yet undoubtedly it was extended alſo toall other things of 
the like nature, to wit, to all bodily and earthly ends, God by that 
one example torbidding them to apply themſelves to the ſeeking 
of chem, there being a like reaſon tor all. 1ſay, bodily and earth- 
ly, becaule a ſpirituall and heavenly end was excepted by the third 
verſe of the three and twenty Chapter of Leviticus, audtherewas 
no other end bur ſuch a one, which might bean exception from the 
ſaidprohibition, Will any man fay, that during therr abode 1n the 
wilderneſſe, they might freely and without oftence goe abour other 
worldly bufineſles, the gathering. of Manna excepted? This goeth 
beyond all ſemblance of truth : Andtherefore, it this was not lett 
eo their liberty; the prohibition of the ſixteenth Chapter of £x0- 
dus had a farther regard than to the Manna onely, Now if they 


were reſtrained in the wildernefſe, and durit not goe'forth tor - 


earthly imploiments, as tPpather Manna, what reaſon can be allea- 
ged, why "a the land of Gan they were free to come and to 
goe, and trouble themſelves with the care and purſait of the bread 
that peri{heth, and of other things of this world ? 

The fame judgement ought to be made of the prohibition to 
to cooke and reſi meat in the wilderneflſe on:the Sabbath day, 
which meat was Manna : wherefore onght not this prohibition to 
have place th the land of Canaan tor all other meats ? The Iſraelites 
had they not leifure in Canaan to prepare their meat the day before 
the Sabbath, as much, nay more than they had for the na in 
the wilderneſſe 2 Nevertheleſle, the day before the Sabbath, which 
was the ſixth day ofthe weeke, God taid to them concerning the 
Manna, Bake that which ye will bake, and ſeethe that which ye will 
ſeethe, and all that remaineth lay it up to be kept rill the mornin 
for you, And why? To moyrow, ſaith he, * the reſt of the hol 
Sabbath unto the Lord, Ex0d.16.verſ.22. words which ſhew,that 
the obſervation of the Sabbath dayby him preſcribed unto them, 
with reſpect nor onely to their pilgrimage in the wildernefle, bur 
alſoto their abode in Canaan, was the cauſe why hee —_ nor 
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Manna upon them, and ſuffered them not to prepare any on that 
day, and by his law forbade them. univerlally 1n their generations 
to cooke and. prepare any meat on the Sabbath. day, For if it were 
.athing that he left totheur, libertz by the Law, wherefore did hee 
not. raine Manna upon them on. the Sabbath day 2 Or if hee gave 
them not any, leſt they ſhould goe forth and gather it on thar day, 

and-it he oþhzged them to gather rwice as much the day before, g1- 
ving them that.day bread for two dayes, verſ. 29. which necellity 

forced them 'tordoe, ſeeing the next day there was nor any to bee 

found in thefields, wheretore didhe not, at leaſt, ſuffer them to 

deferre till the Sabbath day, the cooking of that portion which 

they had gathered and laid up for that. day, rather than to injoyne 

them, as he did, to make.ready twice as much the day befare, and fo 

take from them all occaſion of preparing it on the Sabbath day, 

which they might bave done cally, although there was none to be 

found in the helds that day 2 Certes he did betoken, that not onely 

the ſeeking ang. gathering, but alia the cooking and preparing 
of meat on that day difpleated him,. becauſe it. was a day ordained 

by him to reſtin': wiuch is perpetuall reaſon for all the dayesand 

times that the Law of CAZofes was tocontinue, 

To ſay,; that God commandedþorh to.gather, and to prepare 
the Manna the day before, and cokeepe tt rill che. Sabbath day, be- 
caule he would  mamfeſt his miraculous pawer ia preſerving from 
_—_— the Manna, which elſe had bred wormes, and ſtunke, 
Exod.16.verſ.20, trom one of thele dayes tothe other, is anun- 
ſufficieatanſwer. Far frf,the ſame nuracle had beene alchough the 

2 bad beene kept crude, and.unbaked, tobe ſadden and pre- 
edthe next day, Secondly, God might have done, if it had plea» 
{ed him, the ſame miracle in reſpect to another day,as well as to the 
Sabbath day, Wherefore then did he it for the Sabbath day, bur to 
ordaine to the Iſraelites the ecſſation from all workes, and amongſt 
others from making meat ready on the Sabbath day in their genera- 
tions? Alſo weelee no examples of preparing of meat on the Sab- 
bath day among chem, 

Toprove that they did, is unfitly alleaged the firlt verſe of the 
fourteenth. chapter of S..Luke, where 1c is laid, that Jeſass Chriſt 
entred into the houſe of ane of the chiefe Phariſees, on the Sabbath 
dy, 1906 buepl;; duds 30 whe lykmefatbon.

cares of corne, and did rub themin their hands to ear them, Luke 
6, ver/.1. ; | 
Which is againe a moſt manifeſt argument, that in thoſe 
' dayes the Iewes prepared not any meat on the Sabbath day, and alſo 
that it was not permitted by the Law. For if it had beene permit- 
ted, the accuſation of the Phariſees againſt Chriſts Diſciples had 
wanted all and colour of reaſon, when they ſaid untothem, 
Why de ye that which is not lawfull to do on the Sabbath dayes? Luk, 
6.ver(,1. And it had not beene needfull, chat Chriſt ſhould have 
alleaged, to defend them, that the hunger wherewith they were 
pinched, and their preſent need of ſuſtenance, excuſed their atio 
even as a like cuſs excl} the ation of Devi, and of thoſe 
that were with hum, w Ing an tobke and ate 
the Shew-bread, which was not lawfall to none, for the Prieſts 
encly : as alſo thac God will have mercy, and not Sacrifice, Aatth, 
1 2.verf. 3,4,5 . For he mighthavean{wered in one word, that the 
| ation of his Diſciples to prepare mear, was not atallforbidden by 
the Law, and that there was no ſemblance of reaſon to blame it, 
whereas by his anſwer he ſuppoſeth, thar indeed it was forbidden 
ordinarily, as well asto eat of the Shew-bread to all ochers bue 
Priefts, and he maintaineth not his Diſciples to be exculable, buc 
by cheir preſent neceſſity, which made lawfullchat which other- 
wiſe had beene unlawfull unto them, ' For-if that whereby hee 
defended them had beene lawfull otherwiſe than in caſe of ne- 
cellity, what need had hee to excuſe them upon their preſent ne- 
ceſſitte.

The inference which is made from equality, or rather odsof rea- 
ſon, that ſith the Law permitted the Iews-o lead their cattell to the 
water on the Sabbath day, as 1s cleare by the teſtimony of S. Lxk,13. 
1 5.1t permitted them allv to prepare their own meat, is of no value. 
For there is not a like neceſſity of the laſt,as of the firit. Aman muſt 
every day water his beaſt, that it may be ted & entertained, but it 1s 
not neceſſary that a man-prepare meat every day.tor himſelfe: for he 
may in the day before prepare meat enough for the day following, 
The inference that can be lawfully and in equall tearmes made of 
the foreſaid permiſſion concerning a mans beaſt, is, that farre more 
ſhould a man be licenſed to eat and drigke onthe Sabbath day,if he 
be an hungred,or a thirſt, and give meat and drink to another that is 
very bungry or dry, yea & to make meat ready too in.an urgent and 
preſent neceſſity of hunger and thirſt,in caſe there were not "my - 
ready prepared to be found, which I would not deny but the Law 
did permit. But it followeth not hereof, that it was permitted te 
make an ordinary tion of meat on the Sabbath day, as on 0- 
ther dayes,and to deferre the preparation thereof, which might have 
beene wiſely done the day before, till the Sabbath day, which is the 
point in queſtion, and which I have clearely ſhewed before to be ex- 
prelly forbidden by the Law, Exod.16.23.

35.verſ.3. itis cleare, that it ſpeaketh, not onely what the 1ſrae- 
ites were to do in the wildernefle, but alſoin Canaan, The words 
are plaine, Te ſhall kindle no fire thorowout (or, in any of ) your ha- 
bitations upon the Sabbath day ; which words thorowont, or in an 

WH 922 of your habitations, ought to be referred ratherto the land of Ca- 

DD 12 nan, than to the wilderneſſe, becauſe it was in Canaan that they 
were to have their habitations and ſeats, as is cn by the word 
in the originall, whereas in the wilderneſle they {ojourned onely in 
tabernacles : And it is very unreaſonable to imagine, that becauſe 
immediately after mention is made of che building of the Taberna- 
cle of God, this prohibition to kindle fire on the Sabbath day had 
reſpe& onelyunto it, as if God had forbidden onely to kindle fire 
for preparing and fitting their tooles, and imploying them on that 
day about that work, For although the ſpeech of the building of the 
Tabernacle followeth immediately after the prohibition to kindle 
fire, yet it followeth not, that there is any connexion betweene 
theſe things, and that they are relative one to another : Nay they 
ſceme rather to be diſ-joyned and ſeyered in thetext it ſelfe, For at- 
ter the injun&tion to kindle no fire, theſe words are added, e 4d 
Moſes ſpakg unto all the congregation of the children of Iſrael,e5c. 
which may very well denote a diſcourſe depending on the former, 
made upon another matter,and perhaps alſo 1n another time. 

I Bur although this laſt diſcourſe had beene made in dependance 
upon the other, & the other relatively unto it, that is, though Loſes 
had fefbidden 1n the third verſe to kindle fire for the uſe of the Arti- 
ficers & handicrafts men that were tobuild the Tabernacle, wherof 
he ſpeaketh afterward, lelt the Iſraelites ſhonld furmiſe, that it was 
lawfull unto them for todoeit, for the baſtening and ſetting for- 
ward of that excellent edifice, which God had appointed to be his 

ic ſhould be nothing elle bur an application of a prohibit 
mit ſelfe generall, toa particular ſubject, whereunto 1t exten 
x felfe as unto others ; eyen as theprohibition of the ſecond verſe 
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to doe any work on the Sabbath day, under the paine of death, is un- 
doub in the meaning thereof generall, Moſes had 
in that referred it 0 4s fv the edifice of the Taberna- 
cle. Yea, Moſes of ſet purpoſe had applied the one and the other 
to theparticular ſubject of thebuilding of the Tabernacle, to make 
beter knowne, and to interre from thence the generality and ex- 
rent of both. x 

For if it were forbidden to worke, and to kindle fire on the 
Sabbath day for the edifying of the Tabernacle, farremore was ic 
forbidden tor all other worke, fith ſcarce could there be any more 
important than that, and which could fo well deſerve a particular 
licence to labour and kindle fire to doe it, as which had no other 
regard, faving the accelerating and rearing up of the houſe of 
God 


 Theprohibition ro cooke meat on the Sabbath, whereof I have 
ſpoken before, ſheweth that this kindling of fire, ſhould be referred 
untoit; to wit, that it was not lawfull to kindle any to make meat 
ready, whichmuſt be alſounderſtood of all other ends of the {ame 
nature, This is confirmed by Philo the Lew, who in the Booke of 
Abrahams Pilgrimage, and in the third Booke of the life of Mo- 
ſes, among the works which it is not lawfull to doe on the Sabbath 
day, putteth theſe two, ro dyeſſe meat, and kindle the fire, 

I adde, that the fourth Commandement of the Law, was to 
the Iſraelites the cauſe of their abſtinence and ceſſation on the Sab- 
bath day, when they were inthe wildernefſe, So was it in Canaan 
alfo, and after the fame manner as it was in the wilderneſle. 
Theparticular prohibitions given afterward unto them, and which 
' they received, were onely explications, illuſtrating the ſenſe and 
the end of the Commandement. Now fith the words of the Com- 
mandement are generall, 7» it thou fzalt not doe any works, with 
what thew of truth can itbe ſaid, that the workes to bake and cooke 
meat, to kindle-the fire, and ſuch like , were not forbidden by 
theſe words, but onelyby particular and ſpeciall commandements,

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the Ifraclites, tokindlethe fireon the Sabbath day, hath vouched 
and faid, that it was unto them a childiſh reſtriction and inftru- 
Aion, andas for us who are Chriſtians, and who live alſo in coun- 
treys farre colder. than was Iudea, that wee have a greater li 
than they had, to kindle the fire, and that the ſaid prohibition tieth 
us not, faving in the equity thereof; to teach us, that we muſt noe 
abuſe our li to the intertainemene of a carnall licence, and 
hinderance of Gods ſervice, Verily there is the ſame reaſon of all 
other outward workes, which God prohibited ſo exatly. to the 
Teweson the Sabbath day, for that was alſo a puerile inſtruftion ; 
we havea liberty to doe them that theyhad not on that day, and 
nothing obligeth us, but the equity of theſe prohibitions ; to wit, 
that we mult not doe theſe workes licencioully, making of them 
a pretence to neglect Gods ſervice. Indeed, we are bound to ſerve. 
God under the New Teſtament, as much, yea much more than the 
Tewesunder the Old Teſtament, becauſe we are farre more behol- 
den unto him than they were : But this obligation is to a more ſpi- 
rituall ſervice, which 1s ſuch eflentially, conſiſting in the caretull 
practice of ations of true godlineſſe, holineſle and righteouſnefle : 
\ But weare not obliged after the ſame manner as they were, to ſerve 
him with a.rudimentall, materiall and fervile ſervice, eo which ap- 
_ pertained thisabſtinence ſo exactly,preſcribed, of all workes on a 
| certaine.day, and which was one of thepoints of the unfupporta- 
ble yoke of the ceremoniall Law, And as wee are made free from 
theſe actions which-the Iewes .were obliged to\performe on the 
Sabbath day, with twice as much as on other dayes, ſuch as were 
double ſacrifices, double meat and drink offerings, &c. Num.28.,9, 
by which things God faſhioned them to the outward and typicall 
ſandtification of the Sabbath ; it followeth, that we are even 
{o made free from the neceſſity of forbearing abſolutely all workes, 
becauſe this did belang alſo to theſe weake and beggerly rudiments 
of the world, | | 
As the Apoftle faith, that the kingdome of God, that is, the 
ſtate of the Golpell, # 107 meat and drinks, Rom.14, verſ.17. So 
may we ſay, that it conſiſts neither inbaking, nor m not baking 
meat z netther in kindling, nor in -not. kindling the fire ; neither 
in carrying, nor in not carrying burdens. For the Goſpell eſtabli- 
tet no holineſſe in the abſtinence of ſuch aftions upon one day 


more 
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more than.upon another day, anddeclarethno man g ty for do- 


ing them, but leaveth in the one and in the other the conſcience 
free. | 
| When the ſame Apoſtle ſaithin the Epiſtle co the Coloſſians 
Chapter 2, verle 16. that we ought not tobe tyed by our conſcience 
to Sabbaths, no'more than to meat and drinke, &y Sabbaths he un- 
derſtandeth not only certaine dayes,but alſo a ſcrupulous abſtinence 
and ceffation from outward workes in thole dayes, which alſo is 
properly denoted by the word $a#bath, and obligeth us no more 
than the dayes doe. 

Neither is it required of us immediately by God, but as it is a 
helpe to further us on any day whatloever in the praftice of Gods 
true ſervice, as in hearing of his word when it 1s read or preached, 
in receiving the Sacraments that he hath inſtituted, in calling upon 
his Name, in meditating on him and on his graces, that ſo we may 
ftrengthen our ſelves in godlineſſe : And, on the contrary, in cafe 
the. m_—_—_— our {elves about ſuch workes, ſhould be unto us a let 
and di ce in theſe our heavenly exerciſes. So that the obliga- 
tion whereby we are bound under the Geſpell to theſe eſſentiall 
points of Gods ſervice, and the time wherenn they are exerciſed, 


being excepted, all honeſt workes remaine equally lawtull on all.

vice, read the Word of God, called \ vo his holy Name, or ended 
devoutely any other religious ation, during a pretty ſpace of eime, 
and the vigor of ws. ſo that he1s not ableto ere 
in his attention devotion any longer, he diverts himſelfe, and 
ſitteth quiet for a while, without doing any thing, te take his 
breath as it were and returne to his devotion afreſh with 
force, doth hee ſinne by this ceflation? FE thinke not. Now if 
hee finnech not, when hee fitteth idle, and doth nothing, why 
ſhall it bee ſaid, that hee ſinneth, if hee doe fome bodily worke, 
ſeeking chereby ſome diverſion and refreſhment, rather than 
by a meere ceſlation from all kinde of ation > To doe no- 
thing art all thall it bee more agceptable to G © Þ,. then to doe a

oblige not neceſſarily. 

And indeed, if Chriſtians were bound, for conſcience ſake, 
to obſerve exaCtly full foure and twenty houres,by abſtinence from 
all works, they {ould be in a marvellous great trouble & vexation 
ofminde, For ere ought elſe be done, they mult know certainely 
where they (hall begin the ſan@tification of the foure and ewenty 
houres of that day, if it muſt be from Even unto thenext Even, 
beginning the day at the ſetting of the Sunne, as under the Law ; 
or from the morning unto the next morning, beginning the day at 
the riſing of the Sunne, For if they be not clearely informed of 
that , they may ſinne by working, during a part of the time. 
which makes a part of Sunday. ws 

The Authors and Fautors of the foreſaid opinion cannot givea 
certaine reſolution of this Point, For they are at variance among 
themlclyes about it. Some deeme, that we muſt begin our Sunday 


by the evening, and continue it unto the.next evening, like _

bath. And ſo is this time ftinted by the Auchour of the 25 x. Ser; 
mon de Tempore in S. eAugufiines workes, Others will have ut 
to _ the morning, .at the ſame time that our Lord leſus 
Chritt roſe from the dead,..and to end at the next morning ; and 
there are ſome which hold,that the Iewes ordered ſo their Sabbaths, 
We inde others who beleeve, that God obliged not his people on 
the Sabbath day to a ceſlation from all workes, ſaving from the ri- 
ſing till the going down of the Sun, . The one and the other have ar- 
guments for their opinions, but which want a tutfcient perſpicui- 
tie to give afull ſatistactionand reſolution toa Chriſtian, about the 
time when he muſt begin to forbeare all bodily and ſervile workes, 
leaſt he (hould profane the Sabbath day , by doing them.in. apart 
thereof. | | 
And ſo he ſhall be perpetually troubled in his minde with that 
difficultie, and farre more with the exaRt abſtinence which is re- 
quired of him, An walke, a bodily ation about ſome- 
thing:concerning this preſent life, which he hath done by occaſion, 
will "_— him, If —__ is hand, how ws {oever, to 
the doing of any tempor earthly thing, without urgent ne- 
celſity, p. he hwy given but one ſtitch with a needle, hath faitened

that to pauſe on their minced diſtinctions, 1s to runne into a laby- 
rinth of moſt intricate difficulties, and inextricable vexations of 
ſpirit, Verily Ibelceve, thatthe obſervation-of the Iewith Sab. 
bath day, was not ſo onerous and full of difficulties, as is theob- 
ſervation of Sunday, wherewith many of thele DoGtors ſeeke to 
maſter and bring under the conſciences of Chriſtians. 

To verifie that I have ſaid by ſome inſtances. Firf, the fore- 
ſaid Doors agree not among themſelves aboutthe obligation of 
Chriſtians; to-abſtaine from all bodily and worldly workes, whe- 
ther itbe as exaGt and preciſe under the New Teſtament, as it was 
ordinarily tothe ewes under the Old Teſtament ; whether we be 
in the ſame ſervitudethat theywere in; orif they in-thatreſpedt 
injoyed the ſame liberty thac wepoſleſſe under the Goſpell.' For 
therebe ſome' them thatdeny it, and doe ſay, that the rigo- 

rous obſtryation of the Sabbath, bed of old to the Jewes, 
is abrogated, and the itions to kindle the fire, co make meat 
ready, and other fudylike, which they acknowledge to havebeene 
perpetual during the hole tie of the Old Tltamens, an-dcom-

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priſe in the generall prohibition of the fourth Commandement, 
not to doe any worke, did belong tothe e and bondage of 
the Law. Others advance fo farre, thar they apply them to us alſo, 
&ying, that we are obliged to that preciſe abttinence as well as 
that there is no worke of fo great co for our tem= 
porall eſtate, that we may lawfully doe it, and that it is more ex- 
pedient that our eſtate be 1nd chan the Sabbath 
violated; Likewiſe, that there 18 no worke ſo flight, and of {© lit. 
ele and ſo ſhort occupation about the affaires of this world, which 
15 notprohibited toall Chriſtians : Asfor exawple, they hold char 
a workman hath noe the liberty to array his loomes and tooles, and 
ſet them.in ſome order on Sunday at night, that be may ſet thema on 
worke the next morning. Others againe affirme, that we are obli- 
ged to a reſt as preciſe as the ewes were ordinarily, and there is no 
reaſon why we ſhould not be as preciſe and circumipett in thisre- 
ſpe&, as they were, Bur that the particular prohibitions, to kin- 
e fire, to bake, and make meat ready, were extraordinarie, and 
for a ſhort while ; to wit, during the-time of the pilgrimage of the 
Iſraelites in the wildernefſe, and not | for the whole time 
of the Old Teſtament, nor compriſed 1n the prohibition of the 
fourth Commandement, Behold variety of opinions, capable to 
peſter a man with great perplexities, 

Secondly, when they-ſpeake of workes of neceſſity, which 
they acknowledge and teach tobe permitted on the Sabbath day, 
they diſtinguith neceſſity into preſent neceſſitie, and into imminent 
neceſſitie, and ſay, that the workes of preſent neceſſitie are onely 
permitted, as to quench the fire when a houſe is burning : for then 
God giveth us commiſſion, and eſtabliſheth us, as his mniſters, to 
bring the beſt remedy we can to apreſentevill. But as for the other 
neceſſitie, which is not preſent, and whoſe event is in Gods band, 
we muſt leave unto him the care to prevent it with ſuch remedies as 
his + ſhall chinke expedient, : and not trouble our ſelves 
with ie. Finns”, 

Thisalfo isa diſtinQtion able co intangle and diſquiet a tender 
conſcience. For how ſhalta Chriſtian ſettle his minde upon this di- 
taGtion of preſent and immement neceſſities / Some will take for 
preſent peceſheie, that which is imminent onely-; others will e- 
Horme this gobe'nninene only which inderd i poſe, Fr

For i may be, Frag 
certitude that we ſhall be aſſaulted by the enemie, that there isno- 
thing but ſome tuſpicion of his approaches, that. the danger is onely 
apparant, and not imminent: Yea, alchough wee ſhould ſee the 
enemy hard by, and in a manifeit reſolution to ſet on, may nor God 
by his All-wiſe, and All-mighty providence, forme and oppoſe

and not undertake to ſtay it our ſelyes by our paines 6& enc ! 
becauſe that ſhould bee injurious to his providence, as if he could 
not, or would not helpe us, in caſc he thinke fit ſo to doe, 
ine, how doth that conſent with their deportments to- 
wards ſome Artiſans, whole trades and handicrafts are, as they fay, 
of ſuch a nature and quality, that they __ ſome traveNand o- 
verſight every day ? they not give them licence for ſuch im- 
ployments on the Sabbath day, with this proviſo, that they doe 
them early in the morning, or at night very late, after all publike 
exerciles are finiſhed ? For A _—_ not this permiſſion, but in 
regard of ſome dammage that theſe workmen may receive, if they 
work not at all on Sunday : And yerthat dammage is not preſent, 
is not tobe feared but in the timetoeome, and withall is not in- - 
fallible, unrepairable, and remedileſſe, Doe they not lay elſewhere, 
that no man ought to objett the loſle of ſome t gaine, and 
make ic a pretenceto worke on the Sabbath day, {eeing luch a lofle 
lory of. God, which is 
violated by the breaking of the Sabbath > Now, what can all theſe 
Trades-men alleage,bur the lofle of ſome temporall profit 2 W here- 
fore then make they an uncquall diſtinCtion, and permit ſome tra- 
vell tothem, rather thanto others ? 

Moreover, how agreeth the forefaid diſtinction of preſent and 
zmminent neceſſitie, with their doctrine concerning the nouriſh= 
ment, the application of remedies , and other ations of charitie, 
and of ncaa compaſſion towards men and beaſts, which they 
ayouch may be dane on the Sabbath day ? And yet in thele things 
there is not alwayes preſent neceſſity, Garakiongd a man take no 
ſuſtenance for himſelfe, ſhould not give any toother, ſhould nor 
give phyſicke, or apply ſome other remedy to a ficke man, it may 
bee the body. hould not bee enfeebled, nor receive any detriment 
thereby ; and in caſe it. did, it might bee eaſily repaired by taking

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and not preſent, ſhall it licence any man:to worke ? They acknow- 
ledge, that on the Sabbath day is permiregd, not onely that which 
is abſolutely neceflary for the entertainment of the creature, bar 
alſo whatſoever is uſefull for a convenient and comfortable maine« 
tenance thereof, as to prepare, give, take meat, apply a. medicine 
to our ſelyes or to another, although there be not u11t any preſent 
neceſſity, If this do&rinebe true, it is not aprelent neceſlitie that 
licenrh a man to worke, but alſo an imminent-evill, the:evenc 
and iflue whereof is onely apparant, in caſe it be-not prevented in 
cime. -Will chey lay; that more 1s permitted in things that: con- 
cerne immediately a mans perſon , as nouriſhment and medica« 
ments, than in things thatare more remote? But there is'to be 
found a great deale of imminent neceſſities in theſe things that 
come not ſo nigh to mans perſon, which if they be anticipated by a 
prompt remedie, it ſhall be as much, yea more-conventent., and 
bring greater comfort to a manj; than 1f he ſhould eat and drinke in 
his preſent hunger, and take phylicke without delay when he's 
licks : And the danger of delay in theſe preſent neceſſities ſhould 
notbe ſo asin thoſe others thatare onely imminent, | . 
' I will alleage to this ſe; an exampleof a thing, which 
thepreciſe Defenders of a ceſſation from al}workes on the Sabbath

:ntendeth and hath before his eyes the reliete of his neighbour, or of 
his beaſt, thinke on his owne profit which depends on that worke, 
and proceedeth from t, and judge, that God by the occaſion of this 
worke which he hath put in his bands; affords unto him the meanes 
to gains ſomething for himſelfe, and for the maintenance of his 
wife, children, and ſervants? It may be that he worketh for rich 
folkes, which will not take his paines for nought, ſhould thinke 
they receive a great injuric and t, if he offered to give-them 
freely, and hold him to bee a foole, .

1n their coaches, which they let out for a certaine lure : And boats 
men which doe the like by water in their boats, This is fo necef» 
fary, that withouc theſe helpes, theſe perſons cannot goe to heare 
Service, and to call upon God in the Congregation of the faith- 
full. Theſe coachmen and boatmen are they bound: by Chriſtian 
charity to carry them for noughey to give them freely the uſage of 
their coaches, boats, and labour, and to refuſe. all gaine, although 
1t countervailegh all the profit they can make of their labour inthe 
whole weeke, and the whole yeere affordeth not untothem ſo no- 
table, ſo certaine, -and ſo preſent wages ?

It a Chirurgjon or Apotheca= 
ric, for example, hath drugs that were given bim, or ſimples and 
phyſicall herbs which he hath gathered in his garden, on the moun= 
raines, or in the fields, and he hath beſtowed onely his paines to

For the giver, to relieve 
him of all ſcruple of conſcience, may ſay truly, that he giveth it in 
thatquality. And indeed, if a man may give his money freely to one 
who hath not done or wrought anything for him, and if this man 
may receive it without ſinne, I ſceno reaſon why he may not, yea 
ought nor to give money to one that hath beſtowed his travell on 
him, or forhis benefit, and why this man may no: take it, 

Moreover, what if aftera man hath wrought upon the Sabbath 
day, and other dayes ſucceſſively, and he for whom he hath 
| 0s te his pay till _ be done, = ban ogy for all 
choſe dayes workes together, as commonly Chirurgions, Apothe- 
caries, Madelccntor cnote otherwile pai - that is, never till che 
diſcaſe of their patient is come to an end, either by health or death : 
{ball he in fucha caſe ſeparate the labour of the Sabbath day from the 
labour of other dayes, and if inthe hire or reward that is given him, 
the ſalarie of the ſeyenth dayes worke be compriſed, muſt he defaulk 
the Sabbath dayes worke, and refuſe to take anything fort 2 I 
—_— be glad to know on what ground alltheſe diſtm@ions are 

ounded. 

They alteage, that God in his Ordinances concerning the Sab- 
bath, hath forbidden us to doe in it owr workes, and /ervileworkes, 
and that all workes which we doe for our profit and utility are our 
workes and ſervile workes, even as ſervants worke for their hire ; 
which they ſay to be ſignified by the Hebrew word 13y _— 
in the tourth Commandement, and tranflated by this general word 
to doe, as likewiſe by this Noune, 19xy1 which wee tranſlate 
worke, _—_— t(fignific notall kinde of worke, but that onel 
which.is done for gaine and worldlyprofit: By which words G 
hath intimated, that he forbiddethto doe anything whatſoever for 
that end. But this 1s too much tubtilizing- =bout words, which 
lignihe-generally all travel{, worke, funGion about. any thing, and 
done to any end whatſoever. Is not (Gods-worke berokened by this 


' name Aelacah, Genel 2, verſc2,3, Isnotthe offering of ſacrifices 


calledby ttus Verbe, Hubad, Eſa, 1:9,vrrſ.'21 and the fun&ion 
of the Levites aboutholychings, 2 { hrox. 1 3 .verſ. 10; Beſides this, 
I ay, thatindeed God prohibited onthe Sabbath day afHwodke for 


_ gaine, 
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gaine, but even as he forbade all other bodily worke, which was 
not done for gaine; to wit, tomake an ordinary courſe and cu- 
Nome of it, as 1n other dayes, and when there was no neceſſitie. 
But as (incaſe of neceſſity) he permitted the labour that broughe 
no gaine, evenſo heeprohibited not the worke that: might. bring 
gaine to the worker, nor the gaine that might come of the worke. 
Thirdly, when they ſpeake of ſervants,and others that are un- 


der authority, they ſay, that their ſervitude and ſubjeRion is not ' 


a ſufficient warrant unto them, to worke on the Sabbath day by the 
authority of their ſuperiours, to whom, when they receive any ſuch 
commandement, they ought to anſwer, that they are fit the ſer- 
vants of Almighty God, who is the King of Kings, L o-z Þ of 
Lords, maker of heaven and earth, whom they ought toobey, rather 
than men, and ſuffer to be railed upon, and buffered ra; her than to 
doe any worke on that day, 

But how doth this conſent with: their decifions concerning 
meſlengers and poſts 2 For they ſay, that being diſpatched and ſent 
away quickly by the Magiſtrates, they may runne and make haſt on 
the Sabbath day, without inquirie of che neceſſity of that Iaborious 
voyage, which they areputunto, becauſe ſimple ſubjetts ought not 
to make inquirie of the affaires of their Princes and Lords, which 
often it is notexpedient that they {hould know ? For why may nor, 
by the ſame reaſon, a domeſticall ſervant doe tome worke to 

his Maſter without ſearching curioully upon what necellity 
his Maſter layeth this worke upon him ? For the Maſter may have 
good reaſons and great _—_— to his family of this command, ' 
which it is not expedient his ſervant ſhould he privie unto, nor that 
hee ſhould bee inquiſttive and curious toknow them afore bee 
obey, For this thould draw with it a moſt dangerous conſequence, 
©  Againethispermiſlion that they give to poſts to ride hard, and 
make haſt for the affaires of the Countrey, how doth itagree with 
the difference that they have made betweene pre/ent and imminent 
neceſſity, permitting no worke for this, but for that onely ? For 
the neceſl ties, for which poſts are haltened, and they you lo 
ſpeedily, are ſeldome preſent, and areoften but imminent, having 
regard only to ſomething that may ge 74 in time to come, 
Fourthly,when they give their adviſe concerning bankets,they 
diſtinguiſh betweene ſolemne bankees, and thoſe that are m_ 
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of friendſhip, and more moderate. And forbidding the firſt, they 
\ permitthe laſt, | 

Bur they ought to have determined firſt, which bankets art 
to be called folemne, _ not, _— _ — of = muſt 
be prepared, how m ons, and of whatqualitymult be invi- 
red, to make a Deng hank, Alſoa man ſhall be vexed in his 
minde, not knowing, if to invite ſo many perſons, and to make 
ready ſo much meat, and ſo many ſervices, will make his banquet 
ſolemne, or not. Belides that in regard of ſome perſons of great 
riches and quality, ſnchas are Kings, Princes, Lords,&c. itis not 
aſfolkmne tealt, which in reſpect of ſome other perſons of leſſer 
meanes, authoritie and dignitie, may carry that name. Now if 
theſe perſons of great note and quality are ſuffered ro make fuch 
banquets, which 1n regard of their degree and meanes are not ſo- 
lemne, yea are nothing but their ordinarie diet ; why may not 
other perſons of infer1our condition and meanes make them alſo, 
although to them they be ſolemne ? For there is noe greater diſtra- 
Qion from Gods ſervice tothe perſons whom the one put on work 
for the preparing of their feaſt, which to them is folemne, than 
to thoſe whom the other ſetabour the dreſling of their feaſt, which 
co them 13hrdinarie,and not ſolemne, 

If a great man may have a great number of ſervants buſied a« 
bout the dreſſing of his ordinary refection, and it his table be ey 
day well furniſhed, by reaſon of the eminencte of the noble ſtocke 
that heis come of, and of his dignity, and withall not breake the 
Sabbath ; why may not a man of a meaner condition have ( extra- 
ordinarily) as mapy people for a ſolemne banquet, which he hath 
occalion to make on the Sabbath day ? And ſeeing a ſolemne ban- 
quet may be made by a great number of ſervants in: as ſhort time, 
asa banquet that is not ſolemne may be prepared by a leſſer num- 
ber, I ſeenocauſe why a man ſhall commit a greater finne, it hee 
ſet on worke twenty ſervants to dreſle a ſolemne banquer, than if 
heſet foure or five onely about the dreſſing of one that is not {o- 
lemne, For twenty fhall not toyle and have more adoe, they ſhall 
| make as ſpeedy an end of their buſineſſe, and ſo ſhall not be more 
diſtraught and withdrawne from Gods ſervice, than foure or 
five, and may equally ( before or after their worke ) ger leiſure to 
apply themſelves unto 1t, And as for the perſons invited, __y 
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perſons ina ſolemne feaſt may bave done as {oone , and be as lictle 
diverted from the exerciſes of the Sabbath, as ſix or ſeven in a feaſt 
that is not ſolemne. A thing that many together cannot doe law- 
fully, cannot be lawfull to a tew : or if1t be lawtull to few, it is al- 
ſoto many, F | 
But I wonder, how thoſe. which have made this diſtinQtion 
of banquets, can have the heart to make uſe of it, ſeeing they 
—_—_ that - is NOt _— — on rs day, 
bue things ſent neceſſity, .and not thoſe that are limply.ef 5m 
minent mor or at the molt, they ſuffer onely thoſe Is are re» 
quilite for a comfortable entertainement of the perſon, as to prepare 
meat for his refection, For banquets, howſoeyer named and qua- 
lified, are not requiſite for that day, for the entertainement either 
neceſſarie, or comfortable of men ; they may be pu off till ſome 
other day.without harme or diſpleaſure co any man' by this delay, 
and cannot eaſily be kept without much hurrying up and downe, 
and divers diſcourſes, which are. not ſutable touch a day , which 
they will have tobe lopreciſely and exatly obſerved. 
| a Me rs ey. why wn m_ _ { to: ſuffer 
weddings on ; For ſeeing they will have all mens hes, 
words, and ations - be ſpirituall and holy all that day, oy 
not any that are naturall and worldly, otherwiſe than in a preſent 
and urgent neceſſity, ſeeing alſo there is no neceſlitie romarry on 
Sunday, that this may be done as well on any other day, and thac 
the thoughts, words', and ations of weddings, can hardly have 
the qualities which they require z would ic not be more ſutable to. 
their 2a.ximes,to forbid them abſolutely on that day 2 
Fifthly, as for playes, games, paſtimes, recreations, which. 
are honeſt and bawull they forbid them altogether and abſolucely) 
on the Sabbath to all men, withour exception of thole that are ſick, 
laying, .that to thole which. are dangeroully licke, it is fit time to. 
pray, and not to. play, and ſpend time on gaming : And as for: 
thoſe that are hot dangerouſly ticke, they not paſtimes, - 
— apply elves to heare , reade, conferre of things of - 
1 tion and conſolation, and ſeeke intheſe holy exerciſes their- 
recreation. | 
Wherein yo as if the one and the other might notbe- 
done lucceſſively, and a ficke man, or any other perſon, wes 
oneſt . 
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honelt and (hort paſtime, were not capable to ſeeke this all 
recreation, although they be not incompatible, and that God im- 
proveth not the ſucceſſion of the one tothe ocher on our Sabbath 
day. I adde, that by this ohibitionthey overthrow their former 
polition, that it is lawfull to doe on the Sabbath day things, not 
onely abſolutely neceſſary for the entertainement of the creature ; 
but alſocomtortable and agreeable unto ict. Now ſome honett play 
or paſtime taken by a man, and namely by a licke man, may be ve- 
ry. uſefull tor his comfort andrecreation, and often much more, 
than if the beſt mears and drinkes, and molt comfortarive cordials 
were gwen him, if he ſtand noc abſolutely in preſent need of them ; 
Nay, they may make him farre better diſpoſed afterwards tor Gods 
tervice, than the belt reſtorative of che belt furniſhed Apothe- 


If then it be lawfull unto him, and to others alſo, to beſtirre 
themſelves to prepare for him, and make him take theſe things, 
why may he not hkewiſe take ſome paſtime, which are farre more 
neceſſary unto him ? And alchough be hath no need of, them by ab- 
ſolutenec may they nor be needfull unco him for his commo- 
dity as food and medicaments ? }f it be ſaid; 
that he may deferre his paſtime till another day, Ianſwer, that fo 
he may prolong, without any peril}, the preparing of meat or of 
medicaments. | * 

Bur not to ſtay longer upon the rehearfall of the intricate dit- 
ficulcies which occurre in their explicationsof workes that are per- 
mitted on the Sabbath day i _ 4+ ont ame and _

1 fay likewiſe, thatthe commandement to doe no worke on 
the day conſecrated to Gods ſervice, obligeth in this regard onely, 
and no mote; to wit, that as much as the publike exerciſes of thus 
ſervice, whenthey are praftiſed in the Church, doe require z wee 
muſt forbeare all ordi imployments and workes, that with 
tranquillity of minde, andſtillnefle of body, 'we may bend all our 
torces to theſe exerciſes; reſortunto the boly aſſemblies, and glori- 
fie the Lord our God there in the company of the faichfull. 

Isranc willingly, that all trayell about corporall and terreſtri- 
all workes is forbidden, inas muchas it isan impediment and hin- 
derance to the ſervice of God. And therefore an honelt and religi- 
ous man muſt obſerve publikely all thecime of holy exerciſes obſer- 
ved in the Church on the Holy-dayes appointed for that end, 
whereof he hath forrule, the Order of the Church, This tinad ex- 
cepted, the remnant of the day is his todifpolc of 'it diſcreetly and 
conſcientioully, and to: doe 0n it all matiner of worke whuch is 
lawfull on other dayes, according to the Order of the Church 
whereinhe hives. | | 

And fith Sunday hath beene appointed by the Order of the 
Church, for the primeday wherein theſe exercites are ordinarily to 
be praiſed, allare bound in regardof them, to ceaſe from all 0. 
ther workes, during the whole time that they are prabtiſed in the 
Church publikely, without purpoſing to doe, or give willingly any | 
worldly buſinefſe to bedone on that day capable to make the lealt

ſame ſenſe as the Iewes, that is, not of an externall and ceremo-

Ie is manifeſt of that hath beene ſaid; that our Sunday may in 
ſome ſort be called a day of Sabbath or of reſt, becauſe wee ought, 
for the publike exerciſesof religion on-1t, gave over all our ordinary 
workes. Bar it cannot be abſolutely qualified with this name, and 
with regard to an abſtinence as preciſe as was required on the 
Jewiſh Sabbathday,; Moreoyer, as wee' have obſerved heretofore, 
this name of Sabbath day, is the proper name of the ancient day 
of the lewes, and not of the new day of Chriſtians, wheretore1t 
were better done toabſtaine from denoting 1t by the qualitication 
of that name, and toccall it onely, The Lords day, or Sunday, ſee- 
ing theſe names have beene appropriated unto it by the Chriftian 
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A. more particular explication , bow the faithful 
onght to carry themſelves in the obſervation of 
Sunday. ;

Od for the edification and entertainement of his Church 
here below, 9 to thoſe — charge of her 
overnement, to offer ayers and thankefgivings, 
to cron, ws Goſpell, to we ks 4 ——— to aflemble the 
faithfull cogether, to eſtabluh good order in the Church ; and to 
particular Chriſtians to pray devoutly, to love Gods word, to keep 
t, receive the Sacraments, frequent carefully che boly aſſemblies, 
obey in things belonging to order and diſcapline thoſe that bave 
rule over them,and ſubmitthemſelves unto them, not to be eonten= 
rious againſt the good cuſtomes of the Church, and co doe this, not 
each of them for hinſelte onely, but alſo to procure that all perſons 
ſubje& to their governement, their ſubjects, rheir children, their 
ſervants doe the lame, 
All Chriſtians, when they know that there are holy convoca- 
tions for the hearing of the W ord, and the practice of other reli- 
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Lious exerciſes, and that the Order of the Church hath appointed , 


unto them ſet dayes, as in every week a Sunday, are bound by theſe 
injunctions to reſort carefully unto them, and to take paines thae 
their inferiours (over whom they have wn ry their ex- 
ample : And if indeed they love the word of God, and the exer- 
ciſes of godlinefle, to ſhew it by a diligent frequenting, and ſerious 
praftice of them, as of athing which God hath injoyned to all,and 


for the things lake, to obſerve the day wherein it is practiſed, al- 


though God hath notpreſcribed nor appointed it, andit hath no 
other foundationbut the Order of the Church, whereunto never- 
thelefle God hath commanded in generall all men to ſubmut them- 


| ſelves, x Cor. 14. verſ.40. For it is not for the dayes lake that we 


ought to praftife and reſpect the boly exerciſes which ordinarily are 
done on 1t ; but it is thele exerciſes that make the day conſiderable, 
and give credit, authority, and reſpett unto.it ; The exerciſes are to 


be 
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be much eſtcemed for themſelves, and for Gods fake, who hath ex- 
preſly inj mnedthem : The day is not honoured and accounted of, 
but tor their ſake, in as-much as the Church 1s pleaſed ro doe them 
onit. 

© Yet, if aChriſtian were brought to that extremity, that hee 
mult remaine in aplace, where there is no Church, nor order eſta- 
bliſhed for the rub ke exerciſes of religion ; nevertheleſſe, becauſe 
Sunday hath beene alwayes uſed in the Chriſtian Church for a day 
of divine ſervice, andall religious exerciſes, he ought not to for. 
beare to apply himſelte unto them privately on that day, with grea. 
ter afliduity than on other dayes : And becauſe, where there is an 
order and diſcipline eſtabliſhed, the Rulers of the State, and of the 
Church, to prevent all diſorders, and ſtirre up greater reſpe&t to the 
exerciſes of religion which are praGtiſed on Sunday, have thought 
fie to forbid on that day the publike and ordinary workes of the 0. 
cher _— the weeke, he thall doe well to refraine on it from 
the ordinary workes of his worldly trade and calling, to obey theſe - 
high powers that God hath ſubjected him unto, 

' Ir is then the order of the Church principally that muſt be to e« 
very Chriſtian the rule of the abſtinence and ceflation from ordina- 
ry workes that he is to obſerve on Sunday, or on another day. That 
is, he muſt not apply himſelfe to ſuch workes without great neceſ- 
fity, during all the time wherein this order callech upon him to re- 
fort to the houſe of God, to come tothe holy aſſemblies, nor to ſit 
idle, not to bulie himſelfe abour bodily occupations, when he ought 
to be in the congregation, hearing the word of God with attention, 
praying, and finging with heart and mouth to the Lord in the com- 
pany of his faithfull brethren, 

It divine ſervice ——_ practiſed before and after noone 
in the Church, whereof he is a member, he mult not ſoothe him- 
telfe with a fond opinion, that he hath done his duty when he hath 
beene preſent at.either of them, and forſaken one of the two, to be- 
ſow it-on ſome other thing, That time ordained by the Church 
being expired, aud the whole ſervice of that day finithed, when he 
is come home, and is alone, he is free todoe what he will, ſo it be 
honeſt and lawfull ; to worke, or to refreſh himſelfe, for in that he 
linneth not againſt God, & tranſgreſſeth not his Commandements, 
If he will paſſe the reſt of the day in aCtious of religion, he __ 
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wellz if he will 4t on other ordinane and! common ations 
of this life, he ſhall not doe ill ; with this provsſo, that he becare- 
full toprepare himſelte by religious medications for the publike and 
holy exerciſes before they begin, and take time to call them to minde 
ory nec ended, that ſo he may make them' faithfull and profi- - 
table to his ſoule, feele in his hearc their efficacie, andihew 1t by 
an holy converſation in the whole ſway of his life, Otherwiſe the 
wicked one ſhall come, and catch away that which was ſowne in 
his heart, ſatt.1 3.,v.19. h bs: 4d 
All that can, and ſhould be propounded to teach us how wee 
ought to ſandtifiethe Lords day, mult be ground=d upon the neceſ- 
fitie, holineſſe, and utility of thereligious exerciſes of divine ſer- 
vice, upon the reſpect due unto them, and upon the authority of the 
Church commanding upon theſe grounds. This is the only reaſon of 
the ſanctification of that day ; Ia this is the ſtrength of all the argu- 
ments whereby Gods ſervants ought to ſtirre up devotion in the 
hearts of their hearers ; And not inthe nature ot the day. wherein 
God is publikely ſerved, not alſo in any obligation whereby the. 
conſcience is. tied unto it. Thoſe that feare God, and havereſpet 
unto his Commandements, will not omit the obſervation of this 
day, alchougb they be informed that it obligeth them not, neither of 
it {elt,nor alſo by adiyine commandement, more than another day, 
For. it is notthe day that they regard, but the great need they have 
to be inſtrubted, comforted, tortified in the knowledge of .God, in 
the love of his glorious Majeſtie, in true godlineſſe, by the exerci- 
ſes which God hath ordained to that end, not onely particular at 
home, which they may doe at all times, as they ſhall haye occaſion, 
but alſo publike 1n the Church, in any day whatſoever the Church 
ſhall appoint, | | 
Ofkche other ſide, thoſe that have not the love God, and of the 
exerciſes of religion 1n their hearts , will never be moved to give 
their minde with more affection and afſiduity to Gods ſervice, by 
beleeving, that Sunday is a day of Gods owne inſtitution.

Sabbath with ſuch ceremonies, as the Iewes afterwards did * This 
anſwer ([ ſay) hath not ſo much, as any ſhew of truth ; for if 
had meant nothing elſe but that, they had never ſpoke in fo direct 
and expreſle tearmes asthey doe, Moreover , they expreſly diſtin- 
uith betwixt the Sabbath and the other ceremonies of Afoſes 
Ln and flatly affirme, that the Patriarches did neither oblerve 
the Sabbath, nor the other lewith ceremonies, | 
Beſides the teſtimonies of the Fathers, which above have been, 
and of our owne DoGours, which p_ hereafter ſhall be ci- 
ted : If you will give any credit to IewillyWriers, there are ſome 
of the old Rabbins (as Gelatin reporteth, /.11 , de ſecret. veritatis 
( atholic,c.g. & 10.) who yas, theſe words, Geneſ. 2. 
end God bleſſed the ſeventh day ; And upon theſe, Exod,16.29.
